THE  BOARD  OF  CONTROL, 

19  2  1. 

(FOR  THE  YEAR  1920.) 


By  an  Order  in  Conncil  made  on  17tli  May  1920,  under  the 
powers  conferred,  by  Section  3  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Act, 
1919,  the  bulk  of  the  powers  of  the  Secretary  of  State  under 
the  enactments  relating  to  Lunacy  and  Mental  Deficiency  were 
transferred  to  the  Minister  of  Health.  The  very  desirable 
association  of  the  Board  of  Control  with  the  Minister  responsible 
generally  for  the  administration  of  measures  dealing  with  the 
health  of  the  community  was  thus  brought  about. 

The  Board  anticipate  that  this  step  will  not  only  result  in 
considerable  administrative  advantages,  but  that  it  may  bring 
about  a  more  general  understanding  of  the  fact  that  the 
measures  that  have  to  be  taken  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
the  mentally  disordered  are  in  certain  essential  aspects  akin  to 
those  which  have  to  be  provided  in  general  hospitals  and 
infirmaries  ;  and  that  it  may  help  to  dispel  prejudices  which 
often  arise  against  Lunacy  authorities  and  administrations,  and 
which  often  alfect  injuriously  patients  under  treatment  or  even 
after  recovery. 

The  Board  believe  that  the  close  association  of  the  preventive 
with  the  curative  side  of  the  operations  of  all  authorities  and 
agencies,  whether  central  or  local,  which  carry  on  the  war 
against  disease,  mental  or  bodily,  is  not  only  helpful  and 
instructive  to  these  agencies  themselves  and  to  their  skilled 
advisers  and  officers,  but  will  have  a  valuable  effect  in  removing 
or  mitigating  popular  prejudices  and  misgivings.  They  see 
every  advantage  in  the  organisations  concerned  chiefly  in  the 
care  and  custodial  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  confirmed 
mental  trouble,  being  responsible  also  for  the  steps  needed  to 
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Board  of  Control, 

ward  off  threatened  insanity,  and  to  provide  after-care  in  the 
shape  of  help,  advice  and  treatment  for  those  who  have  suffered 
and  recovered. 

In  August,  the  Minister  of  Health,  Hr.  Addison,  introduced 
in  Parliament  the  Ministry  of  Health  (Miscellaneous  Provisions) 
Bill,  of  which  clause  10  related  to  the  treatment  of  mental 
disorder  incipient  in  character  and  of  recent  origin.  The 
clause  provided  that  patients  might  be,  for  a  limited  period 
and  subject  to  certain  conditions  and  regulations,  received  and 
taken  charge  of  without  certification,  notwithstanding  any  pro¬ 
vision  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  to  the  contrary.  It  contemplated 
that  such  receptions  might  take  place  in  Institutions,  Homes 
or  Houses  approved  for  the  purpose.  Clause  11  of  the  Bill 
empowered  the  Councils  of  Counties  and  County  Boroughs  to 
contribute  to  or  to  supply  and  maintain  Hospitals  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  disease  or  particular  forms  of  disease,  and  such 
Hospitals  might,  if  the  Minister  of  Health  thought  fit,  be 
approved  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  incipient  insanity  either 
as  interns  or  out-patients. 

As  appears  in  their  former  Reports,  the  Board  are  in  favour 
of  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  dealing  with  early  cases  of 
insanity  without  certification  which  would  have  wide  operation 
among  all  classes  of  the  community. 

The  Bill  was  referred  to  a  Standing  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  where  clause  10  was  discussed  and  amended  in 
certain  minor  particulars.  The  Bill  reached  the  House  of  Lords 
so  late  in  the  Session  that  a  strong  feeling  showed  itself  that 
the  measure  could  not  be  adequately  discussed  in  the  time  at 
the  disposal  of  the  House,  and  on  the  14th  December  it  was 
refused  a  second  reading  by  their  Lordships. 

The  Board  hope  that  a  comprehensive  measure  on  the 
subject  will  again  be  submitted  to  Parliament  at  the  earliest 
practicable  date. 

On  the  16th  August  the  Royal  Assent  was  given  to  the 
Pensions  (Increase)  Act,  under  which  pensions  granted 
before  that  date  by  local  or  other  public  authorities  might, 
subject  to  certain  conditions,  be  increased  by  amounts  which,  in 
the  case  of  the  smaller  pensions,  might  amount  to  50  per  cent. 
The  scope  of  the  Act  was  extended  by  Treasury  orders  in  the 
manner  provided  therein  so  as  to  include  officers  of  Asylums  and 
Certified  Institutions  for  defectives.  Having  regard  to  the  con¬ 
tinued  high  price  of  commodities  the  Board  regarded  with 
satisfaction  the  advantages  conferred  by  the  Act  on  the 
deserving  class  of  nurses  and  attendants  whose  pecuniary 
remuneration  for  services  involving  much  care  and  attention  to 
helpless  and  often  troublesome  patients  had  never  been  very 
high,  and  whose  pensions  are  consequently  small.

The  Board  has  again  to  express  its  gratification  at  the 
excellent  work  done  by  local  associations  working  for  the 
benefit  of  defectives  ontside  Institutions,  and  at  the  increase  in 
the  numbers  of  these  useful  societies. 

Under  the  joint  management  of  the  Central  Association  for 
the  care  of  the  Mentally  Defective  and  of  the  National  Special 
Schools  Union  a  largely  attended  and  highly  successful  con¬ 
ference  extending  over  three  days  was  held  in  the  month  of 
November  at  Church  House,  Westminster.  Over  1,200  appli¬ 
cations  for  tickets  were  received,  coming  from  representatives 
of  Local  Authorities,  Local  Education  Authorities,  Boards  of 
Guardians,  Special  Schools,  Certified  Institutions,  Voluntary 
Associations,  various  Social  Organisations,  and  Government 
Departments. 

Addresses  and  papers  of  a  practical  and  valuable  character 
were  contributed  by  Mr.  Leslie  Scott,  K.C.,  M.P.,  the  President 
of  the  Central  Association,  by  Sir  George  Newman,  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Control,  Sir  William  Byrne,  by  Dr.  Potherham 
and  Mrs.  Pinsent,  Commissioners  of  the  Board,  by  Dr.  Eicholz, 
Chief  Medical  Inspector  of  the  Board  of  Education,  by  Canon 
Sprankling,  Chairman  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board,  and 
others  ;  these  were  followed  in  all  cases  by  a  discussion  in  which 
many  delegates  took  part.  It  was  obvious  that  the  conference  had 
been  looked  forward  to  with  great  interest  by  persons  engaged 
in  the  administration  of  the  Act  throughout  the  country,  and 
that  the  opportunity  given  for  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  the 
discussion  of  difficulties  was  welcomed  and  well  utilised. 


Lunacy. 

On  the  1st  January  1921  the  number  of  notified  insane 
persons  under  care  in  England  and  Wales  was  120,344,  an 
increase  of  3,580  on  that  recorded  on  the  1st  January  1920. 
This  increase  follows  one  of  61  in  1919,  the  first  year  which 
showed  a  return  to  the  normal  condition,  which  obtained  prior 
to  the  war,  of  an  annual  increase  in  the  numbers  under  care  ; 
but  which  had,  during  the  war,  temporarily  given  place  to  large 
annual  decreases.  The  average  annual  increase  for  the  ten  years 
ending  31st  December  1914,  the  decade  immediately  preceding 
the  war,  was  2,251. 

^The  admissions  into  and  discharges  from  institutions  in 
1920  showed  very  little  variation  from  the  previous  year,  but 
a  decrease  of  3,565  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  institutions 
in  1920  provides  the  explanation  of  the  above-mentioned 
increase  of  3,580,  the  patients  detained  in  institutions  con¬ 
stituting  over  80  per  cent,  of  the  notified  insane.

The  relative  percentage  distribution  of  the  sexes  under  care 
-  males  43 ‘4,  females  56*6 — marks  a  still  further  reversion 
in  the  direction  of  the  pre-war  proportions,  viz.,  males  46 '2, 
females  53 ’8,  obtaining  on  the  1st  January  1915. 

Distribution  of  Insane  Patients. — In  the  County  aud 
Borough  Asylums,  there  was  an  increase  of  4,016  patients 
{males  ^  1,893,  females  2,123),  as  against  one  of  474  in  the 
preceding  year.  The  increase  for  1920  represents  a  per- 
,  centage  of  4‘5  of  the  number  under  care  in  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  on  the  1st  of  January  of  that  year.  In 
ordinary  Workhouses  there  was  an  increase  of  312,  or  2 ‘9 
per  cent.,  and  in  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  of  94, 
or  1  ■  7  per  cent.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  other  classes  of 
institution  and  care,  the  most  notable  being  248,  or  16*6  per 
cent.,  in  Metropolitan  Licensed  Houses,  due  to  the  licences  of 
two  of  the  houses  having  been  surrendered  and  the  houses 
closed  ;  of  229,  or  26  ■  7  per  cent.,  in  Criminal  Asylums,  due  to 
the  closing  of  Rampton  as  a  Criminal  Asylum  ;  of  65,  or  2 '8 
per  cent.,  in  Registered  Hospitals;  of  53,  or  3'0  per  cent,  in 
Provincial  Licensed  Houses;  of  23,  or  4*9  per  cent.,  among 
the  Single  Patients ;  while  the  Out-door  Paupers  decreased 
by  214,  or  5 ‘5  per  cent. 

The  proportionate  distribution  of  the  insane  under  care  on 
the  1st  January  1921  shows  a  further  considerable  increase  in 
the  proportion  detained  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums.

Private  Patients. — The  private  patients  under  care  on 
the  1st  January  1921  numbered  14,110  (males  8,063,  females 
6,047),  an  increase  of  824,  or  6  ‘  2  per  cent.  The  males  increased 
by  12 ’2  per  cent.,  due  to  the  continued  rise  in  the  number 
of  “  service  ”  patients  (who  had  increased  from  2,506  on  the 
1st  January  1919  to  4,673  on  the  1st  January  1921).  The 
females  decreased  by  53,  or  less  than  1  per  cent. 
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The  patients  in  the  Naval  and  Military  Hospitals  (Yarmouth 
200,  Netley  41)  are  included  among  the  private  patients,  as  are 
those  persons  found  lunatic  by  inquisition  wlio  are  resident 
in  institutions.  These  latter  numbered  129  on  the  1st  January  ; 
there  were  in  addition  164  (males  88,  females  76)  lunatics,  so 
found  by  inquisition,  who  do  not  fall  within  the  scope  of  our 
statistics. 

The  inci  ■ease  during  the  year  of  private  patients  in 
County  and  Borough  Asylums  was  997,  or  13*3  per  cent., 
and  in  Provincial  Licensed  Houses  99,  or  7  ’  7  per  cent. ;  whilst 
decreases  were  shown  in  Registered  Hospitals  of  64,  or  2  ’  7  per 
cent.,  and  in  Metropolitan  Licensed  Houses  of  175,  or  12 ’3 
per  cent. 

The  percentage  sex  distribution  of  the  private  patients  was 
57  ■  1  males  :  42  ’  9  females,  showing  an  increase  on  last  year 
in  the  male  proportion  of  3  per  cent.  This  followed  similar 
increases  in  the  two  preceding  3^ears,  all  due  to  the  operation  of 
the  “  service  ”  patients’  scheme. 

Pauper  Patients. — The  pauper  patients  under  care  on  the 
1st  January  1921  numbered  105,340  (males  43,495,  females 
61,845),  or  87  ’  5  per  cent,  of  all  the  notified  insane.  This 
number  is  2,773  above  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Compared  with  that  year,  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  this  class  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums  of  2,807, 
or  3*4  per  cent.,  and  in  Workhouses  (including  Metropolitan 
District  Asylums)  of  406,  or  2  *  5  per  cent.  There  were  decreases 
in  the  number  of  paupers  in  all  other  classes  of  institutions 
receiving  them,  and  among  the  out-door  cases. 

The  rate  of  increase  for  the  w^hole  number  of  pauper 
patients  was  2  *  7  per  cent,  for  the  year,  while  the  percentage  sex 
distribution  on  the  1st  January  1921  was,  males  41*3  :  females 
58*7,  the  proportion  of  the  male  sex  being  15*8  per  cent,  lower 
than  that  which  obtained  amongst  private  patients. 

Criminal  Patients. — -The  criminal  patients  (males  668, 
females  226)  numbered  894  on  the  1st  January  1921,  or  10  males 
and  7  females  fewer  than  a  year  previously.  Of  the  whole 
number,  267,  or  29*9  per  cent.,  were  under  care  in  County  and 
Borough  Asylums,  an  increase  of  nearly  24  per  cent,  in  the  pro¬ 
portion  a  year  ago,  due  to  the  closing  of  Hampton  as  a  Criminal 
Asylum  and  the  removal  of  many  of  the  patients  to  these 
Asylums. 

Statistics  of  Patients  in  Institutions  for  the  Insane  and  in 

Single  Care. 

Admissions,  Discharges,  and  Deaths  tn  1920. — The  number  of 
patients  under  detention  on  the  1st  January  1920  in  all  the  above 
institutions  and  in  private  Single  Care  was  96,820,  being  a 
decrease  of  7,792,  or  7*4  per  cent.,  on  the  number  so  detained 
on  the  1st  January  1910,  viz.,  104,612. 
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At  tile  close  of  tlie  year  (1920)  there  remained  100,207 
patients  in  these  institutions  and  Single  Care.

The  above  figures  do  not  include  67  patients  who  had  to  be 
re-certified  under  the  provisions  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  or 
those  who  in  the  course  of  the  year  were  transferred  from  one 
institution  to  another  (or  to  and  from  Single  Care),  although 
these  are  technically  included  elsewhere  as  “discharged,  not 
recovered,”  from  the  one  care,  and  as  “  admitted  ”  into  the 
other. 

The  daily  average  number  resident  increased  from  96,146 
(males  41,726,  females  54,420)  in  1919  to  98,434  (males  43,213, 
females  55,221)  in  1920 — the  proportion  in  County  and  Borough 
Asylums  being  92*4  per  cent,  in  1919  and  93*2  in  1920. 

The  admissions  were  22,373  (males  10,370,  females  12,003), 
or  518  less  than  in  1919,  and  533  above  the  average  annual 
number  for  the  decennium.  1911-  20 ;  and  of  these  18,659  were 
first  admissions,  forming  83 ' 4  per  cent,  of  the  total  for  the  year. 
Of  the  whole  number  20,392,  or  91 '2  per  cent.,  were  admitted 
into  County  and  Borough  Asjdums.  The  percentage  decrease 
on  the  admissions  for  1919  was  2 '3,  while  the  relative  pro¬ 
portion  per  cent,  of  the  male  to  the  female  admissions  was  46 ’4 
to  53*6,  being  a  decrease  of  0  ‘  9  per  cent,  in  the  proportion  of 
males  in  the  preceding  year. 

Of  those  discharged,  7,206  had  recovered,  and  of  these  6,430, 
or  89*2  per  cent.,  were  discharged  from  County  and  Borough 
Asylums.  The  recovery  rate,  calculated  upon  the  total  direct 
admissions,  was  32 ‘21  (males  28 ‘10,  females  35 ‘76)  per  cent., 
being  0 . 15  above  the  percentage  for  the  decade  1911-20 inclusive. 
The  rate  for  males  was  3  ‘  1 1  per  cent,  higher  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  while  that  for  females  was  2 ‘21  per  cent,  lower. 
In  County  and  Borough  Asylums  the  rate  was  31 '50  per  cent.; 
in  Hospitals,  44‘99  ;  and  in  Licensed  Houses,  34 ‘52. 

Those  patients  who  were  absolutely  discharged  as  “  relieved  ” 
or  “  not  recovered  ”  numbered  3,276,  or  14 ‘6  per  cent,  of  the 
admissions. 
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The  deaths  numbered  8,504,  being  3,565  fewer  than  in  1919 
and  no  less  than  11,011  fewer  than  in  1918.  The  death-rate, 
calculated  on  the  daily  average  number  resident,  was  8  ’  64  per 
cent.,  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  our  statistics,  and  less  than 
half  the  abnormal  rate  in  1918.  The  rate  for  males  was  9 '90 
and  for  females  7*65.  The  mortality  rate  is  commented  on 
elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

The  total  number  of  patients  detained  in  institutions  and 
Single  Care  showed  an  increase  during  1920  of  3,387,  as 
compared  with  an  increase  of  342  in  1919.  The  increase  for 
1920  is  extremely  large,  larger  even  than  the  increases  which 
occurred  year  by  year  before  the  war  exercised  such  a  disturbing 
influence.  The  cause  of  this  large  increase  is  at  once  apparent 
when  it  is  observed  that,  although  the  admissions  and  discharges 
showed  comparatively  small  variations  in  number  from  the 
preceding  year,  the  deaths  were,  as  mentioned  above,  3,565 
fewer. 


Note. 

[In  the  interest  of  National  Economy,  it  has  been  decided 
to  suspend  the  publication  of  Part  11.  of  this  Report.  This 
includes  the  Commissioners’  reports  of  their  visits  (most  of  which 
are  printed  annually  in  the  Reports  of  the  several  institutions)  as 
well  as  the  statistical  tables  with  three  or  four  exceptious.  All 
these  tables  will,  however,  continue  to  be  compiled  annually  and 
preserved  in  the  Office  of  the  Board,  where  they  may  be 
consulted  by  anyone  desirous  of  doing  so.  The  series  dealing 
with  statistics  based  on  the  Asylum  Medical  Registers,  the 
mainteuance  of  which  was  discontinued  during  the  War,  will 
continue  to  be  drawn  up — the  preparation  of  that  for  1920, 
being  now  in  progress.  An  analysis  of  their  contents  will  be 
given  in  our  next  Annual  Report,  but  the  tables  themselves  will 
not  be  published.  It  is,  however,  anticipated  that  at  the  end  of 
five  years  it  will  be  possible  to  publish  the  series  based  on  the 
yearly  average,  and  subsequently  at  the  end  of  each  succeeding 
quinquennial  period.]

Amount  of  Vacant  Accommodation. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Lancashire  Asylum,  Winwick 
near  Warrington,  was  the  only  one  of  the  many  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  loaned  to  the  Army  Council  during  the  war 
for  the  purpose  of  hospitals  for  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  which 
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still  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  War  Office.  It  has  been 
closed  down  as  a  hospital  and  is  to  be  handed  back  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  on  the  1st  of  July  next. 

There  were  also  three  other  Asylums,  viz.,  the  Oxford  County 
and  City  Asylum,  the  London  County  Epileptic  Colony,  Ewell, 
the  Birmingham  City  Asylum,  Hollymoor  (ordinarily  regarded 
as  an  Annexe  of  the  Rubery  Hill  Asylum),  and  also  a  portion 
(“  Block  B  ”)  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Asylum,  Wadsley, 
which  at  the  close  of  the  year  had  not  reverted  to  their  normal 
functions,  for,  on  passing  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Army  Council, 
these  buildings  were  loaned  to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  as  Hospi¬ 
tals  for  Pensioners  for  periods  which  will  expire  some  time 
between  the  31st  of  December  next  and  1st  of  August  1922. 

All  the  remaining  seventeen  Asylums  and  portions  of  two 
others,  which  prior  to  the  war  were  in  use  as  Mental  Hospitals, 
but  were  cleared  of  their  insane  patients  and  converted  into  War 
Hospitals,  were,  on  the  31st  December,  again  discharging  their 
normal  functions,  and,  together  with  the  Asylums  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  paragraph,  were  included  in  the  total  number  of 
the  97  County  and  Borough  Asylums  which,  just  before  the  war, 
were  in  operation.  It  follows  therefore  that  94  of  these  Institu¬ 
tions  were,  on  the  1st  of  January  1921,  discharging  their  normal 
functions. 

These  94  Asylums  at  the  end  of  the  year  had  accommodation 
sufficient  for  104,298  patients  (47,036  males  and  57,262  females), 
but  inasmuch  as  only  93,558  patients  (41,210  males  and  52,348 
females)  were  then  under  treatment,  the  vacancies  amounted  to 
10,740 — 5,826  for  males  and  4,914  for  females. 

To  arrive,  however,  at  the  full  number  of  present  and  pros¬ 
pective  vacancies,  to  these  figures  must  be  added  the  following : — 

Firstly. — The  number  of  patients  that  can  be  accommodated 
in  Winwick  A83dum  (2,172,  less  90  patients  now  there  who  have 
been  retained  throughout  the  war  to  work  the  farm) ;  in  the 
Epileptic  Colony  (428)  ;  in  the  Oxford  Asylum  (733) ;  in  “  B  ” 
Block  of  Wadsley  Asylum  (300)  ;  and  in  the  Hollymoor  Annexe 
of  Rubery  Hill  Asylum  (604),  when  these  buildings  are  handed 
back  to  their  respective  Visiting  Committees.  These  numbers 
total  4,147  (2,128  males  and  2,019  females). 

Secondly. — The  accommodation  which  will  be  available  in 
the  County  of  London  Maudsley  Hospital  (144  patients,  72  of 
each  sex)  and  in  the  2nd  Hants  Asylum,  Park  Prewett  (1,400 
patients,  700  of  each  sex),  two  recently  erected  As3dums,  which 
were  so  nearl}^  approaching  completion  when  the  war  broke  out 
that  they  were  both  able  to  be  used  as  War  Hospitals,  and  ought 
soon  to  be  ready  for  occupation  as  Asylums. 

Thirdly. — The  accommodation  for  1,826  patients  (1,060 
males  and  766  females)  which  will  be  provided  in  ,the  11  th 
County  of  London  Asylum,  now  in  course  of  erection  and  which 
will  be  completed  within  the  next  three  years. 
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Fourthly. — The  accommodation  which  ultimatel}^  will  be 
provided  for  600  patients  (300  of  each  sex)  in  the  Joint  Swansea 
and  Merth3^r  Tydfil  Asylum,  which  had  been  commenced  when 
the  war  broke  out  and  may  possibly  be  completed  within  the 
next  seven  years.  There  will  also  be  the  accommodation  that 
sooner  or  later  will  result  from  the  completion  of  the  additions 
at  the  Wilts  Asylum  (200  patients,  100  of  each  sex) ;  at  the 
Kent  County  Asylum,  Chartham  (200  males)  ;  at  the  Lincoln 
Asylum,  Bracebridge  (67  males) ;  and  at  the  Hull  Borough 
Asylum  (80  patients,  40  of  each  sex),  work  on  which  had  also 
been  suspended. 

From  these  figures  must  be  deducted  the  accommodation 
for  777  patients  (54  males  and  723  females)  which  will  be  lost 
when,  as  is  explained  later  on,  the  Manor  Asylum  is  utilised 
for  mental  defectives. 

With  these  adjustments  it  results  that  present  and  prospective 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  accommodation  and  treatment 
of  18,080  more  patients  (10,032  males  and  8,048  females)  than 
on  the  315^;  December  were  under  care. 

The  explanation  for  this  present  and  prospective  large 
amount  of  vacant  accommodation  is  due  mainly  to  the  abnor¬ 
mally  heavy  death-rate  which  occurred  in  almost  every  Asylum 
during  the  war,  and  occasioned  a  great  diminution  in  the  number 
of  patients  under  care.  This  high  death-rate  was  the  subject  of 
a  special  enquiry  and  report  by  three  members  of  our  Board 
{see  page  24  of  our  Fifth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1918). 

It  may  safely  be  assumed  that  had  there  been  no  war  there 
would,  even  with  the  above-mentioned  additions,  have  been 
barely  sufficient  accommodation  in  County  and  Borough 
As.ylums  to  meet  the  present  demand.  Large  as  the  amount  of 
vacant  accommodation  undoubtedly  is,  so  far  as  it  is  possible 
to  forecast,  most  of  it  will  have  been  absorbed  nine  ‘years 
hence  if  not  before.  This  forecast  is  based  on  the  average  pre¬ 
war  yearly  increase  (2,095)  in  the  number  of  patients  under 
treatment  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums  for  the  ten  years 
ended  the  31st  December  1913.  During  the  3^ear  now  reported 
on  the  increase  was  4,016,  but  it  is  possible  that  this  number 
may  prove  to  have  been  abnormall3^  high. 

We  have  been  anxious  that  the  whole  of  this  vacant  accom¬ 
modation  should  not  lie  idle,  and  as  the  financial  condition  of 
the  country  did  not  allow  of  any  large  expenditure  of  money  in 
providing,  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  accommodation  for 
mental  defectives,  we  propounded  a  scheme  to  many  of  the 
Visiting  Committees  for  utilising,  for  a  few  years,  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  and  training  of  mental  defectives,  some  of  the  smaller 
Asylums. 

At  first  this  scheme  seemed  likely  to  mature,  but,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  later  on,  such  insuperable  difficulties  arose  that  we  were 
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obliged  to  abandon  it.  Since  tlien,  other  suggestions  in  this 
connexion  have  been  put  forward  by  certain  local  authorities, 
which  are  still  under  consideration.  Amongst  the  several  diffi¬ 
culties  encountered  in  considering  any  scheme  for  temporarily 
utilising  lunacy  accommodation  for  mental  defectives,  is  the 
comparatively  short  time  for  which,  in  most  instances,  any  such 
arrangement  could  continue  in  force. 

The  London  Asylums  and  Mental  Deficiency  Committee  and 
the  Lancashire  Asylums  Board,  however,  of  their  own  initiative, 
have  adopted  schemes  in  which  we  concurred,  and  which  have 
met  with  the  approval  of  the  Alinister  of  Health.  Under  the 
scheme  of  the  first-mentioned  authority,  the  Manor  Asylum, 
Epsom — which  provides  accommodation  for  883  patients 
(70  males  and  813  females) — will  cease  to  be  used  as  a  mental 
hospital — the  106  insane  patients  now  there  will  be  removed  to 
other  London  Asylums — and  will  become  an  Institution  for 
mental  defectives.  This  arrangement  will  reduce  the  number 
of  vacancies  by  777  (54  for  males,  723  for  females),  as  allowed 
for  ■  above.  Similarly  the  Lancashire  Asylums  Board  have 
decided  to  utilise  the  new  6th  Asylum  for  Lancashire,  erected 
at  Whalley,  and  practically  completed  but  not  occupied  wffien 
the  war  broke  out — for  the  accommodation  and  training  of 
mental  defectives  instead  of  as  a  Mental  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 
All  the  arrangements  for  this  are  well  advanced,  and  the  Insti¬ 
tution  will  be  known  by  the  name  of  “  Calderstones.”  The 
buildings  were  used  throughout  the  war  as  a  hospital  for  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers.  The  deviation  from  their  original 
purpose  will  have  no  effect  in  reducing  the  number  of  vacancies, 
for  not  having  been  used  as  a  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the 
accommodation  is  not  included  in  the  vacancies  mentioned 
above.

The  above  figures  show  a  percentage  of  recoveries  to 
admissions  of  31  5,  as  compared  with  an  average  percentage 
of  31*8  for  the  preceding  ten  years. 

During  the  year,  7,969  patients  (4,037  males  and  3,932 
females)  died. 

The  proportion  per  cent,  of  deaths  to  the  daily  a^mrage 
number  resident  was  8*7,  namely,  10*0 males  and  7*7  females. 

In  the  year  1918,  when  the  number  of  deaths  was  so 
abnormally  high,  the  death-rate  for  the  year  1918  was 
20*2  per  cent.,  namely,  25*1  for  males  and  16*4  for 
females.

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Changes  among  the  Medical  Supeynntendents . 

Before  detailing  the  changes  among  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendents,  which  have  occurred  during  the  year,  we  desire  to 
record  our  appreciation  of  the  good  work  done  during  their 
tenure  of  office  by  those  who  have  retired,  especially  during  the 

war,  when  their  onerous  and  responsible  duties  were  rendered 
particularly  difficult  and  trying. 

The  following  have  been  the  changes  : — 

Kereford  County  and  City  Asylum. 

Dr.  John  G.  Smith,  M.D.  Edin.,  was  appointed  to  succeed 
Dr.  Thomas  C.  Graves  on  his  retirement  to  become  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Birmingham  Cit}^  Asylum,  Rubery  Hill. 
Dr.  Smith  was  formerly  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Herts  Asylum,  and  had  had  also  for  a  time  during  the  war 
charge  of  the  Hereford  Asylum  while  Dr.  Graves  was  serving 
in  the  R.A.M.C. 

Berks  County  Asylum. 

Dr.  Walter  W.  Read,  M.D.  Brux.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.  Bond., 

was,  on  the  death  of  Dr.  Edwin  Dunn,  appointed  in  his  place. 
He  had  previously  been  entrusted  with  the  temporary  charge  of 
the  Asylum,  and  was  formerly  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
at  the  Oxford  County  and  City  Asylum. 

Birmingham  City  Asylum,  Euhery  Hill. 

Dr.  Thomas  C.  Graves,  M.D.,  B.Sc.  Lend.,  F.R.C.S.  Eng., 
previously  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Hereford  County  and 
City  Asylum,  was  appointed  in  the  room  of  Dr.  Alexander 
Suffern,  rendered  vacant  by  his  retirement  on  a  pension. 

Lancashire  County  Asylum,  M^iittingham. 

Dr.  Ronald  M.  Clark,  M.B.,  C.M.  Edin.,  the  Senior 
Assistant  Medical  Officer,  was  promoted  to  be  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  on  the  retirement  on  a  pension  of  Dr.  James  F.  Gemmell. 

Somerset  and  Bath  Asylum. 

Dr.  John  E.  P.  Shera,  M.D.  Brux.,  L.R.C.P. I.,  L.R.C.S.I., 
the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  was  promoted  to  be 
Medical  Superintendent  on  the  retirement  on  a  pension  of  Dr.

Essex  County  A^sylum,  Brentwood. 

Dr.  George  Evans,  M.B.  Bond.,  formerly  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  at  the  Essex  and  Colchester  Asylum — to  our 
regret  now  deceased — was  in  May  appointed  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  in  succession  to  Dr.  John  Turner,  who  retired  on  a 
pension. 
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Worcester  County  and  City  Asylum,  Poioich. 

Dr.  Heniy^  Felix  Fenton,  M.B.,  Cli.B.  Edin.,  the  Senior 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  and  Deputy  Medical  Superintendent 
of  this  Institution,  was  promoted  to  be  Medical  Superintendent 
in  succession  to  Dr.  George  M.  P.  Braine-Hartnell,  who  resigned 
office  on  a  pension. 

'Derby  Borough  Asylum. 

Dr.  John  Bain,  M.B.,  Ch.B.  Glas.,  who  had  successively , 
held  the  position  of  Assistant  Medical  Officer  at  the  Northampton. 
Asylum  and  at  the  Derby  Borough  Asylum,  was  appointed  to 
succeed  Dr.  S.  R.  Macphail  on  his  retirement  on  a  pension. 

N ortham.'pton  County  Asylum. 

Dr.  Frederick  I.  Stuart,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.  Lond.,  the 
Senior^  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  was  promoted  to  succeed 
Dr.  William  Harding,  who  resigned  on  a  pension. 


Attendants  and  Nurses. 

Thm'e  would  be  no  advantage  in  giving,  in  this  report, 
according  to  our  usual  custom,  particulars  of  the  total  nnmber 
of  day  and  night  attendants  and  nurses,  exclusive  of  head 
attendants  employed  in  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums,  or 
any  record  of  their  length  of  service,  for  at  many  of  the  Asylums 
which  functioned  as  War  Hospitals  the  staffs  have  not  become 
stabilised,  while  many  of  the  others  are  still  short  of  the 
complements  to  which  their  staffs  had  to  be  raised  consequent 
upon  the  big  reductions  that  have  been  made  in  the  hours  of 
duty.  It  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  the  current 
year  the  staffs  will  have  become  more  settled  than  in  many 
instances  they  have  been  of  late,  notwithstanding  the  large 
increases  given  in  salaries  and  in  the  amount  of  time  off  dutv. 

Table  X.,  Appendix  B.,  Part  H.  of  pre-war  reports,  which 
supplied  useful  information  respecting  the  attendants  and 
nurses,  and  also  some  particulars  connected  with  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  patients,  is  one  of  the  tables  which,  on  the 
score  of  economy,  we  are  unable  to  publish  this  year. 

Condition  of  the  Patients. 

At  our  Annual  Statutory  Visits  of  inspection  to  the  County 
and  Borough  Asylums,  when  we  make  a  point  of  seeing  all  the 
patients,  we  have  as  a  rule  been  well  satisfied  with  their  condition 
and  with  the  arrangements  for  their  care  and  treatment.  Com¬ 
plaints  of  harshness  or  rough  usage  have  been  very  rare,  and  when 
made  have  been  carefully  investigated.  But  complaints  of  the 
quality,  sameness,  and  cooking  of  the  food  and  the  methods  of 
serving  it  have  been  more  frequent,  and  in  some  instances 
certainly  justified.  Whenever  we  have  found  this  to  be  the 
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case  we  have  pressed  for  improvement ;  but  it  is  a  matter  with 
regard  to  which  we  have  found  some  of  the  Visiting  Com¬ 
mittees  and  their  Medical  Superintendents  not  as  ready  to  adopt 
our  suggestions  as  could  be  wished. 

There  are  also  some  Asylums  in  which  we  consider  the 
classification  of  the  patients  should  be  improved. 

Employment  of  Women  in  Nursing  Male  Patients. 

Objections  having  been  raised  by  the  National  As^dum 
Workers’  Union,  by  the  Wakefield  Branch  of  the  National 
Association  of  Discharged  Sailors  and  Soldiers,  and  by  others,, 
to  the  employment  of  female  nurses  in  male  wards  of  Asylums^ 
we  have  carefully  reviewed  the  whole  subject.  Our  considered 
opinion  is  that  the  nursing  of  male  insane  patients  by  women 
under  suitable  arrangements  in  a  large  number  of  cases  is 
followed  by  markedly  beneficial  results,  it  is  regarded  with 
favour  by  the  nurses  who  undertake  it,  has  no  detrimental  effect 
upon  them,  and  consequently  we  approve  of  maintaining  and 
extending  the  system. 

There  are  of  course  certain  categories  of  male  patients  to 
whom  the  privilege  of  female  nursing  cannot  safely  or  with 
propriety  be  extended,  and  in  some  few  Institutions  it  would  be 
excluded  by  structural  conditions.  But  on  the  whole  we  would 
anticipate  from  an  extension  of  the  system  a  beneficial  effect, 
both  on  the  patients  concerned  and  on  the  general  aspect  of  the 
Institutions. 


Special  Inquiry  hito  the  Condition  and  Treatment  of  Service 

Patients  in  Prestwich  Asylum. 

Un  the  28th  of  September  a  Legal  and  a  Medical  Member 
of  the  Board  visited  the  Lancashire  Asylum,  Prest^’vich,  near 
Manchester,  and  inquired  into  the  conditions  under  which  the 
268  ex-Service  men  then  in  the  Institution  were  treated.  The 
investigations  arose  out  of  serious  allegations  which  had  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Minister  of  Pensions  in  August  by 
the  members  of  a  deputation  (headed  by  Mr.  B.  Tillett,  M.P.)  who 
claimed  to  speak  on  behalf  of  ex-Service  men  in  Manchester. 

Allegations  were  made  as  to  general  conditions,  diet,  neglect, 
and  harsh  treatment  of  patients,  lack  of  proper  surgical  and 
medical  attention,  and  wrongful  detention. 

Dr.  Cunyngham  Brown,  Deputy  Director-General  of  Medical 
Services,  Ministry  of  Pensions,  accompanied  the  Commissioners 
and  joined  in  their  investigations,  which  occupied  two  days, 
during  which  each  patient  was  interviewed  and  his  mental 
state  and  bodily  condition  considered.  From  only  eleAmnof  these 
patients  did  the  Commissioners  receive  any  complaint  Avhich  Avas 
not  at  once  obviously  the  outcome  of  insanity,  and  of  those 
eleven  complaints  seAmral  proved  on  being  probed  to  haA^e 
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no  substantial  foundation,  but  were  found  to  be  tbe  result  of 
delusions  or  hallucinations  chiefly  of  a  persecutory  character, 
•such  as  drugging  of  the  food  or  personal  interference  by  electric 
currents  or  gases.  In  a  few  instances  the  complaints  of  dis¬ 
content  came  from  men  with  bad  histories,  and  related  for  the 
most  part  to  their  detention,  which  they  regarded  as  improper. 
From  the  remainder  of  the  268  men  no  complaint  or  expression 
of  discontent  of  any  kind  was  received,  indeed  many  of  them 
spoke  in  very  favourable  terms  of  their  treatment. 

Particular  attention  was  given  to  the  three  men  whose 
continued  detention  in  the  Asylum  the  deputation  to  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions  considered  unnecessary.  They  were  all 
found  to  be  unfit  for  discharge. 

The  conclusions  of  the  Commissioners,  in  which  Dr.  Cunyng- 
ham  Brown  entirely  agreed,  were — 

(1)  That  the  Service  patients  are  received  and  main¬ 
tained  at  the  Prestwich  Asylum  in  strict  accordance  with 
the  scheme  agreed  upon  between  the  Board  of  Control, 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  and  the  Treasury,  in  1917. 

(2)  That  they  receive  proper  medical  attention  and 
are  treated  with  kindness  and  consideration  by  the  Medical 
and  Nursing  Staff. 

(3)  That  patients  who  might  safely  be  sent  to  their 
homes  are  not  detained  improperly  and  unnecessarily  in 
the  Asylum  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  their  friends. 

(4)  That  they  have  all  reasonable  facilities  for  receiving 
visits  from  their  friends. 

(5)  That  they  are  frequently  visited  by  Members  of 
the  Visiting  Committee,  and  have  full  opportunity  to 
bring  to  their  notice  any  grievances. 

(6)  That  the  patients’  clothing  is  good  and  distinctive, 
and  that  the  general  appearance  of  the  patients  showed 
that  they  are  receiving  proper  care  and  attention. 

(7)  That  the  dietary  is  good  and  sufficient,  but  that 
further  efforts  should  be  made  to  give  it  variety. 

(8)  That  it  is  very  desirable  that  facilities  should  be 
afforded  to  representatives  of  the  three  joint  associations 
(Comrades  of  the  Great  War,  National  Federation  of 
Discharged  and  Demobilized  Sailors  and  Soldiers,  and 
the  National  Association  of  Discharged  Sailors  and 
Soldiers)  periodically  to  visit  the  Asylum  and  see  the 
Service  patients. 

The  members  of  the  deputation  who  made  the  allegations  to 
the  MinistrjT^  were  invited  by  the  Commissioners  who  held  the 
inquiry  to  meet  them  at  the  Asylum.  Mr.  Tillett  wrote  that 
he  himself  was  prevented  by  important  engagements  from 
attending,  but  had  arranged  for  other  members  of  the  deputation 
to  attend.  None  of  them,  however,  appeared. 
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Representations  of  tlie  Manchester  and  Salford  Joint  District 
Council,  who  stated  that  they  represented  the  Comrades  of  the 
Great  War,  the  National  Federation  and  the  National  Association 
all  combined,  who  had  also  been  asked  by  the  Commissioners 
to  meet  them,  availed  themselves  oh  the  invitation,  and  the 
interview  was  productive  of  a  friendly  and  useful  discussion. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  that  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Joint  District  Council  should  be  allowed  to  visit 
periodically  was  favourably  received  by  the  Visiting  Committee 
and  by  their  Medical  Superintendent,  and  we  have  no  doubt 
that  the  visits  will  be  attended  with  good  results. 

Allegations  of  Ill-treatment  of  Patients  at  certain  Asylums. 

In  the  issue  of  the  Friend — a  religious,  literary  and  miscel¬ 
laneous  journal  published  by  the  Society  of  Friends — of  the  28th 
May  1920,  there  appeared  a  severe  criticism  of  the  treatment  of 
inmates  of  County  Asylums,  which  evidently  demanded  our 
careful  attention. 

Accordingly  on  our  invitation  we  had  a  conference  with 
certain  members  of  the  Friends  Ambulance  Union,  among 
whom  were  four  conscientious  objectors  who  had  been  employed 
as  temporary  attendants  for  from  one  to  two  years  during  the- 
war  at  two  Asylums,  and  from  whom  the  allegations,  repeated 
at  the  interview,  originally  emanated. 

The  chief  complaints  proffered,  which  referred  to  these 
two  Asylums,  but  did  not  apply  with  equal  force  to  both,  were 
the  following  : — 

(1)  That  the  medical  attendance,  supervision,  and  treat¬ 
ment  were  most  inadequate  ;  that  the  classification  of  the 
patients  was  imperfect ;  that  there  was  no  segregation  of 
tuberculous  cases. 

(2)  That  the  patients  were  not  fed  well. 

(3)  That  they  were  not  clothed  well ;  that  there 
was  a  deficiency  of  overcoats ;  that  patients  had  to- 
use,  for  drying  their  faces  and  hands,  towels  which  had 
been  already  used  by  other  patients  ;  and  that  at  the 
Gommissioners’  visits  the  best  of  everything  in  the  way 
of  towels  and  brushes  was  brought  out, 

(4)  That  due  respect  and  care  were  not  bestowed  on 
the  bodies  of  patients  dying  in  the  Institution. 

(5)  That  cold  baths  were  given  as  punishment  by  the 
attendants  without  the  knowledge  of  a  doctor. 

(6)  One  man  stated  that  on  numerous  occasions  he  had 
seen  patients  struck  on  the  abdomen  and  kidneys.  The 
person  who  made  this  complaint,  on  being  asked,  allowed 
that  in  no  instance,  when  he  had  seen  this  done,  had  he 
reported  the  assault  to  the  chief  attendant  or  to  the  doctor 
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as  was  liis  boundeii  duty,  nor  would  lie  give  to  us  tlie 
name  of  any  attendant  who  Lad  committed  such  an  assault. 

(7)  That  patients  were  unnecessarily  placed  in  seclu¬ 
sion  rooms  and  made  to  wear  strong  canvas  suits ;  that 
a  certain  able-bodied  patient  was  never  allowed  to  go  into 
the  airing  court  because  he  had  tried  to  escape,  and  that 
very  harsh  rules  obtained  with  regard  To  the  permission 
required  before  patients  could  attend  the  concerts  and 
other  entertainments  in  the  recreation  hall. 

The  Medical  Superintendents  of  each  of  the  Asylums  and 
some  of  the  other  higher  officials  had  been  pensioned  at  the 
termination  of  the  war,  but  we  had  prolonged  conversations  with 
the  present  Medical  Superintendents,  neither  of  whom  was  in 
any  way  responsible  for  what  may  have  happened  during  the 
period  covered  by  the  complaints. 

As  the  result  of  our  investie:ations  and  deliberations  we 

O 

arrived  at  the  conclusion  that,  while  the  representations 
were  in  part  justified,  the  complainants  had  not  made  due 
allowance  for  the  war  conditions  under  which  these  Asylums 
had  to  be  worked  while  they  were  engaged  there  as  temporary 
attendants.  It  has  to  be  remembered  that  during  this  period 
at  each  Institution  the  Medical  Staff  was  numerically  much 
below  the  normal  standard  ;  the  staff  of  male  attendants  was 
greatly  depleted  ;  many  of  the  experienced  and  most  trust¬ 
worthy  men  had  been  called  to  the  colours  or  ordered  to  join  up, 

.  and  it  was  found  absolutely  impossible  to  obtain  suitable  men 
to  replace  them.  The  food  also  ^vas  controlled,  and  the  amount 
necessarily  limited.  Further,  we  thought  that  some  at  least  of 
the  complainants  had  themselves  not  done  all  they  might  have 
towards  maintaining  the  proper  treatment  of  the  patients. 

The  allegations  which  were  made  and  our  inquiry  served  a 
useful  purpose,  for  they  brought  to  light  certain  deficiencies 
and  undesirable  practices,  notably  the  practice  at  one  of  the 
Asylums  of  giving  (though  not  without  medical  orders)  cold 
douches  as  ‘‘correctional  treatment to  certain  patients  who 
exhibited  filthy  and  destructive  habits,  and  were  believed  to 
know  better.  We  entirely  deprecate  any  form  of  “  correctional 
treatment  ’’  where  the  insane  are  concerned,  but  of  course 
approve  of  the  considered  use  of  hot  or  cold  baths  or  douches 
as  purely  medical  treatment. 

We  have  communicated  with  the  Visiting  Committee  of  each 
Institution  on  these  matters,  and  have  every  hope  that  in  the 
future  there  will  be  no  cause  for  legitimate  complaint. 

Half-Yearly  Lists  of  Patients. 

Representations  having  been  made  to  us  as  t()  the  cost 
incurred  and  the  work  involved  in  preparing  the  Half-Yearly 
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Lists  of  Patients  required,  under  the  provisions  of  Rule  29  of 
the  Rules  of  the  Commissioners,  to  be  sent  to  our  office  in 
January  and  July,  we  have  considered  the  possibility  of  d.is- 
pensing  with  these  lists,  and  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion 
that  they  serve  such  an  important  purpose  in  our  Office  that 
they  could  not  properly  be  dispensed  with  altogether,  but  that 
possibly  it  might  be  made  sufficient  if  the  lists  were  furnished 
once  instead  of  twice  a  year. 

Accordingly^  the  clerk  of  each  County  and  Borough  Asylum 
has  been  informed  that,  until  further  notice,  the  lists  due  in 
July  will  be  dispensed  with,  but  that  those  due  in  January 
must  still  be  furnished.

Tn  ordei  to  meet  a  wish  expressed  in  the  House  of  Commons 
in  December  last,  it  is  our  intention,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to 
insert  in  the  “Rules  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Board  of 
Control”  a  rule  requiring  that  in  the  “Regulations  as  to 
Wsitation,”  furnished  by  each  Asylum  to  the  friends  of  patients, 
the  substance  of  the  above  section  be  included.  AVe  hope  in 
the  meantime  that  the  several  Visiting  Committees  will,  as 
opportunity  offers,  make  the  inclusion  without  waiting  until 
tJie  new  rule  has  come  into  force. 


Financial  Expenditure  in  connection  loith  Goimty  and

I  he  total  expenditure  on  the  up-keep  of  the  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  in  England  and  Wales,  and  on  the  main¬ 
tenance,  supervision,  and  treatment  of  the  patients 'in  them 
duiing  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March  192U,  amounted  to 
o,800,796h,  made  up  as  follows: —

The  ^  above  figures,  details  of  which  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  A.,  Table  II.,  do  not  include  any  expenditure  on 
new  Asylunjs  as  yet  unoccupied. 

Compared  with  the  figures  of  the  preceding  year,  there  was  an 
increase,  attributable  in  great  measure  to  the  enhanced  cost  of 
the  salaries  and_  Avages  of  the  staffs,  of  1,128,976?.  in  the  amount 
expended  on  maintenance  ;  of  200,024?.  in  the  cost  of  building  and 
repairs;  of  31,779?.  in  the  outlay  on  land,  and  of  407?.  in  the 
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amount  paid  for  land  rented  ;  making  a  total  increase  of 
1,361,186k 

Contrasted  with  the  figures  for  the  3^ear  ended  31st  March 
1914,  when  the  total  expenditure  amounted  to  3,501,136/.,  the 
total  increase  amounts  to  2,299,660/. ;  while  on  maintenance 
alone,  notwithstanding  a  big  reduction  of  nearlj^  16,000  in 
the  number  of  patients  under  care,  there  is  an  increase  of 
2,284,047/.

The  total  average  weekly  cost  per  head  for  all  Asylums 
showed  an  increase  of  5s.  dfd.  on  the  previous  year,  as  against 
increases  of  2^.  3 ft/..  Is.  9c/.,  and  Is.  0|-c/.  in  the  three  years 
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immediately  preceding.  The  increased  cost  shown  in  each  of 
these  3^ears  reflects  the  general  increase  in  the  cost  of  living 
throughont  the  country,  and  although  the  weekly  cost  in  the 
3mar  under  review  reached  22s.  3|d.,per  head  as  compared  with 
IO5.  9l(].  in  the  year  ending  31st  March  1914,  it  had  even  on 
3 1st  March  1920  not  reached  its  maximum,  hut  has  since  shown 
a  further  considerable  increase. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  chief  items  under  which  increases 
occurred  during  the  year  were  “Salaries  and  Wages  (35. 
in  County  and  3s.  in  Borough  Asylums),  and  ‘  Provisions 
and  “  Garden  and  Farm  (9f<:?.  in  County  and  Is.  oid.  in 
Borough  Asylums). 

-  Of  the  79  Asylums  from  whom  particulars  of  the  average 
weekly  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  year  ending  3ist  March  1920 
were  received — returns  were  not  received  from  17  Asylums 
which  had  been  in  use  as  War  Hospitals  during  part  of  the 
year,  nor  from  Scalebor  Park,  an  Asylum  for  private  patients 
only — the  cost  at  11  Asylums  approximated  to  the  average  for 
the  whole,  while  in  36  Asylums  the  cost  was  substantiall^G^elow 
and  in  32  the  cost  was  considerably  above  the  average.  The 
following  12  Asvlums  showed  the  highest  weekly  cost  per  head  : 
Wakefield  295.  9fd.,  Canterbury  295.  7fd.,  West  Ham  275.  9fd., 
Stafford  27s.  2d.,  Cane  Hill  205.  llfd.,  Durham  26^5  lUd.,  Han^ 
well  205.  l^d.,  Brighton  205.  ll|-d..

255.  Q^d.,  Bexley  25s.  5^d.,  and  Brecon  25s.  5fd.  ;  while  the 
12  Asylums  that  showed  the  lowest  cost  w^ere  Berks,  Chester, 
Salop  each  175  2d.,  Denbigh  17^.  lO^d.,  Leicester  and  Rutland 
185.  2-8-d.,  Parkside  I85.  3id.,  Warwick  I85.  Hants  I85.  4:^d., 
Cumberland  I85.  0Jd.,  Gloucester  and  Barnsley  Hall,  each 
I85.  lid.,  and  Cornwall  195.  3d. 

At  the  same  79  Asylums  the  weekly  charge  for  maintenance 
approximated  to  the  average  cost  at  11  Asylums,  while  in  29 
Asylums  the  charge  was  substantial!}^  above  and  in  39  it  was 
considerably  below  the  average  cost.  The  following  Asylums 
charged  the  highest  rates — Newport  and  West  Ham  each' 275.  5d., 
Canterbury  205.  lOd.,  Durham  205.  3d.,  Brecon  aruLWands worth 
each  255.,  Norwich  245.  ll^d.,  CrojMon  245.  /  |d.;  Brighton 
245.  7id.,  Northumberland  245.  6d.,  and  the  London  As^dums 
245.  2id. ;  while  the  lowest  charges  w^ere  at  Berks  105.  4d., 
Gloucester  105.  8d.,  Warwick  105.  8id.,  Isle  of  Wight  105.  9d., 
Derb}^  Borough  105.  lid.,  Salop  175.  6d.,  Hants  175.  9|d.,  Kest- 
even  and  Leicester  Borough,  each  I85.  Id.,  Chester  (Upton) 
185.  51d.,  Leicester  and  Rutland  I85.  8d.,  and  Hereford  and 
Barnsley  Hall,  each  18s.  9|d. 

At  several  of  the  Asylums  where  the  weekly  charge  was 
above  the  average  weekly  cost,  the  rate  charged  was  much 
higher  than  the  average  cost  in  order  to  wdpe  out  accumulated 
debts  and  to  promote  a  working  balance. 
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In  tlie  following  table  tlie  items  making  up  the  average 
weekly  cost  for  the  two  financial  years  ended  31st  March  1914

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  six  years 
viz.,  from  31st  March  1914  to  31st  March  1920,  the  cost  of 
maintaining  {i.e.,  the  cost  of  maintenance,  supervision  and 
treatment)  the  patients  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums 
amounted  to  an  average  increase  of  just  over  100  per  cent. 

During  the  year  the  total  average  weekly  cost  per  patient  of 
“Pensions,  gratuities,  &'c.”  in  County  and  Borough  As^dumswas 
5  Of  this  sum,  was  charged  to  the  maintenance  account 
and  the  remainder  to  the  building  and  repairs  account.  In 
reviewing  the  cost  of  pensions  it  should  be  noted  that  there  was 
also  paid  direct  by  County  and  Borough  Councils  a  total  sum 
of  21,547L  for  pensions  granted  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Lunacy  Acts  of  1890  and  previous  years,  which  do  not  appear 
as  a  charge  on  the  accounts  of  the  several  Visiting  Committees, 
but  which  should  be  included  to  show  the  total  cost  of 
pensions,  which  then  comes  out  at  61d.  per  patient  per  week. 

Buildings. 

External  and  internal  repainting  and  other  essential  re¬ 
parations  and  renovations,  which,  during  the  war,  had  fallen 
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into  arrear,  owing  to  the  calling  up  for  service  in  the  Army  of 
inan}^  of  the  artizan  employees,  have  to  a  great  extent  been 
overraken,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  w-ards,  dormitories, 
and  administrative  offices  of  most  of  the  Asylums  presented  a 
satisfactory  appearance. 

Additions^  Alterations,  and  Improvements. 

In  view  of  the  urgent  necessity  for  restricting  public  expen¬ 
diture,  we  have  criticised  much  more  severely  than  in  other 
circumstances  wm  should  have  done  all  schemes  of  additions, 
alterations,  and  improvements  which  have  been  submitted  to 
us,  and,  wdth  two  exceptions,  viz.^  one — a  water-power  scheme 
connected  with  the  North  Wales  County  Asylum,  Denbigh, 
estimated  to  cost  6,000b  ;  and  another,  a  scheme,  estimated  to 
cost  2,0C0b,  for  the  adaptation,  as  a  residence  for  50  idiot 
girls,  of  a  mansion,  which  existed  on  the  estate  of  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorks  (Storthes  Hall)  Asylum  when  it  was  purchased 
but  until  recently  had  been  let — have  forwarded  for  the 
approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health  the  plans  and  contracts 
relating  to  only  such,  schemes  as  the  following  — 

(1)  Schemes  for  urgently  needed  repair  or  alteration  of 
buildings  ;  or  for  the  installation  of  machinery  absolutely 
necessary  for  carrying  on  the  Institution  wmrk  ;  or  for  the 
erection  of  buildings  deemed  necessary  for  promoting 
the  health  of  the  patients  and  staff. 

(2)  Schemes  for  the  provision  of  additional  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  married  members  of  the  staff  rendered  necessary 
to  secure  their  comfort,  contentment  and  permanency. 

(3)  Schemes  involving  the  purchase,  on  favourable 
terms,  of  land,  the  acquisition  of  which,  on  the  ground  of 
economy,  we  were  satisfied  was  required  for  raising 
additional  farm  and  garden  produce  for  consumption  in 
the  Institution ;  or  was  essential  to  the  treatment  of  the 
patients  ;  or  was  particularly  desirable  to  prevent  encroach¬ 
ment  on  the  Asylum. 

At  the  Stafford  County  (Burntwood)  Asylum — Restoration, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  6,000b,  of  water  tower  and  buildings 
adjoining,  the  sudden  collapse  of  which  was  a  serious  matter, 
but,  fortunately,  unattended  by  injury  to  anyone.  At  the 
Cheshire  (Upton)  Asylum — Erection,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
5,7921.,  of  a  new  chimney  shaft  and  of  a  fuel  economiser,  &c. 
At  the  Monmouth  Asylum — Reconstruction,  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  2,860b,  of  laundry  roofs.  At  the  Carmarthen  Joint  Asylum 
— Installation,  at  an  estimated  cost  5,764Z.,  of  laundry  machinery. 
At  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  (Menston)  Asylum — Provision, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  4,300/.,  of  a  building  for  infectious  cases. 
At  the  Norfolk  County  Asylum — Provision,  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  2,070/.,  of  a  temporary  infectious  hospital.  At  the  Lancashire 
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(Rainhill)  Asylum — Alterations  to  the  main  building  laundry, 
and  provision  of  machinery  there,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  1,470L 

At  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  (Wakefield)  Asylum — 
Erection,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  5,000^.,  of  semi-dkached 
residences  for  two  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officers.  At  the 
Birmingham  City  (Rubery  Hill)  Asylum— Alterations  to  provide, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  750Z.,  quarters  for  a  married  and  for  a 
single  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  At  the  Leicester  City  Asylum 
^  Conversion,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  750b,  of  existing  quarters 
into  two  flats  for  married  Assistant  Medical  Officers. 

^  At  the  Cornw^all  Asylum— Alterations,  estimated  to  cost 
2,1 63Z.,  of  old  buildings  to  provide  accommodation  for  nurses 
and  domestics.  At  the  London  County  (Horton)  Asylum — 
Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  1,294Z.,  of  hutments  and  fittings,  provided 
on  the  estate  by  the  War  Office  Avhile  the  Asylum  buildings 
were  in  use  as  a  War  Hospital,  the  adaptation  of  which,  to  make 
them  suitable  for  the  staff  and-  for  other  Asylum  purposes, 
entailed  an  additional  cost  of  2,098Z.  At  the  Norfolk  County 
Asylum— Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  5,043Z.,  of  hutments,  fittings,  and 
machinery,  also  provided  by  the  military  authorities  while  the 
Asjdum  was  being  utilised  as  a  War  Hospital,  on  which  an 
additional  sum  of  2761.  had  to  be  expended  before  they  could 
be  used  for  Asylum  purjjoses,  chiefly  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  staff.  At  the  London  County  (Manor)  Asylum — Purchase,  at 
a  cost  of  805Z.^  of  hutments  and  covered  ways,  erected  on  the 
estate  by  the  military  authorities,  which  Avill  be  devoted  to 
Anrious  Asylum  purposes. 

At  the  Essex  and  Colchester  (SeA^eralls)  Asylum — Purchase, 
at  a  cost  of  2,115Z.,  of  nine  cottages,  and  erection  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  1,925Z.  of  tAvo  cottages.  At  the  Hants  County  (Fareham) 
Asylum — Erection,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  4,500Z.,  of  six  cottages. 
At  the  Hants  County  (Park  PreAvett)  Asylum — Erection,  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  9,600Z., '  of  twelve  cottages.  At  the 
Lancashire  (Lancaster)  Asylum— Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  1,945Z., 
of  six  cottages  and  94  acres  of  land.  At  the  Somerset  and  Batli 
(Cotford)  AsAdum— Erection,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  4,000Z.,  of 
four  cottages.  At  the  Stafford  County  (BurntAvood)  Asylum 
—Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  L550Z.,  of  10a.  of  land  with  five 
cottages  thereon..  At  the  East  Sussex  Asylum,  Hellingly — 
Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  1,750Z.,  of  five  cottages  and  l^a.  of  land 
At  the  Hertfordshire  Asylum— Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  900Z.,  of 
three  cottages.  At  the  City  of  I^ondon  Asylum — Purchase,  at 
a  cost  of  874Z.,  of  four  cottages. 

At  the  Beds,  Herts,  and  Hunts  Asylum — Purchase,  at  a 
cost  of  1,799Z.,  of  26a.  of  land.  At  the  Cornwall  Asylum — 
Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  2,900Z.,  of  a  farm  comprising  53|  acres. 
At  the  North  Wales  Counties  Asylum,  Denbigh— Purchase,  at 
a  cost  of  1,900Z.,  of  264a.  of  land.  At  the  Hants  County 
(Park  Prewett)  Asylum— Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  7,479Z.,  of 
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about  226i  acres  of  land.  At  the  I^ancasliire  (Rainbill) 
Asylum— Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  4,000L,  of  two  farms  com¬ 
prising  58  acres.  At  the  Worcester  County  and  City  (Powick) 
As3dnm — Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  4,757L,  of  various  lands,  com¬ 
prising  in  all  86  acres.  At  the  West  Riding  of  Yorks  (Wake¬ 
field)  Asjdum — Purchase,  at  a  cost  of  17,355Z.,  of  a  large  house, 
farm  buildings,  and  various  lands,  comprising  in  all  nearly 
160  acres. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Minister  of  Health  also  sanc¬ 
tioned  20  other  minor  schemes  of  alteration,  additions,  or  im¬ 
provements,  the  estimated  cost  or  purchase  price  of  w^hich  in 
every  instance  amounted  to  less  than  7001. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  in 
February  of  the  current  year  the  Minister  of  Health  enunciated 
the  principle  that  in  the  present  position  of  the  national  finances 
no  fresh  capital  expenditure  should  be  undertaken  which  can 
be  postponed  without  material  risk  to  the  public  health. 

Moi'tality  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums. 

In  the  course  of  1919,  nine  of  the  asylums  which  had  been 
utilised  as  war  hospitals  reverted  to  their  original  purpose,  so 
that  the  total  number  of  asylums  which  were  receiving  insane 
patients  throughout  1920  was  89'^-' ;  and  it  is  with  them  that 
the  following  statistics  are  concerned. 

These  as^dums  had,  during  1920,  a  daily  average  number  of 
90,950  patients,  of  whom  39,987  were  males  and  50,963  females, 
being  an  increase  on  the  1919  figures  of  2,219  males  and  1,516 
females. 

The  number  of  direct  admissions  during  the  3^ear  amounted 
to  20,336,  or  10  fewer  than  in  1919,  the  number  of  male 
patients  being  259  less,  and  the  female  249  more  than  in  that 
^ear. 

The  deaths  in  1920  numbered  7,945,  a  decrease  of  3,272  on 
the  1919  returns.  The  male  deaths  amounted  to  4,022,  and  the 
female  to  3,923,  yielding  a  decrease  on  the  figures  of  1919  of 
1,592  for  males  and  of  1,680  for  females. 

The  death  rate  per  cent,  of  the  average  number  resident  was, 
therefore,  males  10*06;  females  7*70;  and  for  both  sexes  8*74. 
These  rates  are  the  lowest  that  have  been  recorded  in  county 
and  borough  asylums  in  any  year  since  the  regular  publication 
of  lunacy  statistics  was  established  in  1859.  The  nearest 
approximation  to  these  rates  in  previous  years  have  been  for 

*  In  addition  to  about  90  male  patients  retained  at  Winwick  Asylum 
(Lord  Derby  Hospital),  there  were  in  1920  those  transferred  and  directly 
admitted  into  the  Horton,  Hubery  Hill,  Cardiff,  and  Newcastle  Asylums, 
which  were  reopened  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The  average  number 
resident  in  all  these  institutions  amounted  to  759,  and  there  were  24 
deaths. 
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males,  10’ 76  (in  1913);  for  females,  8*29  (in  1910)  ;  and  for 
both  sexes,  9*44  (in  1910). 

Causes  of  Death. — The  accompanying  table  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  from  the  amplified  returns  for  which  w^e  are  indebted  to 
asylnm  superintendents,  based  on  the  International  List  of 
the  Causes  of  Death  adopted  by  the  Registrar  General. 
Table  XXVII.,  Appendix  A,  of  the  67th  and  68th  Reports  of 
the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  and  the"  1st  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Control,  consisted  of  a  collation  of  these  returns,  and  it  will 
continue  to  be  compiled  every  year,  although  its  publication  in 
full  has  necessarily  been  suspended.  J  The  present  table  may 
be  compared  with  those  drawn  up  on  similar  lines,  and  published 
annually  in  these  reports  since  1915,  but  it  differs  from  them  in 
the  omission  of  age  groups,  whilst  the  causes  of  death  regarded 
as  secondary  have  been  added.

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Compared  with  1919  the  reduction  of  the  total  number  of 
deaths  by  3,272,  or  29 ' 2  per  cent.,  will  be  found  to  be  contributed 
to  by  a  decrease  (in  varying  degree)  in  each  category  of  the 
principal  causes,  with  the  exception  of  general  paralysis,  which 
shows  an  increase  of  31  on  the  number  of  deaths  in  that  year. 
Amongst  the  more  sinking  items  the  1920  figures  show  a  fall 
in  deaths  from  influenza  from  318  to  48,  dysentery  from  331 
to  166,  tuberculosis  from  2,736  to  1,439,  cardiac  disease  1,205 
to  864,  and  of  senility  (and  arterial  sclerosis)  from  1,839  to 
1,321.  The  share  taken  by  tuberculosis  in  this  decrease, 
amounting  to  40  per  cent.,  may  justify  a  brief  reference  to  the 
changes  in  the  5  preceding  years,  which  were  marked  by  a 
striking  rise  in  asylum  mortality,  followed  by  a  no  less  striking 
fall. 

The  rise  in  the  death  rate  from  11 '6  in  1915  to  12 ‘6  in 
1916,  was  accompanied  by  an  increase  in  the  total  deaths 
of  564,  to  which  tuberculosis  contributed  372,  or  nearly  66  per 
cent. 

In  1917  the  death  rate  had  risen  to  17 ‘4,  and  all  but  one  of 
the  assigned  causes  aided  in  the  increase  of  4,311  on  the 
previous  year’s  total  of  deaths.  The  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
increased  by  1,337,  or  31  per  cent,  of  the  net  total  increase, 
dysentery  contributing  10  per  cent. 

In  1918,  although  most  of  the  assigned  causes  showed  a 
decrease  in  their  deaths,  the  general  death  rate  had  further  risen 
to  20*3  per  cent.  This  rise  was  mainly  due  to  two  causes, 
viz.,  the  pandemic  of  influenza,  which  contributed  no  fewer  than 
1,217  deaths,  actually  more  than  the  whole  net  increase  of 
1,200  ;  and  tuberculosis,  85  per  cent,  of  that  figure  For  whilst 
the  sum  of  the  several  increases  was  2,412,  the  total  decrease 
in  other  causes  was  1,212  ;  and  the  percentage  proportion  of 
the  former  figure  of  influenza  was  50 ' 5,  and  of  tuberculosis 
42-3. 

Then  in  1919  the  death  rate  dropped  from  20*3  to  12 '9, 
almost  the  same  rate  as  in  1916,  eyerj  one  of  the  assigned 
causes  showing  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths,  which 
amounted  in  all  to  7,113  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This 
decrease  was  chiefly  due  to  a  falling  off  in  the  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  and  influenza.  The  former  declined  by  2,086, 
or  29*3  per  cent,  of  the  total  decrease  ;  the  latter  by  1,004,  or 
14  ■  1  per  cent. 

As  already  mentioned,  the  tuberculosis  mortality  still  further 
declined  during  1 920,  reaching  a  lower  level  than  has  been 
hitherto  recorded  in  asylums,  its  mean  rate  for  that  year  (15*8 
per  1,000)  being  below  the  average  rate  (17 '0)  for  the  15  years 
1902-16,  of  which  we  have  statistics. 

The  returns  for  1920  show  a  like  decline  in  the  deaths  from 
dysentery,  which  were  50  per  cent,  less  than  in  1919.  Although 
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far  less  widely  distributed  amongst  asylums,  and  contributing 
to  the  general  mortality  but  a  small  share  as  compared  with 
tuberculosis,  it,  like  the  latter,  should  be  capable  of  still  further 
reduction  by  preventive  measures,  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of 
rigid  control  which  are  perforce  met  with  in  dealing  with  au 
insane  community. 

Amongst  the  list  of  the  primary  causes  of  death  are  to 
be  found  a  few  cases  of  comparative  rarity,  which  deserve 
special  mention.  The  two  cases  of  pellagra — a  condition  which 
may  possibly  be  more  common  in  this  country  than  would 
appear,  owing  to  the  predominance  of  its  mental  symptoms — 
were  both  in  females ;  one  was  reported  from  the  Herts 
Asylum,  and  the.  other  from  Bexley  Mental  Hospital.  In 
previous  years  the  few  cases  noted  have  been  mainly  observed 
at  the  Lancashire  County  Asylum  at  Rainhill.  Fifteen  deaths 
from  pernicious  anaemia,  six  males  and  nine  females,  were 
reported  from  13  different  institutions.  There  were  8  deaths 
from  Graves'  Disea^^e,  one  in  a  male,  reported  from  as  many 
asylums  ;  and  4  female  deaths  from  myxoedema,  1  each  at 
Rainhill,  Han  well,  Northumberland  and  Croydon  Asylums, 
There  was  1  death  (a  female)  from  Addison  s  disease  at  Notting¬ 
ham  City  Asylum  ;  2  from  lymphadenoma,  both  females,  at  the 
Brecon  and  Norfolk  Asylums  ;  and  1  from  leuGocythcemia  (female) 
at  Norfolk  Asylum.  A  male  patient  at  the  Isle  of  Wight 
Asylum  died  from  heri-heri. 

Secondary  Causes  of  Death. — It  will  be  observed  that  the 
summary  table  on  a  previous  page  contains  a  column  of  alleged 
“secondary”  or  “contributory”  causes  of  death.  It  appears 
on  the  full  tables  adopted  by  the  Registrar-General,  and  is 
intended  to  indicate,  in  conjunction  with  the  primary  causes^ 
the  total  incidence  of  diseases  wffiich  have  had  a  share  in  the 
fatal  issue.  The  number  and  character  of  these  contributory 
causes  cannot,  however,  be  accepted  as  absolutely  correct^ 
owing  to  differing  interpretations  of  the  term  “  secondary,”  and 
the  question  whether  or  not  it  should  include  every  morbid 
condition  present  in  the  body  associated  with  that  to  which 
the  death  is  primarily  due.  But  on  the  whole,  this  list  may  be 
accepted  as  a  fairly  accurate  index  of  the  actual  incidence  of, 
at  any  rate,  some  of  the  more  important  disorders,  which 
would  fail  to  be  recorded  if  only  one  cause  of  death  had  been 
selected.  Amongst  these  disorders  tuberculosis  takes  a  pro¬ 
minent  place,  and  a  reference  to  the  above  table  shows  that 
whereas  the  number  of  deaths  attributed  primarily  to  this* 
cause  (pulmonary  and  other)  was  1,439,  this  number  was 
increased  to  1,612  by  the  addition  of  those  deaths  in 
which  it  played  a  subsidiary  part.  Bronchitis,  pneumonia, 
cardiac  and  renal  diseases,  rank  high  amongst  these  secondary 
causes. 
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Increase  in  the  number  of  Patients  detained  in  County  and 

Borough  Asylums. 

The  effect  of  the  war  in  reducing  the  number  of  insane 
under  care  may  be  studied  by  tracing  the  changes  in  our 
Asylum  statistics  since  their  first  compilation  in  1859.^  Com¬ 
mencing  witli  that  year  an  Annual  Return  has  been  published  of 
the  numbers  under  care  on  the  1st  January  ;  and  we  are  thus 
enabled  to  follow  the  increase  year  by  year  pari  passu  with  the 
gradual  extension  of  provision  for  tbeir  accommodation. 

We  find  that  on  the  1st  January  1859  there  were  in  the 
34  Asylums  of  England  and  Wales  a  total  of  15,844  patients, 
7,251  males  and  8,593  females.  By  1914  the  number  of  Asylums 
had  increased  to  97,  which,  within  a  few  months  of  the  outbreak 
of  war,  were  reduced  to  88,  owing  to  9  being  set  apart  for  con¬ 
version  into  war  hospitals.  In  these  Asylums  by  the  close  of 
1914  there  were  accommodated  107,382  patients — 50,053  males, 
and  57,329  females. 

Thus,  as  compared  with  the  figures  on  Ist  January  1859, 
there  had  been  by  1st  January  1915,  an  increase  of  577 ’7  per 
cent.,  or  of  males,  590 ' 3,  of  females,  567  ‘  1. 

The  annual  increase  throughout  the  55  years  had  not  been 
uniform.  During  the  first  decade  it  was  about  1,100  or  7  per 
cent.  ;  in  1869-79  it  was  1,200  or  7  ’  6  per  cent.,  and  in  1879-89, 
it  was  1,280  or  8  ’  1  per  cent.  Then  ensued  a  remarkable  rise,  for 
the  yearly  average  increase  during  1889-99  reached  2,010,  or  a 
percentage  of  12  *8  5  and  a  still  greater  rise  in  1899—1909,  of 
2,413,  or  15 '2  per  cent,  every  year.  During  the  next  five  years 
1909-14  (inch)  these  yearly  increases  were  1,909  and  12*1  per 
cent 

During  1915,  the  number  of  patients  commenced  to  decline, 
and  the  end  of  the  year  showed  fewer  under  care  than  at  the 
commencement  by  2,708,  the  males  having  decreased  by  1,582 
and  the  females  by  1,126.  The  numbers  in  residence  on^the 
1st  January  1916  were  therefore,  males,  48,471,  females,  56,203.

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On  tlie  1st  January  1909  the  numbers  had  been,  males 
44,543,  females  51,384,  and,  owing  to  the  decrease  in  the  last 
4  years  of  the  decade  (1909-19),  there  had  been  a  net  reduction 
to  the  extent  of  6,769  patients — or  of  5,869  males  and  900 
females — an  annual  average  of  587  of  the  former  and  90  of  the 
latter  sex.  This  difference  between  the  sexes  may  be  related 
to  the  diminution  by  reason  of  the  war  of  the  numbers  of  the 
male  civil  population  becoming  liable  to  be  dealt  with  under 
the  Lunacy  Acts,  and  to  a  slight,  but  appreciable  extent,  to  the 
higher  mortality  amongst  male  patients  in  Asylums. 

The  return  for  1st  January  1920  shows  an  increase  on  the 
preceding  year  of  733  males  but  a  decrease  of  259  females  ; 
the  total  increase  therefore  being  only  474,  and  the  percentage 
on  the  1859  figures,  465 ‘7  for  both  sexes  (males  443' 5; 
females  484*5). 

But  during  1920  there  has  been  a  striking  rise  in  the 
numbers.  Instead  of  the  yearly  increase  of  about  2,000  in  the 
pre-war  period,  the  total  increase  during  1920  amounted  to 
4,016,  the  actual  number  of  male  patients  under  care  being 
on  the  1st  January  of  the  present  year  (1921),  41,300,  and  of 
females  52,348.  This  coincides  with  the  fall  in  the  death  rate, 
and  with  the  reopening  of  Asylums  on  ceasing  to  serve  as  war 
hospitals.  The  percentage  increase  on  the  1859  figures  has 
therefore  risen  to  491*1  ;  for  males  469*6,  and  females  509*2. 
Such  a  rate  of  increase  is  probably  exceptional,  but  if  it  be 
maintained  even  to  a  much  smaller  degree,  the  need  for  an 
increased  asylum  accommodation  may  come  sooner  than 
anticipated. 

Suicides  and  some  fatal  Casualties  in  County  and  Borough 

Asylums. 

The  total  number  of  suicides  recorded  during  the  year  was 
41,  but  of  this  number  four  deaths  resulted  from  an  act 
committed  before  the  patient’s  admission  to  an  Asylum,  eight 
whilst  the  patient  was  on  leave  or  trial,  and  seven  after  the 
patient  had  escaped.  In  the  remaining  twenty- two  cases  the 
patients  were  actually  in  residence  at  the  time  the  injuries  were 
self  inflicted.  The  methods  employed  by  the  last-named  were 
by  hanging  or  strangulation  in  ten  instances,  by  precipitation  in 
four,  by  burning  in  three,  by  cut  throat  and  poison  in  two 
each — by  suffocation  in  one.  Fifteen  of  these  were  patients 
who  were  not  considered  to  be  suicidal,  five  others  were  so 
trusted  that  they  were  allowed  to  go  about  by  themselves  on 
parole,  and  only  two  were  known  to  have  active  suicidal 
impulses. 

The  following  short  notes  of  special  cases  may  be  of  interest. 

1.  M.  T.,  31,  female,  not  considered  to  be  suicidal,  snatched  a  bottle 
containing  carbolic  acid  (1  in  20) /rom  the  hand  of  a  nm'se,  and  drank  its 
contents . 
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2.  A.  J.  D.,  29,  male,  not  considered  to  be  suicidal,  hanged  himself  by  a 
sheet  to  ' the  hnoh  on  the  ventilator  in  a  single  room.  All  knobs  have  since 

been  removed. 

3  A  H  W.,  57,  male,  actively  suicidal.  Whilst  out  with  walking  party 
in  charge  of  a  special  attend, ant  who  held  his  sleeve,  broke  away  and  threw 
himself  from  a  railway  bridge  to  the  line  below. 

4  L  A  29,  female,  not  considered  to  be  suicidal.  Took  of  iodine 

from  thi  medicine  cupboard,  and  drank  its  contents. 

door  had  been  accidentally  left  unlocked  and  the  iodine  had  been 
carelessly  in  the  medicine  cupboard  instead  of  the  poison  cupboard  provi  e  f 

the  purpose. 

5.  J.  E.  0.,  50,  female,  not  considered  to  be  suicidal.  Set  her  clothes  on 
fire  in  war  'd  s'cullery,  the  door  of  which  was  not  kept  locked. 

6.  I.  W.,  51,  female,  not  considered  to  be  suicidal.  Obtained  a  match 
and  set  fire  to  her  clothing. 

7.  S.  E.  P.,  31,  female,  not  considered  to  be  suicidal.  Ignited  some  toilet 
paper  at  the  gas  which  was  not  protected  and  set  fire  to  her  clothes. 

The  following  notes  on  two  other  deaths  may  he  of  interest. 

Death  with  severe  injuries.  ,  .  1  a  * 

W.  L.,  male,  41,  admitted  July  22nd,  1920.  Died  August 


’iniuries  at  time  of  death— fading  bruises  on  legs,  small 
fading  bruises  on  chest,  simple  fracture  of  lower  jaw,  fractures 
of  4th  5th,  7th,  9th  and  10th  ribs  on  right  side,  and  ot  the 
9th  and  10th  ribs  on  left  side.  Fractured  sternum.  All 
fractures  of  some  standing  with  thick  pns  surrounding  them. 

Ribs  very  brittle. 

jligtory.—At  10  a.m.  on  July  22nd,  a  solicitor  in  his  office 
heard  a  veil,  followed  by  a  sudden  rush  and  a  loud  crash 
sounding  like  a  falling  body.  Coming  from  the  office  he  saw 
a  man  lying  full  stretch  on  the  stairs  leading  to  the  upper^  part 
of  the  office.  The  man,  who  did  not  seem  to  be  injured 
anywhere,  behaved  strangely  and  was  handed  over  to  the  police. 
On  the  way  to  the  police  station  he  began  to  kick  and  had  to  be 
carried  At  10.30  a.m.  he  was  seen  by  a  medical  man  wbo 
certified  him  to  be  insane,  and  shortly  after  11  a.m.  he  was 
placed  in  a  taxi,  accompanied  by  a  police  officer  and  an  assistant, 
and  conveyed  to  the  Asylum,  arriving  at  about  2  p.m. 

Whilst  in  the  Asylum  he  was  noisy,  violent  and  restless, 
and  it  was  impossible  to  make  a  proper  physical  examination. 
Bruises  were  reported  on  admission,  and  he  was  in  weak  boddy 
health.  He  was  kept  in  bed  and  had  to  be  spoon-fed.  He 
had  periods  of  great  restlessness,  during  which  he  tossed  about 
in  bed,  chattered  and  shouted,  but,  beyond  occasionally  having 
his  arms  held,  he  did  not  require  any  form  of  restraint.  He 
was  never  heard  to  make  any  complaint  about  his  treatment  in 
the  Asylum  or  elsewhere.  Five  days  after  admission  it  became 
certain  that  his  lower  jaw  was  fractured  (bruising  of  chin  and 
loose  teeth  had  been  noted  the  day  after  admission),  and  t  is 
was  treated  in  the  usual  way.  He  gradually  became  -weaker 
and  died  at  3.5  p.m.  on  August  1st,  10  days  after  admission. 
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On  the  morning  before  death  evidence  was  found  of  the  fracture 
of  several  ribs. 

On  August  4th  the  coroner  opened  an  enquiry  into  the 
circumstances  of  the  death,  and  as  the  evidence  was  not  com¬ 
pleted  on  that  day,  continued  it  at  an  adjourned  sitting  on 
August  6th. 

The  enquiry  was  most  exhaustive  ;  many  witnesses,  in¬ 
cluding  friends  of  the  patient,  the  police,  medical  men  having 
no  connection  with  the  Asylum,  the  Asylum  Medical  Officer 
and  attendants  were  called  ;  and  evidence  was  given  with 
reference  to  e\^ery  known  incident  which  occurred  from  the 
time  of  the  patient’s  fall  in  the  solicitor’s  office  on  the  morning 
of  his  admission  to  the  Asylum  to  the  time  of  his  death.  The 
coroner,  in  his  summing  up,  said  that  up  to  a  point  the  case 
had  been  the  most  difficult  one  with  which  he  had  ever  had  to 
deal,  but  that  he  thought  they  had  finally  solved  the  problem. 

The  verdict  returned  by  the  jury  was  :  That  the  said  W.  L. 
did  die  as  the  result  of  injuries  received  by  an  accidental  fall 
on  July  22nd,  and  owing  to  the  abnormal  brittleness  of  the 
bones  of  the  deceased,  as  ascertained  by  post-mortem  examina¬ 
tion,  and  that  there  is  no  blame  attributable  to  the  police  or 
staff  at  the  Asylum. 

The  interesting  features  in  this  case  are  that  the  patient, 
though  sustaining  such  very  serious  injuries  before  admission 
to  the  Asylum,  never  complained  of  pain  or  of  being  hurt  in 
any  way,  and  that  he  was  able  to  converse,  to  shout  out  and  to 
be  spoon-fed  for  five  days  without  the  fractured  jaw  being 
definitely  diagnosed. 

Death  from  Scalds. 

H.  W.,  female,  41.  Admitted  March  5th,  died  May  21st, 
1920.  Mental  condition — mania,  restless,  resistive  and  in¬ 
coherent. 

On  May  17th  this  patient  had  been  taken  to  the  ward  bath¬ 
room  with  some  8  other  patients  under  the  charge  of  two 
nurses.  One  patient  had  been  bathed,  v^hen  both  nurses  were 
urgently  needed  to  separate  two  patients  who  were  fighting 
with  pieces  of  glass  in  the  passage  between  the  bathroom  and 
the  dayroom.  Both  nurses  left  the  bathroom  and  were  absent 
some  three  or  four  minutes.  On  the  nurses’  return  H.  W.  was 
found  in  a  bath  containing  hot  water.  The  nurses  turned 
off  the  hot  water  and  got  her  out,  but  she  had  been  badly 
scalded  on  buttocks  and  feet,  and  as  the  result  died  four  days 
later. 

The  bath  taps  were  in  a  box  and  could  not  be  turned  on 
until  the  box  was  unlocked. 

The  hot-water  tap  C0;uld  not  be  turned  on  until  the  cold- 
water  tap  had  been  turned  on,  but  when  both  taps  are  turned 
on  the  cold  tap  cpuld  be  turned  off  and  the  hot  tap  could  be 
Jeft  running. 

At  the  inquest  the  jury  absolved  the  staff  from  any  blame. 
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Zymotic  Diseases  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums. 

During  the  year  we  received  143  notifications  of  enteric  fever 
amongst  patients  and  16  amongst  members  of  Asylum  staffs. 
The  returns  were  furnished  by  35  Asylums.  They  included 
46  male  and  97  female  patients,  and  3  members  of  the  male 
with  13  of  the  female  nursing  staffs.  There  were  during  the 
year  37  deaths,  14  males  and  23  females,  a  few  being  of  cases 
notified  in  the  previous  year.  In  very  many  instances  the 
occurrence  of  the  disease  was  sporadic,  for  of  the  35  asylums 
there  were  26  in  which  5  or  fewer  cases  were  notified  during 
the  whole  year.  Of  the  remainder,  three  Asylums  returned  6, 
7  and  8  cases,  and  two,  9  cases.  Two  Asylums  returned  11 
cases  (Bexley  and  Colney  Hatch),  one  14  cases  (Cane  Hill)  and 
one  23  cases  (Powick).  The  last-named  was  the  only  one  in 
which  the  disease  appeared  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 
Sporadic  cases  had  occurred  in  previous  years,  and  in  1920 
a  patient  was  attacked  in  March  and  a  nurse  in  June.  Then^ 
during  the  three  weeks  ending  December  8th,  notifications  were 
received  amounting  to  19,  including  a  member  of  the  staff. 
The  outbreak  was  fairly  distributed  throughout  the  Asylum, 
cases  arising  in  4  male  and  3  female  wards  of  the  main 
building,  and  2  male  wards  in  the  annexe.  There  were  also 
3  cases  in  3  of  the  attendants’  cottages  and  1  at  the  Home 
Farm.  An  exhaustive  investigation  by  a  member  of  our  Board 
threw  much  light  on  the  outbreak  as  well  as  on  the  sporadic 
recurrences  of  previous  years.  It  proved  conclusively  that  the 
water  supply,  which  was  solely  derived  from  a  local  brook,  was 
liable  to  direct  contamination  from  dwellings  above  the  intake 
and  also  from  defective  drainage.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that 
the  matter  has  received  full  consideration  by  the  Asylum  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  ensure  a  pure  supply 
of  water. 

Influenza  was  far  less  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  such  cases  as  did  occur  were  mostly  of  mild  type  ;  48  deaths, 
of  which  39  occurred  in  4  Asylums,  viz.,  Claybury  18,  Glamorgan 
8,  Winson  Green  7,  and  Denbigh  6,  were  attributed  to  this 
infection  in  10  Asylums.  Apart  from  dysentery,  of  which  the 
usual  analytical  study  is  given  elsewhere,  the  only  other  zymotic 
disease  deserving  notice  was  diphtheria,  which  hitherto  has 
been  infrequent  in  Asylums,  being  generally  confined  to  two  or 
three  cases  annually,  and  generally  acquired  outside  by  members 
of  the  staff.  During  1920,  however,  several  cases  were  reported 
in  March  from  Banstead  Asylum,  one  being  fatal.  Dr.  Spark 
reported  on  this  outbreak  as  follows  : — 

“  The  disease  had  been  very  prevalent  ,in  the  district, 
and  on  January  5th  it  was  introduced  by  a  nurse  in 
C.  Ward  on  the  female  side  of  the  Asylum.  Subse¬ 
quently  the  Matron  and  four  other  nurses  in  C.  Ward 
were  attacked,  and  afterwards  7  patients  contracted  the 
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disease  (3  in  C.  Ward,  2  in  D.  Ward,  1  in  G.  3  Ward,  and 
1  in  R.  1  Ward  ;  also  nurses  in  G.  3,  R.  1,  and  R.  3 
Wards).  The  last  case  was  certified  on  the  2nd  March,  one 
male  nurse  was  attacked  on  the  24th  January,  and  there 
have  been  no  further  developments  on  the  male  side.” 

The  patients  were  treated  in  the  isolation  hospital  of  the 
Asylum,  the  nurses  being  sent  to  the  Metropolitan  Fever 
Hospitals.  The  cases  were  of  mild  type.  The  death  occurred 
of  one  female  patient,  who  was  in  a  weak  state,  from  prolonged 
mania.  Later  on,  towards  the  end  of  May,  a  nurse  who  had 
been  visiting  in  Belmont,  where  diphtheria  was  still  rife,  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease.  At  the  Isle  of  Wight  Asylum  3  cases  were 
notified,  one  being  a  member  of  the  staff,  and  one  each  (both 
members  of  staff)  were  reported  from  Menston  and  Severalls 
x4sylums.  Early  in  May  7  female  patients  and  a  nurse  were 
notified  as  suffering  from  diphtheria  at  the  East  Sussex  Asylum. 
The  disease  was  possibly  introduced  by  one  of  two  of  the 
patients  recentl}^  admitted.  Dr.  Greene  Nolan,  acting  Medical 
Superintendent,  informed  us  that  these  patients  had  been  in 
bed  in  the  Observation  Ward  since  admission,  and  that  all  other 
patients  in  the  ward  were  treated  with  prophjdactic  doses  of 
serum,  and  the  Female  Admission  Ward  had  been  isolated. 
No  other  cases  occurred  until  that  of  a  nurse  was  notified  on 
December  28th,  and  on  January  3rd  of  the  present  year  (1921) 
a  female  patient  suffering  from  puerperal  mania  was  certified 
to  have  died  from  diphtheria.  From  that  date  till  15th  January 
6  more  cases  were  notified,  all  female  patients.  The  acting 
Medical  Superintendent  reported  on  15th  January  :  —  “At 
“  present  the  disease  is  very  prevalent  throughout  the  county, 
“  and  the  two  cases  first  attacked  had  been  visiting  their 
“  homes  in  the  neigh]:)ourhood.”  These  nurses  had  been  on 
relief  duty  in  various  wards,  and  some  cases  occurred  in  the 
Female  Admission  Ward  ;  and  subsequently  in  the  children’s 
villa,  to  which  infection  must  have  been  conveyed  by  visitors. 
All  the  villas  w^ere  quarantined  and  visiting  stopped.  No 
extension  of  the  outbreak  occurred. 


Dysentery  o.nd  Diarrhoea  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums. 

From  *the  returns  furnished  to  us  it  appears  that  during 
1920,  in  the  89  County  and  Borough  Asylums  open  throughout 
the  year,  1,085  patients  were  treated  for  dysentery  and  624  for 
diarrhoea,  a  decrease  on  the  numbers  in  1919  of  637,  or  37 '0  per 
cent,  in  the  case  of  the  former  affection,  and  of  417,  or  40 '1 
per  cent,  in  the  latter. 

Of  the  dysenteric  patients,  445  were  males  and  640  females. 
There  recovered  807,  died  212,  whilst  66  remained  under 
treatment  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  case-mortality  was  20 ' 8 
per  cent. — males  17 ' 7,  females  23  *  0. 
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Of  the  patients  who  suffered  from  diarrhoea,  275  were 
males  and  349  females.  There  recovered  531,  died  70, 
whilst  23  remained  under  treatment  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
The  case-mortality  was  11*6  per  cent. — males  13*9,  females

The  returns  show  that  no  cases  of  dysentery  were  reported 
from  24  Asylums,  the  largest  being  Lancaster,  Brookwood, 
Napsbury,  and  Wandsworth. 

Of  the  65  remaining  Asylums,  in  31  the  total  number  of 
cases  was  less  than  10,  in  24  it  ranged  from  10  to  30,  and  in 
10  it  exceeded  30.  The  proportion  per  1,000  inmates  (daily 
average  number  resident)  was  11 ’9,  as  compared  with  19-7  in 
1919,  32  ’  1  in  1918,  and  37*1  in  1917.  In  the  Asylums  where 
the  cases  numbered  more  than  30,  this  ratio  was  31-9  (40*0  in 
1919) ;  in  those  with  10  to  30  cases,  it  was  13*7  (15*6  in  1919) ; 
and  in  those  with  less  than  10  cases,  4*9  (3*5  in  1919). 

The  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  dysentery  has  been  very 
marked  in  recent  years,  the  number  of  patients  attacked  in  suc¬ 
cessive  years,  from  and  including  1917,  having  been  3,659, 
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2,902,  1,722,  and  1,085.  Tlie  reduction  in  cases  in  1920  was 
fairly  generally  spread  throughout  the  country,  the  only  Asylums 
showing  a  considerable  increase  in  numbers  on  the  previous 
year  being  Banstead,  40;  Hull,  36;  and  West  Ham,  27  ;  as 
compared  with  10,  6,  and  2,  respectively,  in  1919. 

The  cases  of  dysentery  in  1920  were  actually  fewer  than  those 
recorded  for  any  year  since  1908,  when  they  numbered  1,068. 

During  the  year  9  members  of  the  Asylum  stafEs  suffered 
from  dysentery,  as  compared  with  4  in  1919.  They  belonged 
to  7  Asylums,  and  the  proportion  of  attacks  was  much  lower 
than  among  the  patients.  In  82  Asylums,  where  769  attacks 
occurred,  no  member  of  the  staff  suffered. 

Group  A. — Asylums  having  1,000  and  more  Inmates. — The 
number  of  such  Asylums  was  32,  with  53,891  inmates.  There 
were  672  cases  of  dysentery,  or  12 ‘5  per  1,000  inmates;  and 
the  case-mortality  was  21 ’5  per  cent. 

Group  B. — Asylums  loith  500  to  1,000  Inmates. — There 
were  41  Asylums  in  this  category,  having  in  all  31,242  inmates. 
The  cases  of  dysentery  numbered  379,  or  12*1  per  1,000;  and 
the  case-mortality  was  20*4  per  cent. 

Group  C. — Asylums  with  less  than  500  Inmates. — Sixteen 
in  number,  with  5,817  inmates.  The  cases  of  dysentery 
numbered  34,  or  5*8  per  1,000;  and  the  case-mortality  was 
12*1  per  cent.

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The  following  memoranda  respecting  certain  special  points 
in  regard  to  dysentery  and  diarrhoea  are  selected  from  the  notes 
appended  to  the  Annual  Return  made  to  us  by  the  Medical 
Superintendents  of  Asylums. 

Hainhill  Asylum  (Dr.  Co*7en). — During  the  last  5  M^eeks  of  the  year 
6  cases  occurred  in  the  Male  Infirmary  Ward  of  the  annexe.  In  3  of 
these,  the  Shiga  bacillus  was  isolated.  The  source  of  infection  was  traced 
to  a  patient  who  had  recently  been  admitted  to  the  ward,  and  who  had 
suffered  from  diarrhoea  for  some  time  past  without  reporting  it.  The 
Shiga  bacillus  has  now  also  been  found  in  this  man’s  stools.  All  cases 
of  dysentery,  or  of  the  suspected  disease,  are  isolated  forthwith  in  two 
special  wards  in  the  annexe,  one  for  males  and  one  for  females.  Here 
they  are  either  permanently  segregated,  or  else  not  allowed  to  mix  with  the 
general  asylum  population  until  repeated  laboratory  examinations  of  the 
stools  permit  of  such  transfer.  For  the  bacillary  type  of  the  disease 
small  doses  of  chinosol  are  administered  in  frequently  repeated  doses  as  a 
routine  pi-actice.  The  amoebic  variety  is  treated  by  hypodermic  injections  of 
emetine  hydrochloride  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  followed  by  oral  adminis¬ 
tration  of  bismuth  emetine  iodide. 

Dr.  Gr.  A.  Watson,  pathologist,  has  furnished  us  with  a  special  report 
of  his  investigations  during  the  year,  when  110  cases  were  dealt  with.  Of 
these  45  were  judged  on  clinical  and  microscopical  grounds  to  be  suffering 
from  diarrhoea  only,  and  three  cases  of  suspected  dysentery  proved  to  bo 
tuberculous,  thus  leaving  62  cases  in  which  a  clinical  and  laboratory 
diagnosis  of  dysentery  was  made.  1.  The  Amcehic  Cases  : — Vegetation  forms- 
of  Entamxba  histolytica  were  found  in  11  out  of  the  62  cases  of  dysentery,, 
a  percentage  of  17  •  7.  One  of  these  cases  was  a  male  nurse.  With 
regard  to  protozoa  other  than  E.  histolytica  found  in  all  the  110  cases, 
vegetative  forms  of  E.  coli  were  present  in  5  cases,  Giurdia  intestinalis 
in  four  cases,  ChilowMstix  mesnili  in  one  case,  and  Trichomonas  hominis  in 
one  case.  2.  The  Bacillary  Cases : — After  August  12th  in  addition  to 
microscopical  examination  a  cultural  investigation  was  made  of  the  stools 
in  all  suspected  cases.  In  14  of  these  organisms  belonging  to  the  dysenteric 
group  were  isolated,  viz.,  the  B.  dysenteria  “  Y”  in  10  cases,  the  B.  dysenteria 
Shiga-Kruse  in  3  cases,  and  the  B.  dysenteria  Flexner  in  one  case.  In  the 
latter  free  E.  histolytica  were  also  present.  One  of  the  bacillary  cases- 
belonged  to  the  male  nursing  staff,  and  was  employed  in  the  sick  ward 
where  a  number  of  cases  of  dysentery  had  occurred.  B.  fsecalis  alhaligenes 
was  found  in  one  case.  During  the  last  6  weeks  of  the  year  a  systematic 
examination  of  the  stools  of  all  newly  admitted  cases  has  been  carried  on. 
It  is  hoped  that  dysenteric  “  carriers  ”  and  unsuspected  sufferers  from  the 
disease  will  thus  be  promptly  discovered.  So  far,  in  45  cases  in  which  from 
two'  to  five  examinations  have  been  completed,  the  results  have  been 
negative. 

Post-mortem  evidence  of  dysentery  was  found  in  8  cases,  in  two  of  these 
the  lesions  were  of  old  standing  and  had  completely  healed.  One  case  is  of 
special  interest.  It  was  that  of  a  female  who  died  of  acute  and  severe 
dysentery  after  an  illness  of  17  days.  On  four  different  days  the  stools 
were  plated  but  no  organisms  other  that  B.  coli  were  seen.  The  stools 
were  also  examined  for  protozoa  on  thi’ee  occasions,  but  none  were  found. 
On  the  fourth  examination,  however,  abundant  free  E.  histolytica  were 
present  and  these  readily  grew  on  egg  and  blood  medium.  Post-mortem 
examination  revealed  very  numerous  ulcers  typical  of  the  amoebic  form  of 
dysentery  throughout  the  large  intestine.  There  are  in  the  Hainhill 
museum  some  very  similar  specimens  of  intestinal  ulcerations  from  cases  of 
dysentery,  which  date  back  many  years — one  at  least  to  1894 — and  these 
strongly  suggest  that  amoebic  dysentery  is  by  no  means  a  new  disease  in  this, 
institution. 
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Prestwich  Asylum  (Dr,  Perceval). — Of  the  18  cases  in  January,  9  were 
Service  patients  with  histories  of  previous  attacks  in  Gallipoli  or  Prance. 
Cases  are  isolated  in  special  rooms  in  the  Infirmaries. 

Hants  Asylum  (Dr.  Abbott). — There  were  27  fresh  cases  (m.  6,  f.  21)  in 
March,  distributed  over  9  wards.  The  next  largest  incidence  was  in  June, 
when  there  were  15  cases  (m.  6,  f.  9)  distributed  over  4  wards,  8  occurring 
in  M  ward  and  5  in  A  ward.  Daring  the  year  14  cases  occurred  in  B  ward(Male 
infirmary)  in  which  recent  admissions  as  well  as  ordinary  sick  were  accom¬ 
modated,  and  13  cases  in  A  ward  (Male),  which  contains  a  large  proportion 
of  demented  patients  and  imbeciles.  Both  these  wards  are  on  the  ground 
floor.  On  the  female  side  14  cases  in  I  ward  (infirmary),  containing  recent 
admissions  as  well  as  the  sick  ;  this  ward  being  on  the  ground  floor.  There 
were  15  cases  in  M  ward  (first  floor),  in  which  were  many  demented  and  feeble 
patients  ;  and  11  cases  in  P.B.  2  (epileptic  ward),  on  first  floor  Isolation 
in  a  special  dormitory  or  in  single  rooms.  Cases  mostly  of  mild  type 
occurred  in  every  month  except  July,  males — 32  recovered,  2  died,  1  remained 
under  treatment  at  end  of  year  ;  females — 48  recovered,  5  died  and  one 
remained.  Case  mortality  was  therefore — males,  5*9  per  cent.;  females 
9  *  1  per  cent. 

Glayhury  Asylum  (Dr.  Barham). — Twelve  males,  31  females  under  treat¬ 
ment  during  year.  Case  mortality; — Males,  8  -  3  per  cent. ;  females,  21-4 
per  cent.  With  the  exception  of  4  female  and  3  male  patients,  all  cases  of 
dysentery  arose  in  wards  either  (a)  where  dysentery  cases  are  segregated  on 
recovery,  or  (6)  where  there  is  some  obvious  association  with  these  wards,  e.^., 
use  of  same  airing  ground  and  the  outdoor  sanitary  annexe.  All  these 
wards  are  on  the  ground  floor.  Cases  also  occujTed  in  five  upper  floor  wards, 
all  of  which  have  the  association  referred  to  under  (5). 

Colney  Hatch  (Dr.  Gilfillan). — Total  number  of  attacks  on  male  side  was 
15,  and  on  the  female  side  9,  the  former  being  3  above  the  number  in  1919, 
the  latter  a  decrease  of  15.  Of  the  males  11  recovered,  2  died  and 
2  remained  under  treatment  at  close  of  year ;  females,  5  recovered,  4 
died. 

Hanwell  (Dr.  Daniel). — Dysentery  prevalent  on  female  side  throughout 
year;  total  under  treatment — males  20,  females,  42.  Greatest  number  of 
cases  in  June  and  July.  Cases  mostly  scattered  in  infirmary  wards.  Ward 
26  on  female  side  set  apart  for  dysentery  cases. 

Notts  Co.  Asylum  (Dr.  Lloyd  Jones). — Twenty-three  male  patients  were 
attacked  during  the  year — most  of  the  cases  occurring  in  April— June.  The 
outbreak  was  attributed  to  a  case  originating  in  l^o.  11  (refractory)  ward 
which  was  transferred  to  No.  7  (infirmary)  ward.  No  cases  in  other  wards, 
and  none  on  female  side.  Patients  suffering  or  known  to  have  suffered  from 
dysentery  were  isolated  in  Ward  No.  9.  Of  those  attacked  16  recovered  and 
6  died — a  case  mortality  of  27 '2  per  cent. 

Burntwood  Asylum  (Dr.  Spence). — Diarrhoeal  attacks  (influenzal  gastro¬ 
enteritis)  during  January  and  February,  all  but  one  being  in  female  patients. 
Only  3  cases  of  dysentery  under  treatment  during  year,  namely,  2  males  who 
recovered,  and  a  female  who  died.  Of  the  29  cases  of  diarrhoea  on  female 
side,  one  had  an  attack  of  dysentery  in  1907  and  one  in  1912. 

Cheddleton  Asylum  (Dr.  Menzies). —  Three  male  and  17  female  patients 
were  treated  for  dysentery  (and  epidemic  diarrhoea)  during  the  year.  There 
were  no  male  relapses  among  the  segregated  cases,  and  the  origin  of  the 
cases  in  January  and  Decern ber  is  unknown.  They  arose  in  the  semi-infirm 
and  epileptic  wards  respectively,  in  which  no  further  cases  occurred.  The 
case  in  August  arose  in  a  Service  patient  who  had  had  a  former  attack  in 
Spain.  From  those  3  cases  the  Flexner  bacillus  was  isolated.  Of  the 
16  new  female  cases  5  occurred  amongst  those  segregated  in  the  dysentery 
block  and  one  was  present  on  admission.  Of  the  10  remaining,  7  occurred 
in  the  female  infirmary,  2  in  February,  1  in  March,  1  in  April,  3  in  October ; 
and  all  patients  in  this  ward  have  been  subjected  to  two  separate  bacterio¬ 
logical  examinations,  without  detecting  a  carrier,  which  is  still  being  sought 
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for.  The  other  unaccounted  cases  are  one  in  the  epileptic  and  2  in  the 
tuberculosis  wards. 

Barnsley  Hall  Asylum  (Dr.  Hughes). — No  cases  of  dysentery,  but  23  of 
diarrhoea,  2  females  and  21  males,  16  of  whom  were  attacked  in  February 
and  March,  and  attributed  to  gastro-intestinal  influenza. 

Hull  City  Asylum  (Dr.  Merson). — Eighteen  patients  of  each  sex  attacked 
by  dysentery  during  the  year,  30  out  of  the  36  in  J uly  and  August,  when 
also  diarrhoea  was  prevalent. 


Registered  Hospitals. 

These  Institutions,  13  in  number,  and  the  same  as  last  year, 
continue  to  be  very  well  managed,  and  to  provide  for  private 
patients  of  all  classes  suitable  accommodation  and  skilled 
medical  treatment.

In  addition,  on  the  1st  January,  1921,  there  were  160 
Voluntary  Boarders  resident  in  these  Institutions. 

The  foregoing  figures  show  a  decrease  of  65  patients  and 
1  Voluntary  Boarder  during  the  year. 

In  two  cases,  one  of  a  lady  patient  and  one  of  a  lady 
Voluntary  Boarder,  deaths  were  the  result  of  suicidal  acts,  which 
do  not  call  for  any  special  comment. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries  on  the  admissions  amounted  to 
45 '0,  and  that  of  deaths  of  patients  to  the  average  number 
resident  to  6*2. 


State  Criminal  Asylum,  Broadmoor. 

From  the  report  made  by  the  members  of  our  Board,  who 
visited  this  Institution  in  November  1920,  it  is  evident  that  it 
continues  to  be  very  well  administered  and  to  be  maintained 
in  excellent  order. 
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The  number  of  patients  resident  was  626,  of  whom  469  were 
males  and  157  females. 

'JVo  blocks,  containing  148  beds,  were  not  in  use. 

Sir  John  Baker,  after  some  years  of  valuable  service,  has 
resigned  his  appointment  as  Medical  Superintendent,  and  has 
been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Sullivan,  the  Medical  Superintendent 
of  Rampton  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum,  until  its  transfer  to  the 
Board  for  the  purpose  of  a  State  Institution  for  mental 
defectives. 

Naval  and  Military  Hospitals. 

Boyal  Naval  Hospital,  Yarmouth. — The  member  of  the 
Board  who  visited  this  hospital  in  October  1920,  reported  most 
favourably  upon  the  general  condition  of  the  Institution,  the 
manner  in  which  the  patients  were  looked  after,  and  the 
arrangements  for  the  nursing  of  the  sick,  which  appeared  to  be 
admirable. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  of  the  hospital  were  209  (27  of 
whom  were  officers),  a  decrease  of  49  on  the  figures  of  last  year. 

Royal  Military  Hospital,  Netley. — Visited  by  a  member  of 
the  Board  on  November  23rd,  1920,  the  D.  Block  at  Netley  was 
in  course  of  being  fitted  with  a  complete  installation  of  electric 
light.  The  block  is  still  almost  entirely  used  as  a  reception 
and  clearing  house  for  mental  cases  sent  from  home  camps  and 
nearly  all  centres  of  military  activity.  The  diet  of  the  patients 
appeared  to  be  satisfactory,  and  their  conditions  generally  all 
that  could  be  desired.  There  were  81  patients  under  care, 
none  of  whom  had  been  there  over  a  month,  although  as  many 
as  593  had  been  admitted  during  the  current  year  up  to  the 
date  of  the  visit. 


Licensed  Houses  GtEnerally. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  these  houses  licensed  for 
the  reception  of  persons  of  unsound  mind  has  been  reduced 
by  three,  by  the  closing  of  Bethnall  House  and  Elm  Lodge  in 
the  Metropolitan  District,  and  of  the  Briars,  Sandown,  in  the 
provinces.

The  licence  of  a  provincial  house,  Overdale,”  Whitefield, 
Manchester,  was  transferred  under  the  powers  of  section  207 
(3)  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  to  a  house  named  ‘‘Oakland’s,” 
Walmersley,  Bury. 

On  1st  January  1921  there  were  19  Metropolitan  Houses 
licensed  by  our  Board,  and  39  Provincial  Houses  licensed  by 
justices,  for  the  reception  of  patients  under  the  Lunacy  Acts. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  total  numbers,  classification, 
and  distribution  of  patients  detained  in  these  houses  on  the 
1st  January  1921  : —

These  figures  show  that  there  was  a  decrease  of  248  in 
the  total  number  of  patients  detained  on  reception  orders  in 
the  Metropolitan  Houses,  owing  to  the  closing  of  Bethnall 
House,  and  of  54  in  the  Provincial  Houses  due  mainly  to 
the  removal  back  to  London  Asylums  of  a  considerable 
number  of  London  County  patients  who  had  previously 
been  received  under  Contract  at  Fisherton  House. 

In  addition  to  the  above  patients,  there  were  residing  in 
these  houses  on  the  above  date  101  persons  as  Voluntary 
Boarders,  namely,  28  in  the  Metropolitan  and  73  in  the 
Provincial. 

Three  deaths  from  suicide  of  patients  and  one  of  a  Voluntary 
Boarder  occurred  during  the  year.  Of  these  the  suicidal  act 
in  one  instance  occurred  whilst  the  patient  was  on  leave,  and 
in  another  after  escape.  None  of  them  call  for  any  special 
mention. 

Changes  have  occurred  in  the  licensees  of  several  of  the 
houses,  and  a  list  of  the  Metropolitan  and  Provincial  Houses 
with  their  present  licensees  appears  at  page  116  of  this  Report. 

Bethnall  House. 

The  licence  of  this  house  was  surrendered  and  the  house 
closed  on  3Gth  June  1920,  as  the  licensees  found  that  under 
the  existing  financial  stress  they  could  no  longer  carry  on  the 
Institution.  It  was  probably  the  oldest  licensed  house  in  the 
country,  and  is  known  to  have  been  an  Asylum  for  the  insane 
in  1738.  For  very  many  years  it  has  provided  suitable 

accommodation  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  those  who  were 

« 

admitted  to  it. 

Dr.  J.  K.  Will,  the  Medical  Officer,  on  the  close  of  the  house, 
took  over  the  duties  of  Senior  Medical  Officer  of  Fisherton 
House,  Salisbury,  :and  many  of  the  patients  were  transferred  to 
that  Institution. 
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Elm  Lodge,  Eyifield. 

The  licence  of  this  house,  which  had  been  substituted  for 
the  “  Grange,”  East  Finchley,  in  1915,  lapsed,  and  the  house 
closed  on  30th  November  1920. 

The  Briars,  Sandown, 

This  licence,  which  had  been  in  existence  since  1878,  was 
surrendered  on  the  13th  October  1920,  and  the  premises 
ceased  to  be  licensed  as  from  that  date. 

Oaklands,  Walm.ersley. 

This  house  w^as  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  the 
17  th  May  1920,  in  substitution  for  “  Overdale,”  White  field, 
near  MancL  ester. 


Single  Patients. 

The  following  table  shows  the  changes  that  have  taken 
place  during  the  past  year  among  the  patients  residing  in  Single 
Care  as  persons  of  unsound  mind  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Lunacy  Acts,  but  exclusive  of  those  who  have  been  found

There  is  again  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  these  patients 
during  the  year  1920  of  23  as  compared  with  the  figures  of  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  admissions  into  Single  Care,  viz., 
192,  is  less  by  52  than  in  the  year  1919. 

Visits  have  been  paid  by  a  Commissioner  to  these  patients 
once  at  least  during  the  year ;  a  second  visit  has  been  paid 
where  it  has  been  considered  advisable.

The  surroundings  and  the  arrangements  for  the  comfort  and 
well-being  of  these  patients,  who  are  generally  of  a  mild  and 
chronic  type,  have  been  fouod  to  be  upon  the  whole  quite 
satisfactory. 

One  death  by  suicide  was  notified  to  us,  but  there  were  no 
circumstances  in  connection  with  tlie  case  which  call  for  special 
mention. 


Prosecutions. 

The  following  prosecutions,  undertaken  on  our  orde]’,  were 
successful : —  * 

R.  V.  Gertrude  Dutton. — Miss  Gertrude  Dutton,  of  “  The 
Homestead,”  Whitstable,  appeared  before  the  Justices  of  the 
City  of  Canterbury,  on  March  5th,  1920,  in  answer  to  certain 
charges  preferred  against  her  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental 
Deficiency  Acts  : — 

(a)  For  having,  in  contravention  of  Section  315  (1)  of 
the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  for  payment  taken  charge  of  and 
received  to  board  or  lodge  one  R.  a  lunatic  or  alleged 
lunatic  in  an  unlicensed  house  without  order  or  certificates. 

(b)  For  having  committed  a  like  offence  in  regard  to 
one  D.  a  lunatic  or  alleged  lunatic. 

(c)  For  having,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
315  (2)  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  received  or  detained  two 
or  more  lunatics  in  a  house  not  an  institution  for  lunatics 
or  a  workhouse. 

(d)  For  having  acted  in  contravention  of  the  provisions 
of  Section  51  (1)  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913,  in 
respect  to  J.  A.  and  E.  A.  alleged  defectives. 

The  proceedings  were  instituted  consequent  upon  a  report 
by  Dr.  Michael  Abdy  Collins,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the 
Kent  County  Asylum,  Chartham,  after  visiting  certain  premises 
at  Canterbury  in  the  occupation  of  the  defendant,  under  an 
order  made  in  pursuance  of  Section  205  of  the  Lunacy  Act, 
1890. 

The  summons  under  Section  315  (2)  of  the  Lunacy  Act  was 
not  proceeded  with. 

The  defendant  pleaded  not  guilty. 

In  the  course  of  a  prolonged  hearing,  it  was  argued  by 
Counsel  for  the  defendant  that  the  Court  would  notj^e  justified 
in  convicting  her  of  any  offence  under  Section  315  (1)  of  the 
Lunacy  Act,  unless  the  persons  in  regard  to  whom  the  offences 
were  alleged  to  have  been  committed,  were  proper  persons  for 
restraint  in  an  asylum,  and  that  upon  the  medical  evidence 
called  by  the  Public  Prosecutor,  neither  of  the  persons  referred 
to  was  in  such  a  mental  state  as  to  necessitate  asylum  treatment. 

In  the  result  the  Justices  decided  to  reserve  their  decision 
upon  the  two  summonses  under  Section  315  (1)  of  the  Lunacy 
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Act,  but  eonyicted  tlie  defendant  of  an  offence  under  Section  51(1) 

the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  and  she  was  fined  20Z  and  10/; 
costs. 

On  a  subsequent  date  the  J ustices  decided  to  convict  the 
defendant  on  the  two  summonses  under  the  Lunacy  Act  and 
imposed  a  fine  of  10/.  on  each  summons. 

The  defendant  had  on  August  9th,  1919,  been  convicted  of 
similar  offences  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Deficiency  Acts 
when  she  was  fined  21.  ’ 


•  Patrick  Goiirnan. —The  defendant,  a  charge 

night  attendant  at  Camberwell  House,  one  of  the  Metropolitan 
Houses  licensed  by  us  for  the  reception  of  lunatics  under  the 
Hunacy  Acts,  was  charged  on  March  25th,  1920,  before  Mr  Gill 
Hie  btipendiary  Magistrate  sitting  at  Lambeth  Police  Court’ 
with  an  offence  under  Section  322  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890  in 
that  he  had  on  February  15th,  1920,  ill-treated  one  H.  G.  a 
lunatic  patient  in  the  said  house.  The  defendant,  who  pleaded 
not  guilty  gave  evidence  on  his  own  behalf,  but  was  convicted 
and  lined  101.  or  six  weeks’  imprisonment,  the  Magistrate  stating 
that  he  presumed  the  defendant  would  lose  his  position  in 

addition  to  any  punishment  he  might  inflict.  The  fine  was  later 
reduced  to  ol. 


riie  defendant,  wlio  bad  been  suspended  pending  the  nro- 
“Ceedings,  was  subsequently  dismissed. 

R.  V.  Elsie  Thompson.— The  defendant,  a  relief  charge  night 
nurse  at  loiL  City  Asylum,  had  been  suspended  from  her 
duties  on  February  23rd,  1920,  in  consequence  of  a  complaint 
against  her  that  she  had  ill-treated  a  female  patient  A  B  on 
the  morning  y  that  date.  On  March  llth  the  Visiting"  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Asylum  after  an  enquiry  into  the  matter  dismissed 
her  from  the  service. 


On  all  the  circumstances  being  reported  to  us  we  directed 
that  proceedings  should  be  taken  against  the  defendant  and  on 
^  ay^  22nd  she  was  charged  at  the  Ouse  and  Derwent  Petty 
Sessions  at  lork  Castle  with  ill-treating  the  said  A.  B.  contrary 

to  the  provisions  of  Section  322  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890  and

at  tbe  instance  of 

V  isiting  Lommittees  of  Asylums  were  successful :  — 

R.  V.  Horace  Hemms  and  Frederick  George  Mitchell.— The 
defendants,  attendants  at  Winson  Green  Asylum,  Birmingham 
were  charged  on  April  28tli  before  Lord  Ilkeston,  the  stipendiary 
Magistrate  for  the  C^ty  of  Birmingham,  with  stealing  the  sum  of 
8t.  8s.  bd.  from  one  H.  B.,  an  ex-service  patient  in  the  Asylum. 

It  appeared,  that  the  patient  who  had  saved  this  sum  out  of 
die  special  allowance  of  2^.  6d.  a  week  made  to  him  by  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions,  was  in  the  habit  of  placing  his  savin  o-g 
nder  his  pillow  at  night.  This  was  apparently  known  to  the 
defendants,  and  on  the  night  of  April  13th,  1920,  they  w-ent  to 
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his  room,  and  whilst  one  of  them  placed  a  blanket  over  the 
patient’s  head,  the  other  took  the  money,  which  was  afterwards 
divided  between  them. 

The  accused  pleaded  guilty,  and  the  Magistrate  characterising 
their  conduct  as  perfectly  outrageous,  sentenced  them  each 
to  six  months’  hard  labour. 

R.  V.  Annie  Elizabeth  Matthews. — Elizabeth  Matthews,  a 
nurse  at  the  Surrey  County  Asylum,  Brookwood,  who  had  been 
dismissed  from  the  service  by  the  Visiting  Committee  of  the 
Asylum  for  the  alleged  ill-treatment  of  one  E.  A.  C.,  a  patient,  on 
June  24th,  1920,  was,  on  the  17th  July,  1920,  prosecuted  at  the 
Woking  Police  Court  and  convicted  and  fined  51. 

R^  Y.  NoTTuan  Whittell, — Norman  Whittell,  an  attendant  at 
the  Storthes  Hall  Asylum,  near  Huddersfield,  who  was  dismissed 
from  the  service  by  the  Visiting  Committee  for  an  alleged 
assault  upon  a  patient,  one  W.  P.,  on  October  13th,  1920,  was 
prosecuted  before  the  County  Justices  sitting  at  Huddersfield 
on  November  9th,  1920.  He  was  convicted  and  fined  ol.,  or  in 
default  a  month’s  imprisonment. 


Mental  Deficiency. 

The  summary  of  mentally  defective  patients  under  care, 
appearing  on  the  following  page,  shows  that  on  the  1^  Januai}' 
1921  they  numbered  12,026  (males  5,351,  females  6,675). 

Compared  with  the  same  date  a  year  previousl} ,  there  was 
an  increase  of  118  in  State  Institutions,  of  410  in  Ceitified 
Institutions,  of  1,334  in  Poor  Law  Institutions  (approved  under 
Section  37),  and  of  61  under  Guardianship  ;  while^  there  was  a 
decrease  of  24  in  Certified  Houses  and  of  2  in  Approved 
Homes,,  making  a  net  increase  of  1,897  patients  under  care. 

As  regards  the  patients  in  the  varioiis  branches  of  the 
Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  Certified  Institutions,  the  figuies 
include  only  those  who  are  dealt  with  under  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Act. 

Once  more  we  have  to  record  a  regrettable^  check  in  the 
progress  of  the  work  unoer  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  for 
although  there  are  this  year  1,897  more  patients  iindei  care,  these 
numbers  are  insignificjint  if  we  consider  them  in  i  elation  to  the 
numbers  who  are  still  in  urgent  need  of  protection  and  help.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  war  it  was  not  possible  to  make  any  rapid  advance,  but 
the  Board  urged  on  Local  Authorities  the  necessity  of  completing 
their  ascertainment  of  cases  and  of  collecting  into  approved  Pool 
Law  Institutions  and  existing  Certified  Institutions  the  patients 
who  most  urgently  needed  protection.  When  peace  came,  and 
financial  restrictions  were  for  the  time  being  removed,  an  effoit 
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was  made  to  encourage  Local  Authorities  to  frame  schemes  for 
providing  sites  for  colonies  on  which  the  accommodation  could, 
gradually  be  extended  until  it  was  sufficient  for  their  respective 
districts.  A  good  many  Local  Authorities  responded  to  the 
Board’s  appeal  and  a  fair  number  of  good  and  well  thought  out 
schemes  were  considered.  Unfortunatel}^,  the  urgent  need  for 
national  economy  has  led  to  still  further  restrictions,  and  the 
Board  has  reluctantly  been  obliged  to  inform  Local  Authorities 
that  for  the  present  no  new  schemes  can  be  accepted  by  the 
Minister  of  Health. 

The  Board  deeply  regret  the  necessity  of  postponing  the 
provision  for  defectives,  especially  as  during  a  time  of  poverty 
and  unemployment  the  evils  which  arise  Irom  the  neglect  of 
the  mentally  defective  are  always  more  acute.  When  employ¬ 
ment  is  restricted  it  is  naturally  the  feeble  and  inefficient  v  ho  are 
first  out  of  work,  and  the  cessation  of  regular  work  is  often 
with  the  mentally  deficient  the  first  step  towards  anti  social 
behaviour  and  crime.  Everyone  must  recognise  that  the  present 
is  a  time  when  any  additional  expense  to  the  already  over 
burdened  ratepayers  is  serious,  but  it  must  never  be  forgotten 
that  the  birth  and  maintenance  of  the  illegitimate  children  of 
the  feeble-minded  involve  an  increase  of  expense  in  the  future, 
.and  until  further  provision  is  made  this  charge  on  the  com¬ 
munity  cannot  be  decreased.  Moreover,  at  the  close  of  a  great 
war  it  is  much  to  be  feared  that  the  presence  of  a  large  number 
of  unprotected  feeble-minded  women  in  the  country  will  mate¬ 
rially  add  to  the  spread  of  disease.  It  is  for  these  weighty 
reasons  that  the  Board  have  urged  Local  Authorities  to  make 
full  use  of  all  the  accommodation  already  in  existence,  and  to 
do  their  utmost  to  be  ready  to  embrace  the  first  opportunity  of 
providing  further  institutional  care  the  moment  the  financial 
restrictions  are  removed. 

In  order  to  do  this  it  is  vitally  important  that  Local  Autho¬ 
rities  should  continue  to  carry  out  their  primary  duty  of 
„ascertamment.  As  we  pointed  out  in  our  last  lepoit,  Local 
Authorities  have  still  much  to  do  in  this  respect,  foi  although 
some  few  have  performed  this  duty  with  great  care  and 
thoroughness  a  number  of  others  have  not  nearly  completed  the 
xvork,  while  some  have  not  even  made  a  beginning.  In  order 
to  make  use  of  the  first  opportunity  possible  of  providing 
accommodation.  Local  Authorities  must  have  asceitained  the 
numbers,  sexes,  ages,  and  types  of  the  defectives  needing  insti¬ 
tutional  care,  guardianship,  or  supervision.  This  is 
which  can  be,  and  which  should  be,  carried  out  at  once.  \'  lieie 
ascertainment  has  been  completed  a  number  of  ui  gent  cases 
have  always  been  revealed,  and  the  Board  has  pointed  out  that 
a  considerable  proportion  of  these  cases  could  be  protected^  by 
making  temporary  use  of  the  existing  vacancies  in  Poor  j^aw 
InstituLons  which  have  been  approved  under  section  37  of  the 
Mental  Deficiency  Act. 
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As  was  stated  in  our  Sixth  Report  (at  p.  57)  we  submitted  a 
Case  to  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  asking  to  be  advised  on 
various  legal  points  arising  in  connection  with  schemes  to  secure 
effective  co-operation  between  Local  Authorities  and  Local 
Education  Authorities  in  carrying  out  the  duties  imposed  on 
them  respectively  by  the  Mental  TJeficiency  Act,  1913,  and  the 
Elementary  Education  (Defective  and  Epileptic  Childreu)  Acts, 
1899  and  1914. 

The  case,  which  was  submitted  with  the  concurrence  and 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  contained  full  reference  to 
the  various  sections  of  the  Acts  of  Parliament  bearing  on  the 
subject  and  dealt  fully  with  the  economic  and  administrative 
advantages  that  would  result  from  co-operation  not  only 
between  Local  Authorities  but  also  between  Mental  Deficiency 
and  Education  Committees  of  the  same  or  even  of  another 
Authority. 

It  was  pointed  out  in  the  case  that  there  is  general  agree¬ 
ment  that  large  institutions  are  to  be  preferred  from  the  point 
of  view  not  only  of  economy  in  initial  cost  and  in  maintenance, 
but  also  of  efficient  organisation  and  classification.  To  secure 
such  provision  co-operation  between  different  Local  Authorities 
under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  is  very  important ;  it  is  also 
desirable  to  secure  co-operation  between  such  Authorities  and 
Local  Education  Authorities  (in  so  far  as  the  latter  have  to 
provide  residential  school  accommodation)  for  the  additional 
reason  that  cases  dealt  with  by  the  two  types  of  Authority  tend 
to  merge  as  regards  both  age  and  degree  of  mental  defect. 

The  Law  Officers  have  advised  that  Mental  Deficiency  Local 
Authorities  and  Education  Local  Authorities  must  be  regarded 
as  distinct  and  separate  bodies  ;  and  that,  as  there  is  no  provi¬ 
sion  in  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  for  the  combination  of  a 
Mental  Deficiency  Authority  with  a  Local  Education  Authority, 
any  such  combination  as  is  suggested  would  be  illegal.  They 
add,  however,  that  it  is  obvious  that  such  combination  is  very 
desirable  and  might  well  be  provided  for  by  legislation. 

Administration  of  Grants. — In  pursuance  of  the  duty  imposed

.Although  the  larger  number  of  defectives  dealt  with  during 
1920  has  been  mainly  responsible  for  the  increase  in  payments 
made  to  Local  Authorities  on  their  behalf,  the  unavoidable  rise  in 
maintenance  rates,  (due  to  augmented  wages,  reduced  working 
hours,  and  high  cost  of  living  generally)  has  been  responsible 
again,  to  a  material  extent,  for  increased  expenditure  on  their 
housing,  care  and  training. 

The  value  of  the  money  grant  to  voluntary  associations 
continues  to  be  evident.  The  kindly  assistance  these  bodies 
render  to  Local  Authorities  by  undertaking  for  them,  in  large 
measure,  the  supervision  of  cases,  and  by  helping  them 
generally  in  their  duty  o-f  dealing  with  defectives  of  all  grades, 
is  much  appreciated,  and  its  worth  difficult  to  over-estimate. 

With  regard  to  money  given  for  research  work,  the  grant  to 
Dr.  Orr  is  again  awarded  to  enable  him  to  continue  his  investiga¬ 
tion  into  the  action  of  bacterial  poisons  upon  the  nervous  system. 
The  grant  to  Sir  F.  W.  Mott,  for  the  continuance  of  his  research 
into  metabolism  in  epilepsy  and  dementia  pr^cox,  is  given  to 
recoup  actual  expenditure,  and  includes  no  personal  remunera¬ 
tion.  Dr.  G.  A.  Watson  will  continue  his  inquiries  into  pellagra 
and  central  neuritis  ;  his  grant  will  not  in  future  cover  research 
into  asylum  dysentery,  as  investigation  into  this  disease  will 
hereafter  be  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Research  Council. 

Both  Miss  Fildes  and  .Dr.  Prideaux  are  whole-time  workers  ; 
but  in  the  case  of  Dr.  Prideaux,  the  Board’s  grant  is  supple¬ 
mentary  to  one  made  by  the  Medical  Research  Council.  Aliss 
Fildes  continues  the  psychological  research  work  upon  which 
she  has  been  engaged  in  the  past,  and  extends  it  to  an 
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investigation  into  tlie  causes  of  moral  imbecility,  whilst 
Dr.  Prideaux  will  continue  his  present  clinical  research  into 
matters  relating  to  psycho-galvanic  reaction.  The  renewal  of 
grants  to  both  these  workers,  and  the  increase  of  Dr.  Prideaux’ s 
from  250h  to  300h,  were  recommended  by  the  Cambridge 
University  Authorities. 

The  grant  to  the  Cardiff  Borough  Mental  Hospital  is  given 
towards  the  establishment  expenses  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory. 
The  perfecting  of  processes  for  the  complete  micro-quantitative 
analysis  of  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid  and  other  animal  products  is 
proceeding.  Some  of  these  researches  are  in  an  advanced  state 
and  it  is  hoped  shortly  to  publish  a  report.  Methods  are  also 
being  worked  out  for  studying  the  lecithin  problem  ;  preliminary 
■experiments  in  this  direction  have  yielded  encouraging  results. 

It  has  been  decided  that,  as  from  April  1st,  1921,  the  grant 
for  aiding  research  into  matters  relating  to  mental  disease  and 
defect  will  be  merged  into  the  grant  to  the  Medical  Research 
Council  and  be  administered  by  a  special  committee  on  which 
the  Board  will  be  represented. 


State  Institutions. 

Our  last  annual  Report  recorded  the  position  in  regard  to 
these  institutions,  as  it  stood  at  the  end  of  the  year  1919. 

At  that  date  the  State  Institution  at  Farmfield  for  90  female 
patients  was  practically  fully  occupied.  In  the  section  of 
Warwick  Prison  which  had  been  opened  early  in  the  year  for 
the  reception  of  50  female  defectives,  there  were  3 1  in  residence. 

Moss  Side  State  Institution,  placed  during  the  war  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Military  Authorities,  had  been  handed  back  to 
the  Board  in  August  1919,  and  temporary  arrangements  made 
for  the  reception  of  a  limited  number  of  male  patients.  The 
number  accommodated  was  33. 

In  pursuance  of  the  scheme  detailed  in  the  last  Report, 
-active  arrangements  were  in  progress  for  the  transfer  of  Rampton 
Criminal  Lunatic  x\sylum  to  the  Board  for  the  purposes  of  a 
State  Institution  for  defectives,  with  accommodation  for  200  males 
and  70  females,  but  with  ample  space  for  extension  as  and  when 
necessity  arose. 

This  institution  was  taken  over  by  the  Board  on  March  1st, 
1920,  and  in  the  course  of  that  month  the  patients  at  War¬ 
wick  (now  handed  back  to  the  Prison  Commission)  and  at  Moss 
Side  were  transferred  to  Rampton. 

On  the  vacation  of  Moss  Side  it  was  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  and  is  now  in  use  as  a  colony  for 
epileptic  patients  who  are  under  the  care  of  the  Ministry. 
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The  following  tables  show  the  actual  numbers  of  patients  in 
residence  at  Farmfield  and  Rampton  at  the  end  of  the  year  : —

Authority  has  been  obtained  for  the  erection  at  Rampton  of 
a  new  female  block  and  a  small  addition  to  the  existing  block,, 
capable  of  accommodating  68  patients.  The  Board  had  in 
contemplation,  with  a  view  to  bringing  all  their  patients  under 
one  administration  —  an  evident  advantage  —  the  closing  of 
Farmfield  and  the  erection  at  Rampton  of  two  other  blocks  for 
100  of  each  sex.  This,  in  their  opinion,  would  have  enabled 
them  to  provide  effectively  for  the  number  of  patients  whom 
they  may  be  called  upon  to  deal  with  in  the  near  future,  but  it 
is  more  than  prolDable  that  this  scheme  may  have  to  be  post¬ 
poned,  in  deference  to  the  urgent  need  for  public  economy,  and 
in  such  an  event  Farmfield  will,  of  course,  have  to  be  continued 
for  the  present. 

Further  experience  has  not  lightened  the  responsibilities' 
and  anxieties  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  treatment  and 
management  of  the  inmates  of  these  institutions.  Some  of 
them  were  on  admission,  and  are  still,  so  clearly  defective, 
whatever  be  the  test  applied,  and  are  so  manifestly  of  danger¬ 
ous  or  violent  propensities,”  that  there  is  no  question  as  to  their 
defective  mentality  or  as  to  the  necessity  for  their  detention 
in  a  State  Institution.  Others  are  intellectually  of  a  high  grade,, 
but  their  conduct  has  for  long  been  so  anti-social,  their  lives 
have  been  so  persistently  delinquent,  and  their  self-control  sa 
apparently  lacking,  that  they  have  been  labelled  as  mentally 
defective,  and  when,  in  addition,  punishment  has  been  inflicted 
with  no  deterrent  effect,  they  have  been  classed  as  moral 
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imbeciles.  Not  a  few  of  sucb  cases,  more  especially  tbe  moral 
imbeciles,  under  the  conditio  as  prevailing  at  Rampton  and 
barmfield,  when  engaged  in  their  daily  occupations  and  in  their 
leisure  hours,  respond  to  their  environment  and  conduct  them¬ 
selves  to  all  outward  appearances  correctl}^  and  normally.  The 
control,  strict  supervision,  regular  life,  occupation,  and  general 
surroundings,  coupled  with  the  stimulus  of  rewards  for  good 
conduct,  eventuating  in  possible  trial  and  the  hope,  indefinite 
though  it  be,  of  ultimate  discharge,  have  all  acted,  it  may 
be  assumed,  towards  an  amelioration  of  their  mental  condition 
as  recorded  on  admission,  and  the  following  questions  arise  : — 

Are  these  girls  and  lads  really  congenital  defectives  having 
a  permanent  mental  defect,  and  if  so,  are  they  after  a  period  of 
good  and  apparently  normal  behaviour  to  be  released  on  proba¬ 
tion  and  have  an  opportunity  of  proving  their  ability  to  live  in 
freedom  without  danger  to  themselves  or  to  the  community  ?  On 
the  other  hand,  are  some  of  them,  not  defectives,  but  persons 
who,  though  frequently  in  and  out  of  prisons,  should  be  classed 
amongst  those  who,  with  an  appreciation  of  the  risks  attending 
their  conduct  and  after  an  exercise  of  judgment,  have  decided 
to  take  the  chances  ?  If  in  such  a  category,  are  they  not 
ordinary  criminals,  and  if  so,  what  place  have  they  in  a  State 
Institution  under  this  Board  ? 

With  a  desire  to  arrive  at  some  settled  course  of  action 
consistent  with  the  views  of  modern  experts,  the  Board  arranged 
a  conference  at  Rampton  betw^een  Dr.  Rees  Thomas,  the 
Medical  Superintendent  of  that  Institution,  Dr.  Ahern,  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Borstal  Institution,  Dr.  Dyer,  Medical  Inspector  of 
Prisons,  Dr.  East,  Medical  Officer  Liverpool  Prison,  Dr.  Murray, 
Medical  Officer  Parkhurst  Prison,  and  Dr.  Tredgold,  to  consider 
and  discuss  these  and  other  matters.  Two  members  of  the 
Board  were  present. 

In  course  of  the  discussion  some  of  the  cases  which 
exemplified  the  difficulties  referred  to  were  seen  and  inter¬ 
viewed. 

It  is  proposed  to  hold  similar  meetings  at  short  intervals. 

Pile  Board  believe  that  this  interchange  of  views  has  proved 
helpful,  and  as  a  result  it  has  confirmed  them  in  the  practice 
which,  as  set  out  in  their  previous  report,  they  had  adopted  of 
granting  trial  on  licence,  and  in  some  instances  transfer  to  other 
institutions,  in  the  case  of  patients  who,  after  a  period  of  care 
in  a  State  Institution,  had  reacted  normally. 

During  the  year  2  girls  have  been  on  licence  from  Rampton, 
one  of  whom  has  since  been  transferred  to  Farmfield — the  otheiq 
after  a  period  of  special  training  and  probation  during  which 
she  was  granted  parole,  has  been  sent  on  trial  to  a  Church  Army 
Home,  where  she  was  at  the  end  of  the  year  assisting  in  laundry 
work.  One  man  was  discharged  from  Rampton.  From  Farm- 
field  one  girl  was  transferred  recently  to  a  Certified  Institution, 
13  girls  were  licensed  to  Darenth  and  a  like  number  were 
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transferred  to  that  institution,  and  one  girl  who  had  been  at 
Farmfield  and  transferred  to  Darenth  was  discharged  from 
certificates  and  permitted  to  go  home. 

The  system  of  badges  and  small  payments  as  a  reward  for 
good  conduct  which  had  been  in  operation  for  some  time  at 
Farmfield  has  been  considerably  amplified  and  applied  to  both 
institutions.  For  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  scheme,  the 
patients  have  been  graded  into  classes,  on  the  basis  of  conduct 
and  work,  and  in  classifying  them  due  allowance  has  been 
made  for  their  varying  disabilities  and  the  mental  and  physical 
effort  of  which  each  patient  is  capable.  Endeavours  have  also 
been  made  to  interest  local  residents  in  the  work  of  the  institu¬ 
tions  and  to  organise  recreational  hours  on  the  lines  adopted  by 
the  Brabazon  Society. 

Occupations  are  of  primary  importance  for  the  well-being 
of  the  institutions,  and  in  addition  to  laundry,  needle  and  out¬ 
door  work,  some  of  the  mmre  adaptable  patients  are  instructed 
in  special  industries  by  trained  attendants  and  nurses. 

The  moral  and  religious  teaching  is  more  particularly  in 
the  hands  of  a  Church  of  England  Chaplain  and  a  Eoman 
Catholic  priest,  who  have  been  in  attendance  since  the  opening 
ol  the  institutions.  Members  of  the  Committee  whose  special 
duty  it  is  to  superintend  the  administration  of  these  institu¬ 
tions,  under  the  Board,  pay  frequent  visits,  and  personally 
see  and  speak  to  all  the  patients.  Concerts,  dances  and  other 
forms  of  entertainment  are  held,  daily  and  other  papers  are 
supplied,  there  is  a  good  library,  and  indoor  and  outdoor 
games  are  provided. 

All  the  male  patients  are  at  Hampton.  As  to  the  females, 
the  more  troublesome  and  turbulent  cases  are  at  Hampton,  the 
others  at  Farmfield,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  time  the  accommo¬ 
dation  will  be  so  increased  as  to  permit  of  the  housing  and 
proper  classification  of  all  the  defectives  of  this  type  under  one 
administration  at  Hampton. 

Certified  Institutions. 

The  financial  difficulties  referred  to  above  have  exercised  a 
more  prejudicial  influence  over  the  establishment  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  Certified  Institutions  than  they  have  over  any  other 
branch  of  mental  deficiency  work.  During  the  earlier  months 
of  1920  there  seemed  to  be  reasonable  probability  that  the 
establishment  of  institutions  might  be  proceeded  with,  and,  on 
this  assumption,  successful  efforts  were  made  to  revive  many 
schemes  for  provision  by  Local  Authorities  that  had  been  held 
in  abeyance  until  such  time  as  more  normal  conditions  pre¬ 
vailed.  Later  in  the  year,  however,  it  was  found  that  too 
optimistic  a  view  of  the  position  had  been  held,  and  it  again 
became  necessary  for  us  to  restrain  all  action  that  meant 
expenditure  on  land  and  buildings.  As  a  result,  only  a  few 
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scliemes — those  in  too  advanced  a  state  of  preparation  to  render 
inhibition  possible — were  permitted  to  go  on  ;  the  necessary 
funds  for  proceeding  with  the  rest  being  refused  once  more, 
pending  the  advent  of  better  times.  Although  the  delay  so 
caused  in  the  development  of  work  under  the  Act,  and  the 
resulting  disappointment  to  many,  were  fully  appreciated,  this 
action  was  unavoidable. 

The  schemes  that  did  mature  added  six  new  Certified  Insti¬ 
tutions  to  our  list — Falkner  House,  Liverpool  ;  St.  Catherine^ s 
Borne,  Durham ;  Littleton  Bouse  School,  Cambridge  ;  Calder'- 
stones,  Whalley,  Lancashire  ;  Rawcliffe  Ball,  Goole  ;  and  The 
Cloughs,  Newcastle-under-Lyme.  East  Bill  House  School,  Col¬ 
chester,  also  received  a  certificate  as  ancillary  premises  to  The 
Royal  Eastern  Counties  Institution,  to  enable  the  managers  to 
extend  their  accommodation  for  patients,  and  improve  their 
facilities  for  the  classification  of  cases  in  that  establishment. 

With  regard  to  the  new  institutions,  two — Falkner  Bouse, 
Liverpool,  and  St.  Catherine  s  Home,  Durham — have  been  in 
existence  for  many  years  as  rescue  or  preventive  homes  for 
girls.  A  certificate  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  has  now 
been  granted  to  the  Managers  of  these  establishments,  to  enable 
them  to  deal  in  a  more  permanent  and  satisfactory  manner  with 
persons  admitted  to  their  care,  whose  irregular  life  is  due  to 
mental  defect  and  consequent  inability  to  protect  themselves 
from  harm.  The  numbers  of  patients  covered  by  these  certifi¬ 
cates  are  52  and  6  respectively. 

Littleton  Bouse  School,  Cambridge,  managed  by  an  influential 
committee  of  local  residents,  has  been  certified  as  a  special 
school  under  the  Board  of  Education  since  1914.  The  Managers, 
whilst  not  desiring  or  intending  to  lower  the  grade  of  defectives 
admitted  to  this  school,  have  applied  for,  and  been  granted,  a 
certificate  to  enable  thd'm  to  admit,  as  part  of  their  total 
number,  9  trainable  boys  who  (owing  to  divergence  of  medical 
opinion  in  the  diagnosis  of  imbecility  and  feeble-mindedness) 
niight  be  sent  to  the  school  by  Mental  Deficiency  Committees 
rather  than  by  Local  Education  Authorities.  Two  patients 
had  been  admitted  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  before  the 
year  ended. 

Galderstones,  Whalley,  Lancashire.  Extensive  new  buildings, 
intended  for  the  purposes  of  a  lunatic  asylum,  were  erected  at 
M  halley  b}^  the  Lancashire  Asylums  Board,  and  completed  in 
1914.  ^  Although  arrangements  had  been  made  for  the  early 
reception  of  insane  persons,  none  was  actually  admitted  before 
the  declaration  of  war.  When  this  occurred,  being  still  unoc¬ 
cupied,  the  buildings  were  at  once  placed  by  the  Asylums 
Board  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government,  and  were  used  for  the 
treatment  of  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  under  the  name  of  the 
Queen  Mary  Military  Hospital,  until  vacated  after  the  cessation 
of  hostilities. 
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Owing  to  causes  connected  with  the  war,  the  advent  of  peace 
found  in  Lancashire,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  a  large 
decrease  in  the  number  of  lunatics  requiring  institutional 
treatment ;  in  fact,  full  consideration  of  the  matter  made  it 
evident  that  all  requirements  in  this  direction  could  be  met 
with  existing  asylum,  accommodation  elsewhere  in  the  county. 
Therefore,  on  the  grounds  (1)  that  these  buildings  were  empty 
and  available  for  immediate  use,  (2)  that  they  were  not 
required  at  the  moment  for  lunatics,  and  (3)  that  a  great 
demand  existed  for  accommodation  for  Lancashire  defectives, 
the  Lancashire  Asylums  Board,  which  is  by  statute  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  proposed  that  the 
buildings  should  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  a  Certified  Institu¬ 
tion,  thus  making  good  temporary  use  of  the  property,  and 
postponing  to  a  more  convenient  time  the  provision  of  special 
accommodation  for  patients  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act. 
This  offer  was  accepted,  certain  alterations  were  made  to  the 
premises,  and  a.  certificate  was  eventually  aj)p]ied  for,  and 
granted  by  us  for  2,100  patients,  equally  divided  as  to  sex. 
All  classes  of  defectives  will  be  received  therein,  including 
epileptics,  and  no  limitations  will  be  made  as  to  age  or  religious 
denomination.  The  Asylums  Board’s  present  mental  deficiency 
institution,  Brockhall,  will  be  wmrked  in  conjunction  with  and 
become  ancillary  to  Calderstones,  No  patients  were  admitted 
to  Calderstones  before  the  end  of  the  year,  the  staff  and 
equipment  arrangements  being  still  incomplete. 

Rawdiffe  Hall,  near  Goole.  The  Rawcliffe  estate,  situated 
between  Pontefract  and  Goole  and  about  4  miles  from  the 
latter,  was  purchased  some  time  ago  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  for  a  variety  of  purposes,  to  some  of  which  a 
considerable  part  has  already  been  apportioned.  Having  regard 
to  the  needs  of  the  West  Riding  for  ’accommodation  for  mental 
defectives,  it  was  considered  that  the  Hall,  an  unoccupied 
residential  mansion  on  the  estate,  could  be  adapted  without 
great  expense  for  immediate  use  as  a  Certified  Institution,  and 
that  this  building,  with  its  adjoining  land,  could  be  made  the 
nucleus  of  a  future  colony  of  no  inconsiderable  size.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  during  the  early  part  of  1920  estimates  for  alterations 
were  prepared  and  approved,  the  necessary  work  of  adaptation 
was  carried  out,  and,  on  completion  in  September  last,  a 
certificate  permitting  the  reception  of  130  female  patients  was 
issued  for  the  premises  to  the  West  Riding  Mental  Deficiency 
Committee  as  managers.  It  is  proposed  to  admit  to  this 
institution  female  mental  defectives  of  all  grades,  being  cases 
of  the  age  of  1 0  years  and  upwards. 

Twenty- seven  patients  had  been  admitted  before  the  end  of 
the  year,  8  being  of  low  grade,  17  of  medium  or  high  grade, 
and  2  of  the  moral  imbecile  type.  A  member  of  our  Board 
who  has  visited  the  institution  since  its  opening  expressed  the 
opinion  that  it  appears  to  have  been  started  on  good  lines,  and 
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that  the  Matron-Superintendent  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
progress  so  far  made,  and  upon  the  admirable  order  in  which 
the  house  was  found. 

The  Cloughs,  Newcastle-under-Lyme.  This  property  con¬ 
sists  of  a  large  house,  a  well-built  lodge,  and  extensive 
outbuildings,  with  4|  acres  of  land,  situated  on  the  outskirts 
of  Newcastle-under-Lyme,  where  it  stands  readily  accessible 
from  the  five  towns  comprising  the  County  Borough  of  Stoke- 
on-Trent.  A  certificate  for  50  patients,  being  females  of  all 
ages  and  males  up  to  the  age  of  14  years,  was  issued  to  the 
County  Borough  Council  for  these  premises  during  October 
last,  a  staff  was  appointed,  and  the  institution  opened  shortty 
afterwards.  Before  the  end  of  the  year  a  start  had  been  made 
by  the  admission  of  6  patients.  A  member  of  our  Board  who 
visited  subsequently,  reported  that  “  the  condition  of  the 
Institution  and  patients  reflects  much  credit  upon  the  Matron, 
who  is  evidently  actuated  by  high  ideals  and  has  laboured  hard 
to  start  the  place  on  a  good  footing.” 

These  new  additions  to  our  list  of  Certified  Institutions 
have  increased  the  number  of  these  establishments  to  65 
in  active  work  at  the  end  of  1920,  as  compared  with  59 
on  December  31st,  1919,  and  51  at  the  close  of  1918 — a^ 
record  of  slow  but  steady  progress,  notwithstanding  deterrent* 
influences.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  may  prove  possible,  at  no 
very  distant  date,  to  include  in  this  report  some  detailed 
information  concerning  the  more  important  of  these  institutions  ; 
those  that  have  been  established  for  years  are  dealing  with  large 
numbers,  and  have  adopted  a  settled  policy  in  regard  to  many 
important  matters.  Full  consideration  of  the  material  now  in 
our  possessioig  with  a  comparison  of  methods  and  results, 
should  be  both  interesting  and  instructive,  and  facilitate  the 
general  attainment  of  a  uniformly  high  standard  of  efficiency. 
Unfortunately,  motives  of  economy  again  indicate  brevity,  and 
the  postponement  of  any  such  critical  review,  which  must 
necessarily  be  lengthy,  contain  a  mass  of  detail,  and  be 
proportionately  costly. 

Although  it  has  been  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  to 
suggest  improvements  in  matters  of  administratioi] ,  and 
stimulate  effort  in  regard  to  education  and  training,  a  review 
of  the  reports  of  visits  to  institutions  by  members  of  our  Board 
during  1920  justifies  an  expression  of  satisfaction  at  the  general 
progress  that  has  been  made  as  the  result  of  another  year’s  work. 
The  willingness  of  Managers  to  adopt  suggestions,  and  increase 
their  endeavours  to  attain  efficiency,  has  been  very  encouraging. 
Notwithstanding  this,  the  last  word  in  institution  management, 
especially  as  regards  the  classification,  teaching,  training  and 
employment  of  defectives,  has  by  no  means  been  said,  and  it 
behoves  Managers  to  make  the  fullest  possible  use  of  the  present 
compulsory  pause  in  the  provision  of  further  accommodation  in 
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perfecting  tlieir  methods,  and  in  considering  how  far  develop¬ 
ments  are  possible  under  existing  conditions. 

Experience  in  inspecting  institutions  has  led  us  to  believe 
that  the  happiness  and  w^elfare  of  patients  depends  far  more  on 
the  personnel  of  the  staff  than  on  perfectly  adapted  buildings. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  heads  of  departments  ;  and 
Managers  are  therefore  urged  to  give  grave  consideration  to 
appointments  to  these  posts  ;  endeavouring  to  secure  persons  of 
the  right  type,  and  providing  them  afterwards  wdth  adequate 
facilities  for  learning  all  that  can  be  learnt  about  their  special 
branch  of  work. 

The  Board  desire  also  to  suggest  to  Managers  the  importance 
of  providing  full  and  varied  employment  for  defectives,  on  the 
ground  that  the  health  and  happiness  of  patients  depends 
very  greatly  on  the  extent  to  wdiich  this  is  carried  out.  In 
addition  to  providing  employment,  the  efforts  of  Managers 
should  also  be  directed  to  securing  such  work  as  is  of  a 
remunerative  description.  The  difficulty  of  finding  a  quick 
market  for  institution-iTxade  goods  is  fully  realised,  but  this 
should  not  curtail  effort ;  failing  public  sale,  every  advantage 
should  be  taken  of  the  possibility  of  organising  a  system  of 
interchange  between  institutions. 

Lastly,  but  certainly  not  of  least  importance,  is  the  organisa¬ 
tion  of  pleasures  and  amusements  for  the  mentally  defective, 
which  should  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  ordinary  duties  of  every 
member  of  the  staff.  No  institution  will  be  successful  in 
making  patients  happy,  and  contented  to  remain,  unless  great 
attention  is  paid  to  this  side  of  colony  life. 

Admissions. — Admissions  to  Certified  Institutions  during 
1 920,  in  number  1,445,  showed  but  a  small  increase  over  those 
of  the  previous  year  (1,358),  due  to  the  restricted  accommodation 
throughout  the  country,  and  to  the  absence  of  any  at  all  in  some 
districts.  Moreover,  vacancies  existing  at  the  beginning  of 
1919,  and  those  created  by  the  establishment  of  new  institutions 
during  that  year,  were  in  large  measure  occupied  before  the  end 
of  it,  leaving  very  little  margin  for  the  needs  of  1920.  As 
a  result  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  free  use  temporarily  of 
Poor  Law  Institutions  approved  under  section  37  of  the  Act  for 
cases  that,  under  other  conditions,  would  have  been  admitted  to 
Certified  Institutions  ;  it  will  be  seen  later  that  the  number  of 
defectives  so  dealt  with  has  been  greater  during  1920  than  in 
any  previous  year. 

Of  the  1,445  admissions  509  were  described  as  idiots  or 
imbeciles,  persons  of  low-grade  mental  capacity,  and  936  as  of 
high  grade,  including  those  classed'  as  feeble-minded  and 
moral  imbeciles.  These  figures  do  not  represent  in  any  sense 
the  true  numerical  proportion  of  cases  of  these  respective  types 
for  wdiom  it  will  eventually  be  necessary  to  provide  accommoda¬ 
tion  ;  indeed,  it  is  possible,  when  all  kinds  of  cases  are  dealt 
with  freely,  that  the  lowq  and  not  the  high,  grade  will  be 
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predominant.  This,  however,  it  will  he  impossible  to  determine 
nntil  greater  facilities  are  provided  for  admitting  low  grade 
cases  to  institutions  which  at  present,  especially  so  far  as  the 
smaller  establishments  are  concerned,  are  more  adapted  to  the 
teaching  and  training^  of^  high  grade  defectives.  Luckily, 
some  of  the  larger  institutions  are  freely  admitting  low  grade 
cases,  making  special  arrangements  for  their  custodial  care, 
and^  many  Local  Authorities  are  now  showing  greater  interest 
in  the  necessity  for  providing  for  this  class  than  was  formerly 
the  case.  From  the  worker’s  point  of  view  there  is  undoubtedly 
much  more  interest  and  satisfaction  to  be  obtained  from  the 
teaching  and  training  of  high  grade  defectives ;  moreover, 
attention  to  this  class  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  welfare  of 
the^  community;  but,  from  the  standpoint  of  advantage  to 
patients,  the  value  of  humane  care  and  skilled  nursing  to  those 
who  are  crippled  and  helpless  cannot  be  over-estimated.  During 
the  past  (and  continued)  scarcity  of  accommodation  for  the  latter 
class,  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  Metropolitan  Asylums 
Board,  by  throwing  open  some  of  their  institutions  to  low  grade 
cases,  has  been  invaluable. 

At  the  close  of  1920  there  were  7,421  patients  in  Certified 
Institutions,  an  increase  of  410  over  the  number  resident  at  the 
end  of  the  previous  year.  Their  distribution — according  to  the 
conditions  under  which  admission  took  place— is  as  follows  : —

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Health. — The  health  of  institations,  on  the  whole,  has  been 
good  throughout  the  year.  Infinenza,  the  cause  of  a  great  deal 
of  illness  and  many  deaths  during  191-9,  has  caused  little 
anxiety  during  1920  ;  the  incidence  has  been  comparatively 
small,  attacks  have  been  milder  in  character,  and  although  a 
few  of  the  fatal  cases  of  pneumonia  were  due  to  this  cause,  no 
deaths  occurred  from  the  disease  itself.  Some  338  cases  of 
other  forms  of  disease  of  zvmotic  character  were  notified  as 
occurring  during  the  year,  mostly  in  epidemic  form.  The  chief 
of  these  were  measles  (94  cases),  chicken  pox  (63  cases), 
whooping  cough  (57  cases),  and  dysentery  (50  cases).  The  case 
mortality  from  these  diseases  was  extremely  low  ;  of  the  338 
persons  attacked  only  6  died — 2  from  measles  and  4  from 
whooping  cough — which,  even  if  mildness  of  attack  be  con¬ 
ceded,  speaks  well  for  the  general  nursing  care  and  attention 
received  by  patients.  Twenty-six  cases  of  dysentery  occurred 
at  the  Royal  Eastern  Counties  Institution,  22  at  the  Royal 
Earlswood  Institution  and  one  each  at  Meanwood  Park  and 
Whittington  Hall.  The  form  of  “  dysentery  ”  occurring  at  these 
places  must  be  mild  in  type,  as  no  deaths  resulted  from  this 
disease. 

Of  other  diseases  notified,  by  far  the  most  important  is 
tuberculosis.  Sixty-six  cases  of  phthisis  were  under  treatment 
on  January  1st,  1920,  and  90  fresh  cases  were  notified  during 
the  year,  making  a  total  of  156.  Of  this  number  49  ceased  to 
be  actively  affected,  being  accordingly  discharged  from  hospital 
care  to  ordinary  institution  life,  42  died,  and  85  remained 
under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  other  forms  of 
tuberculous  disease,  24  were  under  treatment  on  January  1st, 
1920,  and  41  fresh  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  making  a 
total  of  65.  Of  these  15  recovered,  18  died,  and  32  remained 
under  treatment  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Therefore,  taking 
phthisis  and  other  forms  of  tuberculous  disease  together,  a  total 
of  221  persons  suffering  from  these  diseases  is  obtained,  a  figure 
-equal  to  approximately  3  per  cent,  of  the  total  average  daily 
population  of  Certified  Institutions. 

Having  regard  to  the  low  vitality  of  a  large  proportion  of 
admissions,  and  their  acknowledged  susceptibility  to  tuberculous 
infection,  an  incidence  of  3  per  cent,  cannot  be  considered 
excessive.  At  the  same  time  it  must  be  realised  that  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  can  be  materially  reduced,  even 
amongst  patients  of  low  vitality,  by  close  attention  to  pro¬ 
phylactic  measures  ;  in  fact,  experience  shows  us  that  the 
incidence  in,  different  institutions  is  almost  invariably  in  inverse 
proportion  to  the  strictness  of  the  preventive  means  employed. 
It  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  Medical  Officers  of  all 
institutions  will  emulate  the  energy  of  some  of  them,  and  pay 
detailed  attention  to  such  vital  matters  as  the  presence  in  the 
dietary  of  a  sufficiency  of  accessory  food  factors  (especially 
those  contained  in  animal  fats),  ample  provision  for  open-air 
life  during  school  and  work,  adequate  ventilation  of  day-rooms 
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and  dormitories,  the  sufficiency  and  suitability  of  clothing,  and 
the  result  of  the  periodical  weighing  of  patients.  After  all, 
it  is  to  the  Medical  Officer  that  Managers  must  look  for  advice 
and  guidance  in  these  matters,  and  on  him  must  rest  the 
responsibility  of  reporting  the  existence  or  otherwise  of  the 
best  possible  preventive  conditions. 

The  total  deaths  in  Certified  Institutions  during  the  year 
numbered  139,  equal  to  about  1’9  per  cent,  of  the  daily  average 
number  resident.  Sixty  of  these,  about  43  per  cent,  of  the 
whole,  were  due  to  tuberculous  disease ;  27,  about  11  per  cent., 
to  pneumonia ;  and  8,  or  a  little  over  6  per  cent.,  to  epilepsy. 
The  remaining  deaths  were  due  to  a  variety  of  causes  that  call 
for  no  special  comment. 

Certified  Houses. 

No  new  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year  under 
review,  and  no  material  changes  occurred  in  the  management 
of  those  certified  in  previous  years.  There  are  now  11  of 
these  establishments  in  active  existence,  with  accommodation 
for  294  patients.  Visits  of  inspection  during  the  year  have 
shown  them  to  be  well-conducted  and  serving  a  useful  purpose. 

The  close  of  the  year  found  288  persons  under  care  in 
Certified  Houses, — admitted  under  the  following  conditions  : —

There  is  an  increase  of  61,  i.e.,  an  increase  of  52  under 
orders  and  of  14  notified,  and  a  decrease  of  5  ‘‘  placed.” 

The  increase  of  61  cases  in  single  care  as  compared  with 
an  increase  of  25  in  1919  and  22  in  1918,  shows  that  more  use 
is  being  made  of  this  kind  of  supervision  and  control.  As  a 
result  of  the  visits  which  have  been  paid  during  the  past  year  to 
these  patients  by  the  Commissioners  or  their  Inspectors,  they 
have  been  found  with  few  exceptions  to  be  well  cared  for, 
properly  clothed,  and  housed. 

These  patients  are  also  visited  and  supervised  in  some  cases 
by  members  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Committees  of  Local 
Authorities,  and  by  members  of  Voluntary  Associations.

With  regard  to  these  latter  institutions,  as  mentioned  in  our 
report  last  year,  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  have  been 
considering  a  scheme  for  the  better  classification  of  the  defec¬ 
tives  received  in  their  various  institutions.  The  general  idea 
is  to  reserve  Darenth  for  juvenile  patients  capable  of  work  and 
of  benefiting  by  the  training  there  given,  to  send  the  older 
cases  who  are  in  fair  health  to  Caterham,  and  to  keep  the 
Fountain  Hospital,  where  there  are  only  female  nurses,  for 
the  most  afflicted  types  of  children  under  9  years  of  age,  and

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as  they  get  older  to  transfer  them  to  Leaves  den,  which  will 
become  practically  an  Infirmaiy.  We  desire  again  to  express 
our  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  excellent  accommodation 
afforded  by  these  institutions,  and  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums 
Board’s  policy  in  allowing  them  to  be  approved  under  section  37 
of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act.  In  the  conditions  that  have 
prevailed  since  the  passing  of  the  Act  it  is  difficult  to  over¬ 
estimate  the  assistance  that  has  been  given  to  its  working  by 
the  use  of  the  various  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  institutions, 
especially  the  Fountain  Hospital,  which  is  the  only  institution 
of  the  kind  in  the  country. 

The  figures  given  in  the  foregoing  tables,  while  accurate  as 
regards  the  numbers  of  patients  who  are  being  actually  dealt 
with  under  the  Lunacy  Acts  and  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act, 
are  far  from  representing  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the 
numbers  of  patients  certifiable  either  as  insane  or  as  mentally 
defective  now  residing  in  Poor  Law  Institutions.  Our  visits  to 
these  institutions  have  served  to  bring  forcibly  to  our  notice 
the  fact  that  the  number  of  certified  inmates  to  be  found  in  any 
institution  depends  very  largely  on  the  views  taken  by  the 
Medical  Officers  as  to  what  constitutes  {a)  certifiability,  and 
{h)  the  need  for  certification.  Leaving  out  of  consideration 
harmless  cases  of  senility  and  the  sick  and  infirm,  it  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  the  case  that  the  large  majority  of  able-bodied  adults 
whom  we  see  in  Poor  Law  Institutions  are  residing  there 
because  of  their  mental  condition,  and  some  of  them  might  and 
and  should  be  certified.  Many  others  are  defectives  of  the 
type  who,  in  their  own  interests  and  in  those  of  the  community, 
are  in  urgent  need  of  the  protection  afforded  b}^  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Act  and  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  take  their 
discharge.  Among  them  are  to  be  found  many  feeble-minded 
women  of  child-bearing  age,  the  advisability  of  whose  detention 
is  unquestioned.  The  reception  of  defectives  uncertified  in 
Poor  Law  Institutions  is  not  illegal,  but  it  is  very  desirable  that 
cases  which  urgently  need  the  protection  of  the  Mental  Defi¬ 
ciency  Act  should  be  placed  under  continuous  control.  In  some 
districts  an  energetic  Medical  Officer  will  see  that  these  cases  are 
reported  to  the  local  authority  with  a  view  to  their  being  dealt 
with  under  the  Act,  but  there  are  many  places  where  the  bene¬ 
ficent  provisions  of  the  Act  are  practically  not  known  or 
disregarded,  and  it  is  then  left  to  the  officials,  by  a  method  of 
peaceful  persuasion,  to  induce  these  defectives  to  remain  in  the 
institution.  We  feel  that  this  is  very  unfair  to  the  officials,  and 
that  cases  of  urgency  should  be  promptly  reported  and  dealt 
with.  In  some  few  cases  we  have  found  that  Boards  of 
Guardians,  appreciating  the  fact  that  if  their  defective  inmates 
are  dealt  with  under  orders  they  will  be  relieved  cf  the  cost 
of  their  maintenance,  have  reported  them  en  bloc  irrespective 
of  any  consideration  of  the  likelihood  of  their  taking  their 
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discharge  or  the  urgency  of  their  detention.  In  these  cases 
we  have  had  to  point  out  that  both,  our  Board  and  the  local 
authority  have  a  discretion  in  deciding  whether  any  case 
reported  shall  be  accepted,  and  that  there  must  be  strong 
reasons  for  considering  any  case  urgent  in  addition  to  the 
mere  desire  to  transfer  the  cost  of  its  maintenance  to  the  local 
authority. 

During  the  year  1920,  31  Poor  Law  Institutions  were 
approved  under  section  37  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913, 
and  negotiations  are  proceeding  with  regard  to  26  others.  The 
total  number  of  Poor  Law  Institutions  so  approved  on 
January  1st,  1921,  was  142. 

The  existing  financial  stringency  has  rendered  the  provision 
of  certified  institutions  by  local  authorities  impracticable  for 
the  present -and,  to  enable  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  to  be 
worked  at  all,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  fall  back  on  Poor 
Law  Institutions,  many  of  which  at  the  present  time  have  a 
great  deal  of  vacant  accommodation.  We  are  also  using  our 
best  endeavours  to  get  the  vacancies  in  Poor  Law  Institutions 
which  have  been  approved  made  full  use  of.  As  we  have  said 
in  previous  reports  we  hope  that  the  extended  use  of  Poor 
Law  accommodation  under  section  37  of  the  Act  may  only  be  a 
temporary  necessity,  but  for  the  time  at  any  rate,  the  policy  is 
both  administratively  and  financially  justifiable.  We  find  that 
many  Boards  of  Guardians  are  evincing  a  readiness  to  allow 
their  institutions  to  be  approved  for  a  few"  cases  so  as  to  enable 
defectives  admitted  from  their  own  unions  to  be  certified  and 
detained.  They'  already  have  powmr  to  detain  their  insane 
inmates  under  section  24  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  and  they 
are  anxious  to  have  the  same  power  over  their  defectives.  We 
think  that  this  line  of  action  should  be  encouraged.  Cases 
urgently  in  need  of  detention  are  found  from  time  to  time  in 
Poor  Law^  Institutions,  however  small,  and  unless  the  institu¬ 
tion  is  approved,  no  such  case  can  be  detained  under  order. 
The  power  to  detain  a  limited  number  of  cases  of  this,  sort 
does  not  entail  much  additional  labour  on  the  staff — while  on 
the  other  hand  such  cases  are  generally  able-bodied  and  capable 
of  doing  a  great  deal  of  the  ordinary  work  of  the  institution,  e.g., 
the  women  in  the  laundry,  the  kitchen,  sewing  and  house 
work,  and  the  men  in  the  garden,  and  on .  the  farm,  where 
there  is  one.  The  ordinary  Poor  Law  accommodation  is 
generally  quite  suitable  for  the  reception  of  defectives  from  the 
neighbourhood  ;  in  addition  to  suitable  employment  we  pay 
particular  attention  to  the  facilities  given  for  amusement  and 
recreation  with  the  object  of  making  the  lives  of  these  patients 
as  happy  as  they  can  be  under  the  circumstances,  and  if  in 
addition  to  the  ordinary  household  occupations  mentioned  above 
the  Guardians  could  institute  a  little  industrial  work  and  some 
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regular  organized  amusements,  we  feel  that  temporary  deten¬ 
tion  in  Poor  Law  Institutions  during  this  period  of  financial 
distress  presents  no  hardship.  To  illustrate  what  we  mean 
with  regard  to  employment  we  may  mention  the  excellent 
weaving  that  is  now  being  carried  on  at  the  Trowbridge  and 
Melksham  Poor  Law  Institution. 

In  this  connection  there  is  one  point  which,  as  regards  the 
adequate  care  and  control  of  mental  patients,  concerns  all  Poor 
Law  Institutions  whether  approved  under  section  37  of  the 
Mental  Deficienc}^  Act  or  not,  namely,  the  extreme  importance 
of  effective  segregation  of  the  sexes.  While  in  the  vast  majority 
of  the  institutions,  the  staff,  generally  few  in  number,  are  actL^e 
and  efficient,  there  have  been  in  some  few  institutions,  during 
the  period  under  review,  several  unfortunate  occurrences  which 
show  that  the  arrangements  for  the  segregation  of  the  sexes  are 
inadequate  and  the  supervision  lax.  We  are  glad  to  know  that 
wherever  these  incidents  have  been  known  to  occur  a  special 
inquiry  into  the  circumstances  has  been  ordered  by  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

In  the  present  dearth  of  Certified  Institutions  one  of  the 
most  pressing  difficulties  is  to  find  suitable  accommodation  for 
low-grade  defective  children.  There  are  many  districts  in 
which  it  is  at  present  practically  impossible  to  make  any 
suitable  provision  for  these  cases.  Though  many  of  them  are 
certifiable  as  idiots  under  the  Lunacy  Acts,  they  cannot  properly 
be  sent  to  the  Asylum  as,  unless  in  the  rare  cases  where  separate 
accommodation  is  there  provided  for  children,  they  would  have 
to  be  warded  with  the  adult  insane,  which  we  consider  a 
most  undesirable  arrangement.  If  they  remain  at  home  they 
react  detrimentally  on  the  other  children.  Sporadic  cases  find 
their  way  to  the  Poor  Law  Infirmaries,  where  they  are  a  cause 
of  much  trouble  to  the  staff. 

The  Minister  of  Health  is  not  unnaturally  opposed  to 
approving  ordinary  Poor  Law  Institutions  for  the  reception  of 
children — even  where  separate  wards  can  be  provided  for  them 
and  suitable  arrangements  made  for  giving  them  such  training 
as  they  are  capable  of  receiving — as  the  Minister’s  policy  is  to 
remove  all  juvenile  inmates  out  of  Poor  Law  Institutions.  The 
situation,  however,  is  so  difficult  that  we  have  pressed  the 
Minister  to  sanction  the  approval  of  certain  Poor  Law  Institutions 
where  such  accommodation  and  training  as  are  mentioned  above 
can  be  provided,  and  we  have  pointed  out  that  though  we  agree 
that  a  normal  child  ought  not  under  ordinary  circumstances  to 
be  in  a  Poor  Law  Institution,  these  cases  are  highly  abnormal 
and  are  really  so  afflicted  that  it  is  immaterial  where  they  are 
received,  provided  that  they  are  properly  nursed  and  cared  for. 
The  situation  has  for  some  time  past  been  particularly  acute  in 
the  county  of  Cornwall,  and  strong  pressure  has  been  put 
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upon  ns  to  get  portions  of  the  Falmouth  and  St.  Colomh  Major 
Institutions,  where  there  is  plenty  of  vacant  accommodation, 
specially  approved  for  the  reception  of  these  cases.

A.— GRANT- AIDED  RESEARCH  WORK,  1919-20. 

On  Pellagra  in  Rainhill  Asylum.  By  Dr.  G-.  A.  Watson. 

During  the  years  1913  to  1918  certain  cases,  36  in  number,  occurred 
in  Rainhill  Asylum,  in  which  the  clinical  signs  and  symptoms,  as  well  as 
the  pathological  findings  in  those  which  proved  fatal,  presented  many 
similarities.  When  first  observed  the  nature  of  the  cases  was  not  under¬ 
stood,  as  they  were  outside  our  previous  experience,  but  later  it  began  to 
be  suspected  that  they  really  were  examples  of  pellagra  or  of  some 
closely  allied  disease,  and  all  those  who  saw  the  cases  were  convinced 
that  the  diagnosis  of  pellagra  was  a  correct  one. 

Clinical  Symptoms. 

The  three  groups  of  significant  symptoms,  apart  from  the  mental 
ones,  viz.,  the  cutaneous,  alimentary  and  nervous,  were  present  in  all  the 
cases,  although  in  varying  degree.  Regarding  the  dermatitis  as  the 
most  reliable  diagnostic  sign  of  the  disease,  we  did  not  feel  justified  in 
making  a  diagnosis  of  pellagra  unless  the  skin  lesion  was  in  evidence,  so 
that  no  cases  have  been  included  in  the  series  unless  this  was  present. 
Certain  other  cases,  however,  occurred  with  peculiar  nervous  symptoms 
often  accompanied  by  alimentary  disturbance  in  which  pellagra  was 
snspected.  Reference  will  presently  be  made  to  these. 
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The  Dermatitis. — In  the  majority  of  cases  this  was  very  characteristic, 
affecting  the  backs  of  the  hands  and  wrists  symmetrically  in  the  form  of 
the  pellagrous  “  glove  ”  or  “  gauntlet  ”  ;  often  also  the  face  and  other 
parts  of  the  body.  Bullm  formed  in  some  of  the  severer  cases.  In 
a  few  instances  the  rash,  although  typical  in  distribution,  was  not  so  well 
marked.  Its  perfect  symmetry,  on  whatever  parts  it  occurred,  was  its 
most  striking  diagnostic  feature.  The  rash  appeared  only  in  the  spring, 
summer,  and  not  infrequently  in  the  autumn  months  ;  it  faded  after 
a  time  in  the  more  chronic  cases,  and  in  the  recurrent  ones  returned  in 
the  following  year  or  years,  often  in  the  same  month  of  the  year  in 
which  it  had  previously  appeared. 

The  Alimentary  Symptoms. — These  were  chiefly  stomatitis,  often  with 
ulceration,  indigestion,  sometimes  with  vomiting,  and  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  diarrhoea,  frequently  severe  and  persistent. 

The  Nervous  Symptoms. — Besides  evidences  of  neurasthenia,  the 
more  prominent  symptoms  were  paresis  of  the  limbs,  especially  the  lower, 
with  unsteadiness  of  gait  and  station,  greatly  exaggerated  knee  jerks, 
although  these  were  occasionally  absent,  often  with  ankle  clonus  and 
Babinski  s  sign.  Various  sensory  disturbances  were  common.  Con¬ 
vulsions  more  rarely  occurred.  In  the  more  severe  and  fatal  cases  there 
was  usually  almost  complete  paralysis  towards  the  end,  with  sphincter 
relaxation.  A  feature  of  certain  cases,  and  the  first  sign  of  the  disease 
to  be  noticed,  was  the  very  sudden  onset  of  paresis  of  the  legs,  causing 
the  patient  to  fall  down.  Usually  one  or  other  of  the  three  groups  of 
symptoms  were  observed  first,  followed  by  the  others,  but  occasionally 
all  three  were  present  when  the  patient  was  first  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  the  disease. 

In  the  re<mrrent  cases  which  were  fatal  there  was  generally  remission 
of,  but  seldom  complete  recovery  from,  the  nervous  symptoms,  during  the 
winter  months. 

riie  clinical  picture  was  often  complicated  by  the  presence  of  some 
other  affection,  such  as  tuberculosis,  dysentery,  arterial  sclerosis,  and 
especially  sub-acute  or  chronic  renal  disease.  One  patient  who  had 
well-marked  symptoms  of  tabes  dorsalis  developed  an  attack  of  pellagra, 
as  did  another  who  had  Korsakow’s  psychosis  on  admission  with  signs  of 
peripheral  neuritis  which  never  completely  cleared  up.  The  latter  was 
the  only  case  in  which  any  definite  evidence  of  peripheral  neuritis  was 
obtained. 

Of  the  36  patients  attacked,  10  were  males  and  26  females.  In  8  of 
the  cases  there  were  recurrent  attacks,  two  to  four  in  number,  so  that 
49  attacks  altogether  were  recorded  as  occurring  in  the  36  patients. 

A  remarkable  feature  of  the  outbreak,  especially  in  the  earlier,  years, 
was  its  severity.  The  first  16  cases  observed  in  the  years  1913,  1914, 
and  1915  were  all  fatal  ;  13  died  in  the  first  attack  and  3  were  recurrent. 
In  those  who  died  in  the  first  attack,  the  symptoms  were  very  acute  in  8, 
or  50  per  cent.,  lasting  only  from  a  few  days  to  seven  weeks  ;  3  were 
sub-acute  and  2  rather  chronic.  The  very  acute  and  malignant  cases 
usually  rapidly  passed  into  a  typhoid-like  state  with  pyrexia,  extreme 
prostration  and  persistent  diarrhoea.  Of  the  20  cases  diagnosed  in  the 
years  1916,  1917,  and  1918,  6  had  mild  attacks,  4  were  acute  and  severe, 

3  sub-acute,  3  chronic,  and  4  recurrent.  In  the  whole  epidemic  15  of  the 
36  patients  exhibited  grave  symptoms  of  the  disease,  and  died  within 
3^  months  of  the  onset.  Although  complications  occurred  in  some  of 
these  cases,  in  the  great  majority  death  may  be  said  to  have  been  directly 
attributable  to  the  disease.  In  most  of  the  more  chronic,  as  also  in  most 
of  the  fatal  recurrent  cases,  some  intercurrent  affection  was  at  least  a 
contributory  cause  of  death. 
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Recovery  only  occurred  in  6  females  out  of  the  86  patients  attacked. 
Five  recovered  after  one  more  or  less  mild  attack,  and  one  after  a  severe 
iuitial  attack  and  a  second  milder  one  the  following  year. 

The  Subsidence  of  the  Outbreak. — Although  a  rather  greater  number 
of  iieAV  cases  were  diagnosed  in  1917  than  in  any  previous  year  the  disease 
on  the  whole  was  milder  in  character  and  a  larger  proportion  of  cases 
(viz.,  5  out  of  12)  recovered,  as  did  also  another  patient  who  had  had  a 
previous  attack.  In  1918  ouly  one  new  case  was  diagnosed,  and  since 
then  no  definite  case  has  been  seen  in  this  institution,  although  several 
cases  of  central  neuritis,  as  proved  pathologically,  have  occurred.  The 
disease  in  its  typical  form  thus  appears  to  have  died  out.  With 
reference  to  this  apparent  subsidence  of  the  outbreak  it  is  perhaps  of 
significance  to  compare  its  course  in  this  Asylum  with  the  history  of  the 
disease  as  seen  in  Spain  and  parts  of  Italy,  where  it  “  is  said  to  show 
“  early  and  widespread  prevalence  of  a  severe  type  followed  in  later 
“  years  by  a  decline  both  in  incidence  and  severity.”  In  the  United 
States  also,  when  the  disease  was  first  reported,  the  majority  of  the  cases 
were  very  acute  and  fatal  in  64  per  cent.,  but  in  later  years  it  has  been 
stated  that  this  type  of  case  is  rapidly  disappearing,  tlie  more  chronic 
type  being  now  commonly  seen.  As  indicated  above,  the  Rainhill 
outbreak  showed  a  somewhat  similar  tendency.  The  first  16  cases  were 
severe,  all  ended  fatally  and  50  per  cent,  of  them  were  very  acute.  In 
the  later  years  of  the  outbreak  the  disease  seemed  to  be  milder  in  character, 
and  six  apparently  complete  recoveries  took  place  in  20  cases  and  some 
others  also  partially  recovered  but  died  of  intercurreut  diseases. 

Further  Particulars  and  Remarks  on  the  Etiology. — The  age  at  the 
onset  of  the  first  attack  varied  from  28  to  64  years,  but  the  majority  of 
the  patients  were  between  30  and  50  years  of  age. 

Most  of  the  patients  came  from  the  Liverpool  district,  but  several  had 
lived  in  other  parts  of  Lancashire  before  admission  to  the  Asylum. 

In  at  least  two  cases  definite  signs  of  the  disease  were  present  on 
admission.  In  another  these  were  noticed  a  few  days  after  admission. 
Others  developed  the  disease  at  varying  periods  after  admission  from 
weeks  to  years.  Quite  a  number  had  been  resident  in  the  Asylum  for 
many  years  before  showing  any  signs  of  the  disease.  No  particular  form 
of  insanity  appeared  to  be  associated  with  the  disease  in  these  cases. 
The  forms  of  insanity  from  which  the  patients  were  suffering  at  the  onset 
of  the  attack  have  been  classified  as  follows  :  Delusional  Insanity,  4  M., 
7  F.  ;  Dementia  Prsecox,  1  M.,  7  F.  ;  Melaucholia,  3  M.,  5  F.  ;  Confu- 
sional  Insanity,  2  M.,  4  F.  ;  Mania,  2  F.  ;  Dementia,  1  F. 

There  was  frequently  some  alteration  in  the  mental  condition  of  the 
patients  either  shortly  before  or  during  the  attack  in  the  form  of  increased 
confusion,  depression  or  excitement.  Also  in  the  more  chronic  and  in 
the  recurrent  cases  marked  mental  as  well  as  physical  deterioration 
usually  folloAved  the  attack  or  attacks. 

Occupation,  insane  heredity  and  alcoholic  excess  did  not  appear  to 
play  any  conspicuous  part  in  the  etiology  of  the  disease. 

With  regard  to  the  view  that  in  a  way  pellagra  maybe  reckoned  as  a 
“  deficiency  disease,”  the  following  remarks  on  the  diet  of  the  patients 
may  be  of  interest.  Although  the  histories  of  the  patients  before 
admission  are  in  many  instances  imperfect,  in  only  one  case  can  it  be 
definitely  stated  that  diet  had  any  connection  with  the  disease.  As  to 
the  diet  the  patients  received  whilst  in  the  Asylum,  Dr.  CoAven  states 
that  up  to  March  1917  this  was  sufficient  and  varied  ;  maize  in  any  form 
was  not  given  so  far  as  is  known.  No  restriction  of  diet  took  place  until 
the  above  date,  when  the  quantity  and  quality  of  food  (especially  in  fats) 
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supplied  to  the  patients  was  reduced,  and  this  reduction  continued  until 
September  1918.  Although  11  fresh  cases  occurred  in  the  summer  and 
autumn  months  of  1917  and  one  in  May  1918,  the  great  majority  of  the 
cases,  viz.,  24  out  of  36,  had  their  first  attack  before  any  reduction  in 
diet  took  place.  Considering  the  size  of  the  Asylum  population,  from 
about  2,000  to  2,400  during  the  years  of  the  outbreak,  it  is  remarkable  how 
few  cases  of  pellegra  were  diagnosed  in  the  initial  stages,  viz.,  3  in  1913 
and  4  in  1914.  Of  course  it  is  possible  that  some  mild  and  atypical  cases 
may  have  escaped  observation,  but  as  before  stated  it  seems  that  at  the 
commencement  of  an  epidemic,  in  a  district  where  the  disease  had  not 
previously  been  known,  it  is  usual  for  the  great  majority  of  cases  to  have 
a  severe  attack,  and  these  cases  could  scarcely  have  failed  to  have  been 
noticed.  It  is  also  possible  that  some  acute  fatal  cases  with  gastro¬ 
intestinal  and  nervous  symptoms,  hut  without  a  dermatitis,  were  really 
examples  of  pellagra  which  died  before  the  rash  developed.  These  cases, 
however,  were  not  numerous.  From  these  facts  therefore,  viz.,  that  the 
greater  number  of  cases  developed  before  any  reduction  of  diet  occurred, 
and  also  that  the  total  number  of  cases  was  small,  it  would  appear  that 
some  other  factor  than  diet  alone  plays  a  part  in  originating  the  disease. 

No  case,  not  even  a  suspicious  one,  occurred  amongst  the  Asylum 
Staff,  but  reference  may  here  be  made  to  a  case  which  I  have  had  under 
observation  outside  the  Asylum,  not  only  on  account  of  its  interest,  but 
also  as  illustrating  the  difficulty  of  diagnosis  of  pellagra  in  some  instances. 
This  case  is  that  of  the  wife  of  a  professional  man  many  years  resident 
in  the  Rainhill  district.  For  several  years,  during  the  spring  and  summer 
months,  she  suffered  from  an  illness  with  marked  gastro-intestinal  and 
nervous  symptoms  from  whicli,  in  the  earlier  attacks,  she  completely 
recovered  during  the  winter  months.  Although  pellagra  was  suspected, 
no  definite  diagnosis  could  be  made  at  first  owing  to  the  absence  of  a 
dermatitis.  However,  about  Christmas  1919  she  began  to  be  ill  again  and 
during  the  following  spring  developed  a  perfectly  typical  pellagrous  rash 
on  the  hands  and  wrists,  also  on  various  parts  of  the  body.  The  rash 
faded,  but  she  remained  extremely  ill  for  months  and  has  only  now 
partially  recovered.  So  far  as  is  known  this  patient  is  the  only  case 
which  has  been  observed  in  the  Rainhill  district  outside  the  Asylum. 
The  two  cases  which  had  definite  evidence  of  the  disease  on  admission 
both  came  from  Liverpool. 


The  Pathology. 

Post-mortem  and  microscopical  examinations  were  made  in  21  out  of 
the  30  fatal  cases  ;  8  of  these  were  acute,  4  sub-acute,  5  chronic, 
and  4  recurrent. 

There  were  no  characteristic  naked  eye  morbid  changes  in  the  central 
nervous  system  ;  in  fact  in  the  cases  in  which  the  insanity  had  not  been 
of  long  duration  the  brain  and  its  membranes  appeared  to  be  practically 
normal  except  for  intense  congestion  in  the  acute  cases. 

Sub-acute  or  chronic  renal  disease  was  almost  constantly  found  with 
frequently  fibrosis  of  other  organs.  The  stomach  and  intestines  were 
usually  congested  and  catarrhal  with  atrophic  areas  in  some  instances. 
There  was  no  evidence  of  helminthiasis  in  any  case,  and  ulceration  of  the 
alimentary  canal  was  only  seen  in  the  few  cases  in  which  tuberculosis  or 
dysentery  was  present. 

Regarding  the  microscopical  appearances  in  the  nervous  system  by 
far  the  most  constant  and  characteristic  lesion  found  was  that  of  the  Betz 
cells.  In  the  acute  and  sub-acute  cases,  and  also  in  the  severe  chronic 
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ones,  every  Betz  cell  is  more  or  less  affected  and  most  are  profoundly  so. 
The  cells  are  usually  swollen  and  they  show  advanced  chromatolysis, 
most  of  the  stainable  substance  being  at  the  periphery  of  the  cell, 
sometimes  at  one  side  only.  The  nucleus  is  often  swollen,  but  at  times 
shrunken  and  distorted.  It  is  usually  displaced  to  one  side,  either  about 
the  middle  of  the  cell  or  nearer  the  base,  or  towards  the  apex,  and  is 
frequently  partly  extruded.  Occasionally  the  chromatolysis  is  limited  to 
the  central  or  peripheral  parts  of  the  cell,  and  the  nucleus  remains 
centrally  placed.  In  some  of  the  more  chronic  and  recurrent  cases,  in 
which  recovery  from  the  disease  took  place  more  or  less,  and  the  patient 
died  chiefly  from  some  intercurrent  affection,  although  most  of  the  Betz 
cells  show  gross  evidence  of  disease  certain  numbers  retain  fairly  normal 
features,  and  appear  either  to  have  been  less  affected  or  to  have  partially 
recovered. 

The  solitary  cells  of  Meynert,  especially  in  the  post-central  and 
visual  areas,  are  also  more  or  less  similarly  altered,  but  usually  the 
change  in  these  is  not  so  striking  as  in  the  Betz  cells.  The  condition  of 
the  nerve  cells  in  other  layers  of  the  pre-central  cortex  varies  in  different 
cases  ;  in  the  milder  ones  they  are  little  changed,  showing  a  great 
contrast  to  the  state  of  the  Betz  cells  ;  in  the  more  fulminating,  the  cells 
of  almost  all  parts  of  the  cerebral  cortex  are  much  involved.  Many  nerve 
cells  in  other  regions  of  the  central  nervous  system,  especially  the  larger 
ones,  are  usually  much  changed,  including  those  of  the  basal  ganglia,  the 
Purkinji  cells,  and  those  of  the  cranial  nerve  nuclei,  the  spinal  cord  and 
root  ganglia,  but  the  involvement  of  these  cells  appears  to  be  more 
inconstant  than  does  that  of  the  Betz  cells. 

Recent  degeneration  of  some  nerve  fibres  is  seen  in  the  cerebrum, 
particularly  in  the  pre-central  region.  Tangential  and  other  fibres 
showing  little  sign  of  atrophy  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

In  the  spinal  cord  there  is  recent  degeneration  of  large  numbers  of 
fibres,  generally  distributed,  but  especially  numerous  in  the  pyramidal  and 
cerebellar  tracts.  Excepting  in  one  case  of  tabes  dorsalis,  no  system 
lesions  of  the  cord  were  found. 

In  the  peripheral  nerves  seldom  more  than  slight  degeneration 
changes  were  present,  and  there  is  no  distinct  evidence  of  neuritis.  The 
granules  of  Reich  were  frequently  seen. 

Excepting  in  one  case  with  signs  of  old  meningitis,  the  pia-arachnoid 
shows  only  slight,  or,  at  most,  moderate,  changes.  The  vessels  in  the 
acute  cases  are  intensely  congested,  and  in  some  instances  there  are 
small  haemorrhages.  In  many  cases  there  is  considerable  small-celled 
gliosis,  but  little  evidence  of  fibril  forming  glia  proliferation.  In  some 
cases  many  vessels  are  practically  normal,  and  none  in  any  case  show  the 
gross  perivascular  proliferation  so  characteristic  of  encephalitis  and  of 
cerebral  syphilis.  No  plasma  cells  were  found.  The  manifestations  of 
the  disease  may  thus  be  very  widespread,  but  they  appear  to  be  degene¬ 
rative  rather  than  inflammatory  in  character.  Such  reactive  changes  as 
occurred  are  probably  secondary  rather  than  primary  in  nature,  and  the 
absence  of  any  striking  perivascular  proliferation  is  evidence  against  the 
protozoal  origin  of  the  disease.  On  the  whole,  the  disease,  in  contrast 
to  general  paralysis,  for  example,  would  appear  to  have  a  predilection  for 
the  nerve  cells  with  the  longer  axones,  especially  those  of  the  motor 
type,  and  still  more  particularly  the  Betz  cells,  these  seemingly  being  the 
cells  first  and  most  involved. 

The  name  of  “  central  neuritis  ”  has  been  given  by  American 
observers  to  a  condition  of  the  Betz  cells  apparently  similar  to  that  seen 
in  our  pellagra  cases.  “  The  changes  .  .  .  consist  in  a  widespread 

“  parenchymatous  degeneration  of  the  central  nervous  system,  the  Betz 
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“  cells  particularly  showing  the  so-called  axonal  alteration  unaccompanied 
“  by  any  inflammatory  reaction.”  Certain  American  writers  have  described 
the  lesion  of  central  neuritis  as  occurring  in  a  series  of  cases  of  pellagra, 
which,  of  course,  suggests  the  possibility  of  an  essential  connection 
between  central  neuritis  and  pellagra,  whilst  others  have  stated  that 
pellagra  is  particularly  apt  to  be  fatal  when  complicated  by  central 
neuritis.  As  has  been  stated,  central  neuritis  was  a  characteristic 
feature  of  all  our  cases,  even  of  the  milder  ones  which  died  of  some 
intercurrent  affection. 

In  addition  to  the  36  cases  which  have  beee  dealt  with  above,  certain 
others,  9  in  number,  which  proved  fatal  have  been  investigated  patho¬ 
logically.  All  presented  similar  nervous  symptoms  to  those  seen  in  the 
cases  in  the  larger  series  ;  some  with  sudden  onset  and  some  with 
recurrent  attacks.  Alimentary  symptoms  were  also  frequently  present, 
and  in  these  cases  a  dermatitis  only  was  needed  to  complete  a  clinical 
picture  similar  to  that  seen  in  the  36  cases  As  the  pathological  findings, 
iocluding  severe  central  neuritis,  were  also  identical  in  the  cases  with 
those  found  in  the  pellagra  series,  the  idea  suggests  itself  that  cases  of  so- 
called  pellagra  sine  pellagra  are  really  examples  of  central  neuritis,  and, 
further,  that  the  latter  is  due  to  some  similar,  if  not  precisely  the  same, 
toxic  agent  as  that  which  produces  true  pellagra  or  the  pellagra  in 
which  dermatitis  is  present.  It  is  possible  also,  as  has  been  stated,  that 
some  at  least  of  these  cases  were  examples  of  true  pellagra  which  proved 
fatal  before  the  characteristic  rash  developed.  ° 

The  earliest  case  of  central  neuritis  observed  by  myself,  patho¬ 
logically,  occurred  in  1909  and  many  others  have  been  investigated 
since.  In  many  of  these  a  clinical  diagnosis  of  general  paralysis  was 
made,  but  there  was  no  pathological  evidence  of  this  disease. 

Although  I  saw  nearly  all  the  cases  myself,  I  am  very  largely 
indebted  to  Dr.  Cowen  and  to  Dr.  Reeve  for  .  the  clinical  notes  upon 
which  the  above  description  is  founded. 

B.— SCIENTIFIC  RESEARCH  WORK  IN  ASYLUMS 

IN  1920. 

I.— From  the  Lancashire  County  Asylum,  Whittinoham. 
Clinical  and  Pathological  Investigations . 

A  small  outbreak  of  enteric  fever  in  the  month  of  September  afforded 
opportunities  for  applying  certain  modern  methods  of  diagnosis.  It  was 
recognised  that  under  the  peculiar  conditions  of  asylum  life  prophylactic 
measures  which  include  the  detection  of  typhoid  carriers — are  of  the 
first  importance,  and  are  calculated  to  yield  the  most  fruitful  results. 
Since  the  introduction  of  the  agglutination  test  by  Widal  in  1896  a 
number  of  modifications  have  been  introduced,  manv  of  which  have 
proved  of  value.  A  drawback,  however,  to  the  use  of  the  test  lies  in  the 
fact  that  it  cannot  be  relied  upon  to  appear  before  the  second  week  of 
the  illness.  Any  method,  therefore,  which  would  place  the  diagnosis  of 
enteric  fever  on  a  plane  more  easily  reached  seems  worthy  of  extensive 
^ial.  In  this  category  must  be  placed  the  simple  urinary  reaction  of 
Russo,  which  gives  positive  results  as  early  as  the  second  day.  This  test 
was  applied  as  a  routine  procedure  in  the  outbreak  referred  to  above  and 
was  found,  in  dealing  with  a  large  number  of  restless  patients  to 
possess  the  advantage  of  reliability,  together  with  the  simplicity 
requisite  for  ordinary  bedside  employment.  The  trustworthy  character 
of  the  test  may  be  indicated  by  the  following  data  :  urine  was  collected 
from  90  patients  occupying  wards  in  which  enteric  cases  had  arisen.  Six 
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patients  gave  positive  Russo  reactions,  and  in  five  of  these  the  diagnosis 
of  enteric  fever  was  subsequently  confirmed  by  agglutination  and  bio¬ 
chemical  tests — the  remaining  positive  case  turned  out  to  be  a  typhoid 
carrier,  the  Bac.  typhosus  being  repeatedly  proved  to  be  present  in  the 
urine  by  bacteriological  methods.  Of  the  84  patients  giving  negative 
Russo  reaction,  only  one  was  found  by  bacteriological  methods  to  be 
harbouring  the  B.  typhosus.  This  patient,  who  was  apparently  in  good 
health,  was  proved  by  repeated  examination  of  her  stools  to  be  a  typhoid 
carrier.  It  is  not  of  course  suggested  that  the  test  is  so  infallible  that 
bacteriological  diagnosis  can  be  discarded,  nor  that  laboratory  tests  can  e^  er 
supplant  careful  physical  examination,  but  it  may  be  said  with  confidence 
that  this  simple  reaction,  used  as  a  preliminary  and  routine  measure,  has 
proved  of  distinct  value  in  the  search  for  typhoid  carriers  and  possible 
cases  of  enteric  fever.  Any  patient  giving  a  positive  Russo  reaction 
must  be  regarded  with  extreme  suspicion,  even  in  the  presence  of  a 
negative  agglutination  test.  A  limited  number  of  observations  were  also 
made  on  the  use  of  atropine  as  a  diagnostic  agent.  Using  the  technique 
introduced  by  Harris,  positive  reactions  were  obtained  in  all  cases 
investigated,  but  in  one  patient,  who  was  found  later  to  be  suffering  from 
acute  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the  atropine  test  yielded  a  markedly  positive 

result.  ^  .  .  .  „ 

The  modern  application  of  colloidal  solutions  in  the  examination  oi 

the  cerebro-spinal  fluid  was  studied  in  a  fairly  large  series  of  cases.  It 
was  found  that  the  colloidal  mastic  test  introduced  by  Emmanuel  in  1915 
gave  results  which  agreed  very  closely  with  those  obtained  from  the  more 
time-consuming  colloidal  gold  reaction.  It  is  therefore  proposed  to 
utilise  Emmanuel’s  test  as  a  routine  procedure  in  future  investigations. 

Tests  were  also  carried  out  on  the  blood  serum  of  syphilitic  patients, 
using  the  flocculation  method  advocated  by  Sachs  and  Georgi.  Although, 
in  some  instances  the  results  agreed  with  those  of  the  W assermann^  test, 
the  flocculation  was  often  so  delicate  as  almost  to  escape  recognition. 
The  number  of  ‘•‘doubtful”  reactions  was  therefore  large,  and  until 
this  uncertainty  is  removed  by  modification  of  technique,  the  Sachs 
Georgi  test  must  be  regarded  as  an  inefficient  substitute  for  the 
Wassermann  reaction. 

Two  neurological  cases  of  unusual  rarity  terminated  fatally,  and  were 
submitted  to  a  complete  histo-pathological  examination.  The  first  was 
that  of  a  male  patient  admitted  in  1915,  who  showed  the  clinical  features 
of  myotonia  atrophica.  The  second  patient,  who  during  life  exhibited 
cerebellar  ataxia,  had  been  an  inmate  for  36  years  ;  he  was  found  to 
possess  a  cerebellum  of  remarkably  small  size.  Investigations  on  these 
cases  are  still  in  progress.

Acidosis  in  certain  Nervous  Disorders.  By  Dr.  B.  H.  Shaw. 

The  resemblance  between  the  cerebral  conditions  met  with  post¬ 
mortem  in  cases  of  death  from  malignant  malaria  and  in  confusional 
and  certain  other  mental  states  was  pointed  out,  and  the  etiological 
factors  presumed  to  be  in  both  cases  anoxaemia  arising^  from  different 
causes,  in  the  former  case  dependent  on  acidosis  due  to  inherent  errors 
in  metabolism,  in  the  latter  owing  to  destruction  of  erythrocytes.  The 
frequency  of  mental  disturbance  in  malaria  was  drawn  attention  to, 
as  also  was  the  irritative  effects  of  acidosis  on  the  neurone  and  the 
frequency  of  acetonuria  in  cases  of  mental  disorder.  The  possible 
significance  of  the  cholesterol  content  of  nerve  tissue  at  different  ages 
was  referred  to.  The  relationship  between  tuberculosis  and  epilepsy. 
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and  the  influence  of  acidosis  in  favouring  microbic  infection  was  pointed 
out,  also  the  possible  relationship  between  lymphocytosis  and  acidosis. 
The  eflect  of  the  presence  of  acetone  in  causing  definite  interference  with 
the  normal  functioning  of  the  suprarenal  glands  was  demonstrated,  also 
the  production  of  acidosis  in  cases  of  pyorrhoea  alveolaris  by  the  direct 
effect  of  the  streptococci  on  the  blood  glucose  and  the  frequent  association 
with  this  disease  of  states  of  mental  confusion.  The  toxic  effects  of 
acetone-containing  urine  on  rabbits  was  illustrated  by  the  following- 
experiments  : —  ° 

Two  rabbits  were  taken,  both  bucks  from  the  same  litter,  and  each 
wmghing  3  lb.  Into  the  first  rabbit  two  c.cm.  of  urine  from  a  patient 

suffering  from  marked  acetonuria  was  injected  intravenously,  with  the 
following  result  : — 


In  a  few  minutes  he  became  drowsy  and  lethargic,  taking  no 
notice  of  food  though  previously  feeding  with  avidity.  Inco-ordina- 
tionof  hind  legs  set  in  and  paresis  ;  breathing,  at  first  rapid,  became 
appreciably  slower.  In  half-an-hour  he  looked  very  ill,  hunched  up 
fur  ruffled,  movement  of  nostrils  spasmodic  and  slow  ;  remained 
in  one  place  ;  resistive  to  stimuli  ;  shut  eyes  occasionally  ;  half- 

an-hour  later  hind  leg  paresis  had  passed  off,  although  still  lethargic 
and  disinclined  to  move.  ° 

Into  the '  second  rabbit  the  same  amount  of  the  same  urine  but 
one-third  saturated  with  ^  anhydrous  sodium  carbonate,  was  injected 
intravenously.  This  injection  had  no  apparent  effect  on  the  animal  It 
had  previously  been  ascertained  that  2  c.cm.  of  normal  urine  had  no 
T  1  rabl^t  when  injected  intravenously.— Mental  Sci.,

1.  Asylum  Dysentery  and  Allied  Infections  (Further  Revort) 

By  Dr.  J.  Shaw  Bolton. 

Introduction. — Throughout  the  period  under  review  I  have  con 
tinned  to  have  the  advantage  of  the  collaboration  of  Dr.  Robinson  whose 
administrative  duties  have  been  arranged  so  as  to  enable  him  to  devote  a 
large  proportion  of  his  time  to  this  subject. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  the  small  number  of  active  cases  with 
which  It  has  been  necessary  to  deal,  since  we  have  thus  been  able  to 
devote  tne  more  time  to  the  examination  of  the  blood  sera  of  healthy  and 

We  have  been  able  during  the  year  generally  to  confirm  and  elaborate 
the  conclusions  indicated  in  the  Laboratory  Report  for  the  year  1919 
and  in  certain  directions  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  additional 


(a)  Causative  Organisms.  ~  Whilst  in  this  institution  the 
bacil  us  of  Flexner  is  the  cause  of  dysentery,  and  a  number  of 
isolated  instances  of  infection  with  the  bacillus  typhosus  at  times 
occur,  Morgan’s  No.  1  bacillus  has  occasionallf  been  founTL 
cases  which  clinically  exhibited  diarrhoea  accompanied  by  blood 
and_  mucus  This  has  particularly  been  the  case  quite  recently 
during  the  first  two  months  of  the  year  1921,  when  of  14  stools 
examined  six  gave  Bacillus  Morgan  No.  1,  one  B.  pyocyaneus,  one 
the  dysentery  bacillus  of  Flexner,  and  six  were  negative. 

(b)  Comparison  of  Agglutination  Results  of  1919  and  1920 _ 

During  the  year  1919,  1,181  specimens  of  blood  serum  ^from 
patients  and  145  from  the  staff  were  examined  for  various  purposes, 
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and  it  was  found  by  special  ward  examination  of  cases  that  10  per 
cent,  of  the  female  patients  and  13  per  cent,  of  the  female  nursing 
staff  gave  a  positive  reaction.  (Page  93  of  Sixth  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Control.) 

The  table  inserted  in  the  Report  rendered  it  generally  clear  that 
positive  Widal  reactions  were  most  frequent  in  the  wards  in  which 
clinical  dysentery  was  present,  the  solitary  exception  being  the  general 
sick  ward  32,  to  which  all  sick  patients  were  sent,  and  from  which  they 
were  transferred  to  an  isolation  sick  ward  if  they  were  found  to  suffer 
from  dysentery. 

In  consequence  of  the  experience  gained  in  1919,  all  cases  giving 
positive  Widals  were  transferred  to,  and  detained  in,  wards  allocated  for 
the  purpose,  without  prejudice  to  the  question  of  the  meaning  or  value 
of  the  reaction. 

During  1920,  2,192  specimens  of  blood  serum  from  patients  were 
examined.  Of  these,  130  (6  per  cent.)  in  a  titre  of  and  60  of  these 
(3  per  cent.)  in  a  titre  of  gave  positive  reactions. 

In  addition,  130  specimens  of  blood  serum  from  members  of  the 
nursing  staff  were  examined.  Of  these,  22  (15  per  cent.)  in  a  titre  of 
and  seven  of  these  (5  per  cent.)  in  a  titre  of  gave  positive 
reactions.

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Whilst  it  is  difficult  or  impossible  satisfactorily  to  analyse  a  table  of 
this  kind,  the  detail,  nevertheless  (as  in  1919),  emerges  that  there  is  a 
significant  frequency  in  the  positive  Widals  of  wards  containing  real  or 
suspected  cases  of  dysentery  or  typhoid.  The  various  figures  shown  by 
the  large  laundry  ward,  34,  and  by  the  general  sick  wards,  32  and  35, 
are  of  particular  interest. 

(c)  Examination  of  FcBces, — The  number  of  specimens  of 
fmces  examined  has  been  76.  Of  these,  51  were  obtained  from 
patients  who  were  suspected  clinically  of  bacillary  dysentery,  and 
the  remaining  25  specimens  were  obtained  by  the  use  of  purgatives. 
Of  the  latter  25,  16  were  examined  owing  to  an  outbreak  of 
dysentery  in  the  chief  male  infirmary  ward  35,  and  nine  examples 
were  obtained  because  the  blood  sera  of  the  individuals  manifested 
positive  agglutination  phenomena.  Of  these  nine  persons,  two 
were  nurses,  the  blood  sera  of  whom  gave  positive  Widal  reactions 
to  B.  typhosus  ;  and  of  the  remaining  seven,  one  was  a  nurse  and 
six  were  patients  whose  sera  gave  positive  reactions  to  B.  Flexner. 

Of  the  51  dysentery  suspects,  the  bacillus  of  Flexner  was 
isolated  in  11  instances,  the  No.  1  of  Morgan  in  one,  and  the 
proteus  vulgaris  in  one  ;  38  specimens  being  negative.  In  1919, 
of  38  clinical  suspects,  the  bacillus  of  Flexner  was  obtained  in  18 
specimens,  the  No.  1  of  Morgan  in  one,  and  the  bacillus  ftecalis 
alkaligenes  in  one  ;  18  specimens  being  negative. 

It  may  here  be  remarked  that  during  both  years  the  specimens 
obtained  by  the  use  of  purgatives  were  valueless. 

Certain  of  the  results  of  the  examination  of  feeces  are  worthy  of 
special  record.  In  the  case  of  P.  C.,  in  which  the  stool  was  semi¬ 
solid  and  contained  a  little  mucus  but  no  blood,  the  results  of 
examination  were  negative.  After  death,  the  large  intestine  was 
found  to  present  extensive  inflammation  of  the  diphtheritic  type, 
and  from  a  scraping  the  bacillus  of  Flexner  was  isolated. 
Examination  of  the  spleen  and  gall  bladder  was  negative.  In  the 
case  of  M.  P.,  on  four  occasions  specimens  containing  mucus  but 
no  blood  were  examined.  The  first  three  specimens  were  nega¬ 
tive,  and  from  the  fourth  two  colonies  of  the  bacillus  of  Flexner 
were  obtained.  This  case  well  illustrates  the  desirability  of 
repeated  examinations  and  the  danger  of  forming  a  conclusion 
from  a  single  negative  stool.  In  a  further  case  (G.  W.),  two  soft 
stools  without  either  blood  or  mucus,  and  one  containing  luood  but 
no  mucus,  were  negative.  After  death  the  large  intestine  showed 
•extensive  inflammation  areas  dotted  with  punctate  and  small 
■circular  necrotic  patches.  Morgan’s  No.  1  bacillus  was  isolated 
from  the  bowel  and  the  bile,  and  examination  of  the  spleen  was 
negative. 

(d)  The  Employment  of  Agglutination  Reactions*  and  the 
Spread  of  Infection. — We  have  continued  to  isolate  all  patients 
whose  blood,  in  a  titre  of  or  has  given  a  positive  Widal 
TGaction.  During  the  years  1919  and  1920  not  a  single  healthy 
person  who  has  been  isolated  owing  to  his  or  her  blood  giving 
a  positive  Widal  reaction  has  developed  dysentery  or  enteric  fever, 
although  all  such  persons  have  been  segregated  in  isolation  wards. 
It  has  nevertheless  been  found  that  the  Widal  reaction  is  subject 
to  great  variability  with  regard  both  to  titre  and  to  the  length  of 
time  it  persists.  It  also  appears  and  disappears  in  an  apparently 
»quite  irregular  manner. 
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1  hat  this  method  has  been  a  valuable  addition  to  our  means  of 
preventive  treatment  seems  certain,  as  the  immediately  following 
information  indicates.  It  is,  however,  necessary  to  remark  that 
energetic  sanitaiy  measures  always  result  in  a  decrease  in  the 
incidence  of  dysentery,  and  that  epidemics  seem  to  pass  away 
in  the  absence  of  special  methods  of  treatment.  IVe  nevertheless 
hope  that  the  incidence  of  dysentery,  &c.  will,  by  the  methods 
already  outlined,  be  reduced  to,  and  kept  at,  a  minimum. 

Sporadic  cases  of  dysentery  occurred  in  Female  Isolation  Ward 
2\,  on  Januaiy  3rd  and  February  2nd,  1920,  and  might  readily 
have  caused  an  epidemic  of  the  disease  bad  no  special  attention  been 
paid  to  them.  On  October  25th  and  ^November  2nd,  cases  occurred 
in  Female  Infirmary  Ward  32,  the  one  probably  having  infected  the 
other.  ^  On  November  4th,  a  solitary  case  occurred  in  M.  3 
Admission  Ward.  On  November  11th,  another  sporadic  case 
occuired  in  Female  Isolation  W^ard  21.  On  November  29th, 
December  3rd,  and  December  12th,  cases  occurred  in  Male  Infirmary 
Ward  35,  the  first  probably  causing  the  others  ;  and  on  December 
6th  a  solitary  case  occurred  in  Male  Isolation  Ward  36  this 
probably  resulting  from  one  the  active  cases  which  had  recently 
been  sent  there.  On  December  16th,  and  again  on  December  22nd, 
solitary  cases  occurred  in  Chronic  Female  Ward  25,  the  first 
probably  causing  the  second. 

These  examples  of  the  probable  prevention  of  epidemics  during 
the  short  period  under  revieAv  are  strong  presumptive  evidence  of 
the  value  of  the  laboratory  methods  employed. 

^  ^  C®)  Significance  and  Soutcc  ofi  the  ALg glutination  Reactions. — ■ 
The  agglutination  results  which  have  been  obtained  are  difficult*  to 
interpret.  Both  in  patients  known  to  suffer  from  dysentery  and  in 
others  who  present  no  clinical  evidence  of  the  disease,  there  is  great 
variability  in  the  titre  of  agglutination  reactions  and  in  the  period 
of  time  during  which  these  can  be  obtained.  In  the  case  of  an 
individual  patient,  for  example,  frequent  examinations  of  blood 
serum  show  a  most  erratic  presence  or  absence  of  agglutination. 

I  he  reaction  must  of  course  be  due  to  ingestion  of  infective 
material,  and  it  may  be  possible  to  determine  by  some  means 
whether  this  may  not  in  many  cases  develop  without  at  the  same 
time  the  patient  acquiring  the  disease. 

The  feeding  of  normal  rabbits  with  infective  material  has  not 
hitherto  been  folloAved  by  positive  agglutination  reactions  in  the 
blood  sera  of  these,  and  therefore,  presumably,  persons  AAnth  quite 
healthy  and  normal  intestines  Avould  be  able  to  ingest  infective 
material  without  any  reaction  being  obtainable  on  examination  of 
their  blood  sera,  unless  they  acquire  the  actual  disease.  It  is,, 
however,  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  development  of  an 
reaction  may  be  predisposed  to  by  the  existence  of 
gastric  or  intestinal  catarrh,  constipation,  &c.  Many  persons  fo/ 
e^^ample,  particularly  females,  suffer  constantly  or  intermittently 
from  chronic  intestinal  catarrh  and  constipation,  and  this  may  be 
the  reason  why  out  of  a  certain  number  of  presumably  healthy 
nurses  who  have  all  been  equally  exposed  to  infection,  a  proportion 
may  be  found  to  possess  positive  blood  sera.  With  regard  to  this 
question,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  during  several  years  prior  to* 
1910,  when  all  the  patients  at  the  Wakefield  Asylum  were  regularly 
trea;ted  with  white  mixture,  a  notable  decrease  in  the  incidence  of 
clinical  dysentery  was  found* 
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(f)  Observations  on  the  Employment  of  Vaccines  in  Dysentery . — 
We  have  recently  prepared,  in  considerable  quantity,  an  anti- 
dysenteric  vaccine  from  three  local  strains  of  Flexner’s  bacillus 
and  one  local  strain  of  Morgan’s  No.  1  bacillus.  This  vaccine  has 
been  standardised  to  contain  2,000  million  organisms  in  one  c.c. 
It  has  been  employed  up  to  the  present  time  on  302  persons,  the 
majority  being  patients,  but  several  being  members  of  the  staff.  It 
has  been  given  subcutaneously,  ^  a  c.c.  being  followed  in  10  days 
b}^  1  c.c.  Usually,  slight  redness  and  swelling  occurred  at  the  site 
of  injection,  and  in  healthy  patients  and  in  the  nurses  little  or  on 
systemic  reaction  followed.  In  the  case  of  old  and  debilitated 
subjects,  a  few  instances  of  mild  pyrexia  were  recorded.  In  local 
reaction  and  occasional  systemic  disturbance  the  results  resemble 
those  following  anti-typhoid  Army  inoculation. 

During  the  four  months  which  have  elapsed  since  vaccine  was 
first  employed,  only  one  case  of  dysentery  has  been  recorded  in  an 
individual  who  had  been  subjected  to  injection.  This  is  the  indi¬ 
vidual  already  referred  to  as  M.  P.,  and  it  is  probable  that  she  suffers 
from  chronic  dysentery. 

Systematic  examination  of  the  blood  sera  of  vaccinated  indi¬ 
viduals  has  been  performed  and  the  following  observations  have 
been  made. 

In  those  persons  whose  blood  sera,  previous  to  vaccination,  gave

10th  day.  The  second  vaccination  resulted  in  a  further  rise  in  the 
titre  to  20th  day. 

In  the  case  of  persons  whose  blood  sera,  previous  to  vaccination,* 
gave  no  reaction,  a  positive  reaction  in  a  titre  of  was  obtained 
on  the  10th  day  after  the  fiist  injection  ;  and  the  second  injection 
was  followed  after  a  further  10  days  by  a  rise  in  the  titre  to 

It  is  impossible  at  the  present  time  to  make  any  statement  with 
regard  to  the  value  of  this  method. 


2.  The  Goldsol  Test  in  Mental  Disease. 

(Thesis  for  Degree  of  M.D.  Edin.  which  was  “  highly 

commended.”) 

By  Dr.  P.  W.  Bedford. 

This  piece  of  work  was  undertaken  with  the  object  of  examining 
the  claims  and  limitations  of  a  new  laboratory  test  for  the  diagnosis  of 
general  paralysis. 

The  general  utility  of  any  test,  and  in  a  measure  its  reliability,  is 
determined  chiefly  by  the  simplicity  of  its  unspecialised  technique  and 
its  consequent  ease  of  application.  This  requirement  is  fulfilled  by  the 
(loldsol  test,  for  it  consists  merely  in  making  a  series  of  10  saline  dilutions 
of  the  spinal  fluid  to  be  examined  and  adding  thereto  a  small  quantity  of 
the  Groldsol  reagent. 

The  test  itself  occupies  but  15  minutes.  The  result  may  be  read  a 
few  hours  later  and  is  interpreted  according  to  the  degree  of  precipitation 
of  gold  that  has  occurred,  and  the  particular  dilutions  most  affected. 

In  this  investigation  the  spinal  fluids  of  250  selected  cases  were 
examined.  These  have  been  arranged  as  follows  : — 

Nine  groups  of  non-syphilitic  psychoses,  each  group  containing 
15  cases,  and  totalling  135  fluids. 

One  group  comprising  84  general  paralytics. 

One  group  containing  19  fluids  from  miscellaneous  diseases. 

One  group  of  12  fluids  obtained  post-mortem. 
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The  nou-luetic  psychoses  chosen  were  : — Melancholia  mania, 
epileptic  insanity,  amentia  (idiots  and  imbeciles),  dementia,  praecox, 
adult  dementia,  senile  dementia,  confusional  insanity  and  delusional 
insanity. 

For  control  and  comparison,  the  Ross- Jones  and  Wassermann  reactions 
were  used  as  representing  reliable  tests. 

Of  the  135  non-syphilitic  fluids  examined,  not  one  gave  a  “  positive  ” 
Groldsol  reaction,  and  only  two  were  “  doubtful,”  both  these  being  from 
cases  of  severe  epilepsy  that  had  the  facial  appearance  of  congenital 
syphilis.  Whereas  the  Wassermann  test  gave  two  positive  reactions, 
one  of  them  being  one  of  the  two  epileptics  just  mentioned. 

The  R  OSS- Jones  gave  two  positive  reactions  and  13  doubtful  ones  in 
the  non-luetic  psychoses. 

The  “  miscellaneous  ”  group  does  not  contain  a  sufficient  number  of 
cases  of  any  one  disease  to  justify  generalisations,  but  it  displays  some 
points  of  interest. 

Thus,  the  5  instances  of  cerebro-spinal  syphilis  all  showed  a  Groldsol 
reading  that  is  suspiciously  abnormal  ;  as  did  also  2  cases  of  hemi¬ 
plegia — possibly  resulting  from  syphilitic  arteritis. 

Two  cases  of  tabes  dorsalis  and  2  of  disseminated  sclerosis  were 
negative  ;  as  were  also  3  cases  of  alcoholic  psychosis  selected  because 
they  were  suggestive  of  general  paralysis. 

Negative  results  were  obtained  in  motor  aphasia,  Huntiugton’s  chorea 
and  glioma  of  the  cerebrum. 

The  examination  of  fluids  obtained  post-mortem  show  that  the 
Gold  sol  test  and  the  Wassermann  reaction  are  equally  reliable  when  applied 
to  samples  taken  soon  after  death. 

This  group  contained  seven  cases  of  general  paralysis  and  the  autopsy 
confirmed  the  diagnosis  in  every  case. 

General  Paralysis. — The  84  cases  in  this  group  comprise  79  ordinary 
examples  of  general  paralysis,  2  juvenile  cases,  1  senile  case,  and  2  chronic 
cases. 

Out  of  the  total  of  84  fluids,  77  showed  agreement  in  reacting  posi- 

tivelv  to  both  Goldsol  and  Wassermann  reactions,

The  two  congenital  cases  gave  positive  reactions.  Both  the  chronic 
cases  gave  negative  reactions.  In  one  of  these,  the  clinical  diagnosis  is 
open  to  doubt.  The  other  is  interesting  :  the  patient  was  admitted 
twelve  years  ago  at  the  age  of  49.  In  1911  his  spinal  fluid  gave  a 
positive  Wassermann  reaction.  In  1912  the  reaction  was  weak.  In 
1920  it  is  negative.  Speech  defect,  pupillary  reactions  and  absurdly 
grandiose  delusions,  leave  little  doubt  of  the  diagnosis. 

The  senile  case  refers  to  a  man  who  was  admitted  five  years  ago  at 
the  age  of  69.  He  is  still  alive  and  shows  some  of  the  signs  of  general 
paralysis. 

One  other  noteworthy  case  is  that  of  a  Avoman  who  was  diagnosed  a 
paretic  three  years  ago,  and  reached  the  helpless  and  bedridden  stage. 
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Within  the  last  year,  however,  she  passed  into  a  stage  of  such  marked 
remission  that  she  has  since  been  discharged  to  the  care  of  her  friends. 
Her  spinal  fluid  gave  a  negative  Wassermann  reaction  during  the  period 
of  remission,  whereas  the  gold  test  was  positive. 

The  general  conclusions  arrived  at  were — 

(1)  That  typical  well-marked  reactions  are  obtained  only  in 
cases  of  general  paralysis,  Tabo  Paresis  and  Juvenile  Paresis  ;  and 
that  the  percentage  of  positive  results  is  95. 

(2)  That  normal  fluids  give  negative  reactions. 

(3)  That  ^whilst  the  “  Paretic  ”  curve  of  precipitation  is 
of  real  diagnostic  value,  the  so-called  Luetic  ”  curve  is  not 
characteristic. 

(4)  That  the  Goldsol  reaction  is  more  sensitive  than  the  Was- 
sermanii  reaction,  quite  as  reliable  and  ])robably  of  more  value  in 
the  early  diagnosis  of  nenro-syphilis. 

(5)  That  important  points  in  its  favour  are  that  its  simplicity 
minimises  chances  of  error  ;  its  performance  occupies  but  a  few 
minutes,  and  it  needs  but  two  or  three  drops  of  spinal  fluid. 

(6)  That  its  chief  drawback  is  the  uncertainty  of  being  able  to 
prepare  a  good  Goldsol. 

(7)  That  the  nature  of  the  reaction  is  in  doubt,  but  that  from 
experimental  evidence  it  would  appear  that  the  reaction  is  merely 
a  test  of  the  hydrogen-ion  concentration  of  the  spinal  fluid  ;  or, 
alternatively,  an  index  of  the  static  equilibrium  of  its  colloidal 
content. 

(8)  That  extravagant  claims  have  been  made  for  the  test,  and 
it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  diagnosis  cannot  be  centrifuged  or 
extracted  or  even  precipitated  from  a  spinal  fluid. 


IV. — From  the  Rubery  Hill  Mental  Hospital,  Birmingham. 

Abstract  of  a  Report  on  a  Case  of  Hystero  Epilepsy  with  Delayed 
Puberty  treated  with  Testicular  Extract.  By  T.  C.  O-raves,  M.D. 

Consequent  on  the  development  of  fits,  apparently  the  sequel  of  a 
practical  joke  on  a  training  ship,  a  lad  of  over  fifteen  years  was  discharged 
from  the  Navy  to  home  care  and  after  three  weeks  was  certified  as  a  case 
of  epilepsy  with  excitement.  The  incidence  of  seizures  and  periods  of 
confused  excitement  fully  justified  the  necessity  for  institutional  care  and 
control.  Examination  showed  functional  weakness  of  right  arm  and  leg, 
speech  defect,  ataxy  and  infantile  sexual  development. 

History  was  negative  except  that  he  was  a  twin,  the  fellow  twin 
(male)  died  at  the  age  of  five  months  of  “  double  pneumonia.” 

The  treatment  adopted  was  the  administration  of  testicular  extract  on 
the  assumption  that  the  mental  and  neurological  conditions  were  related 
to  the  infantile  development. 

The  case  rapidly  improved  in  all  its  manifestations  and  the  lad  was 
discharged  to  the  care  of  his  parents  and  doctor,  by  whom  the  treatment 
was  continued. 

The  case  appears  interesting  for  the  following  reasons  : — 

The  delay  in  puberty  occurring  in  a  twin — both  twins  being 
males. 
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The  practical  joke  appears  to  be  the  starting  point  of  an  escape 
reaction,  inducing  fear  processes,  which  were  not  equiliberated  by 
the  gonadic  internal  secretion. 

The  intensity  of  the  symptoms  and  their  curious  periodicity  of 
onset — usually  occurring  about  9  p.m. 

Two  observers,  controlling  the  treatuient  by  intermittency  and  varia¬ 
tion  of  the  medication,  found  that  during  the  administration  of  the  extract 
the  symptons  were  either  not  exhibited  or  were  diminished  in  intensity 
depending  on  the  dosage.  Other  modes  of  treatment  had  had  no  like 
effect.  {The  Lancet. — 1920,  December  4th,  p.  1134.) 


V. — From  The  Cardiff  City  Mental  Hospital. 

1.  Lieut. -Col.  E.  Goodal!  reports  as  follows  ; — 

“  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  reception  of  civil  patients  into 
this  institution  upon  its  evacuation  by  the  War  Office,  a  research 
by  Lieut.-Colonel  E.  Goodall  and  Dr.  H.  A.  Scholberg,  which  was 
in  progress  before  the  War,  which  was  interrupted  by  the  taking 
over  of  the  institution  by  the  War  Office,  and  resumed  when  cases 
of  mental  disorder  amongst  troops  were  received  here,  was  recom¬ 
menced.  This  consists  of  an  investigation  of  gastric  digestion  of 
test-meals  in  cases  which  may  be  grouped  under  the  designation 
‘  Dementia  Prsecox.’  Certain  details  have  still  to  be  completed 
before  the  results  of  the  examination  of  between  fifty  and  sixty 
cases  can  be  summarised. 

“  An  interesting  point  which  emerges  is  the  evidence  of  incom¬ 
plete  and  delayed  digestion  in  the  stomach.  Another  is  the 
presence  of  poly-  and  mono-nuclear  cells  in  the  great  majority  of 
cases  in  the  stomach-wash,  not  to  be  explained  by  the  state  of  the 
teeth.  The  source  of  these  cells  is  at  present  a  matter  of  specula¬ 
tion.  An  obvious  suggestion  is  that  they  may  be  swallowed  from 
some  focus  of  infection  in  the  naso-pharynx  or  the  accessory  nasal 
sinuses.  They  are  also  found  in  the  stomach- wash  in  cases  of 
acute  and  recent  mental  disorder  other  than  ‘  Dementia  Pr^ecox.’ 
Further  investigation  is  necessary.” 


2. — He'port  of  Research  conducted  in  the  Chemical  Lahoratory, 
Cardiff  City  Mental  Hospital,  during  the  year  ending 
1st  April  1921.  By  Dr.  R.  V.  Stanford,  Research  Chemist, 
and  Assistants. 

Following  the  military  occupation  of  the  Hospital  the  chemical 
laboratory  has  been  fully  occupied  with  the  study  of  problems  relating 
to  mental  disease,  and  in  particular  in  perfecting  and  using  the  micro- 
quantitative  chemical  methods  for  the  analysis  of  cerebro-spinal  fluid, 
to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  last  Report  from  the  laboratory 
Q914-1915). 

The  methods  there  mentioned,  and  one  or  two  others,  have  been 
worked  out  and  the  limits  of  their  accuracy  determined,  and  it  has  been 
possible  for  the  last  three  months  to  effect  by  means  of  them,  as  a  routine, 
quite  an  extensive  quantitative  analysis  of  the  cerebro-spinal  fluids 
available  for  examination. 

At  present  about  6  c.c.  of  fluid  are  required  for  the  whole  investiga¬ 
tion,  and  with  this  quantity  are  determined  (1)  the  density  :  (2)  the 
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total  nitrogen  ;  (3)  the  amino-acid  nitrogen  ;  (4)  the  total  chlorides  ;  and 
(5)  the  total  carbon  of  the  fluid.  Of  these  methods,  the  last,  namely, 
that  for  the  total  carbon,  has  been  the  most  difficult  to  establish.  Both 
in  its  elaboration  and  its  routine  use  it  has  occupied  the  whole  time 
of  a  skilled  assistant,  whose  salary  as  well  as  the  expenses  of  the 
investigation  have  been  forthcoming  from  an  outside  source. 

cases  have  been  dealt  with,  and  therefore  no 
safe  conclusions  can  yet  be  drawn,  but  it  may  be  stated  with  a  good 
deal  of  probability  that  the  results  demonstrate  very  clearly  the  abnormal 
breakdown  of  nervous  tissue  in  general  paralysis  already  measured  by 
the  nitrogen  method  described  in  previous  reports,  and  that  in  addition 
there  seem  to  be  strong  indications  of  the  differentiation  of  some  of  the 
types  of  mental  disorder  for  which  no  pathological  basis  has  yet  been 
found.  Only  the  investigation  of  a  large  number  of  clinically  well- 
authenticated  cases  can  show  whether  these  indications  are  of  value,  and 
work  in  that  direction  is  being  pursued  accordingly. 

good  deal  of  work  has  also  been  done  during  the  year  on  improved 
methods  of  extracting  “  lecithin  ”  substances  from  brain,  but  this  research 
has  been  laid  aside  for  the  present  since  the  whole  time  of  the  staff  is 
required  for  the  analyses  of  cerebro-spinal  fluid,  which  are  of  more 
immediate  importance. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  importance  of 
colorimetry  in  micro-quantitative  methods,  and  to  the  construction  of 
a  new  colorimeter,  a  description  of  which  was  published  in  1913.  This 
subject  has  continued  to  engage  attention,  and  two  new  applications  of 
the  principle  then  insisted  upon  are  being  worked  out.  At  present  thev 
await  the  improvement  of  the  optical  arrangement  employed. 

A  number  of  papers  relating  to  the  methods  mentioned  will  be  ready 
for  publication  shortly. 


VI. — From  the  City  of  London  Mental  Hospital. 

Dr.  Steen  was  engaged  in  the  clinical  study  of  the  hallucinatory 
insanities.  He  claims  that  there  is  a  distinct  clinical  entity  which  he 
terms  chronic  hallucinatory  psychosis.  This  is  characterised  by  the 
appearance  primarily  of  hallucinations,  which  in  many  instances  are 
recognised  as  such  by  the  patient.  Later  on  delusions  may  appear,  and 
these  are  formed  in  order  to  account  for  the  presence  of  the  hallucinations 
when  insight  is  lost.  The  majority  of  the  cases  last  for  many  years  and 
conduct  is  influenced  to  a  slight  extent  only.  There  is  no  tendency 
to  dementia.  The  conclusion  was  that  these  cases  are  psychogenic 
in  origin  in  persons  predisposed  to  dissociation  by  bad  heredity,  and 
treatment  must  be  on  psycho-therapeutic  lines. 

A  paper  embodying  this  work  was  read  before  the  Medico-Psycho¬ 
logical  Association  on  February  24th,  1920,  and  was  published  in  the 
Journal  of  Mental  Science,  April  1920.
